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In undertaking this new department of 
school work, we think it proper to give 
a few words of explanation. 

This is the first attempt that has been 
made, to our knowledge, to support a 
school paper, although the journalistic 
inclination has been shown by several 
little hand -printed sheets circulated 
among the students. We now propose 
to make the High School paper a per- 
manency. 

The Board of Education has thought 
favorably of this plan, and the teachers 
have kindly aided us ift various ways. 
We have thus arrived ,after much thought, 
at a plan by which the paper may be con- 
ducted satisfactorily to all concerned. 
The work of writing the paj>er will fall 
each year to the editors, who shall be 
elected from the highest class fc We In- 
tend to have all the students take an in* 

* 

terest in the paper, and, when necessary, 
to contribute. Thus the paper will be 
distinctively a school institution, and will 
form a part of the work, and be a means 
of education to the students in each suc- 
ceeding class. 

The object of the sheet is to give a^r e- 
flection of school life, and hence will be 
valued by the members of the school, 
and of some passing interest, perhaps, to 
the parents, who are, indirectly, the pat- 
rons and supporters of the institution. 



The paper will be valuable to gradu- 
ates of the school, as it will contain news 
of those who have left us, and they will 
thus be informed of the whereabouts of 
their classmates, and of facts of interest 
in regard to them. 

While the public may not find the 
Notes of any great literary value, it will, 
at least, show that the pupils are wide- 
awake. We ask our readers not to crit- 
icise us too severely for a time, until the 
machinery runs more smoothly than at 
first. 

To those who have kindly aided us by 
their subscriptions, and in other ways, we 
give our thanks, and hope that through 
our efforts they may, in some degree, be 
repaid. 



We intend to make our school this 
coming year a success. In the first place 
we have a principal w ho is much respect- 
ed and liked by all who come in contact 
with him. We have, in Mr. Wilson, a 
man who takes an active interest in all 
that promotes the welfare of the school, 
and who is always ready with a helping 
hand for any enterprise in which the 
scholars are interested. Thus having a 
corps of teachers established in the good 
will of the scholars, we are confident 
that all things will work together more 
harmoniously than ever before. 

There is no graduating class this year, 
owing to some changes in the courses of 
study, but the ** B Class" consfder them- 
selves as good as two ordinary classes, 
and thus hope to make up the deficien- 
cy. We intend to do our part in the 
work of the year, taking for our motto, 
as our Superintendent has suggested, 
44 Loyalty to the School's best interests." 



One of the first questions asked when 
it was proposed to erect a monument at 
Bunker Hill was, * What good will a 
monument do?" Perhaps some of our 
friends have followed in the line of 
their grandfathers and asked themselves 
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*' What good will a school paper do? " 
Consider a few of the results which may 
Row from this attempt at unassuming 
journalism. This paper does not ex- 
pect to displace the current magazines 
and reviews, but .to occupy a tittle niche 
of its own. 

It proposes to make the scholars bet- 
ter acquainted with matters of interest 
to them as members of the school, to 
encourage them in their attempts to do 
meritorious work by inserting in its col- 
umns specimens of their literary pro- 
ductions from time to time, and to broad- 
en their knowledge of schools and 
school work outside of our own town. 
The careful reading which a pupil will 
give to a paper to which he himself and 
his schoolmates contribute, will culti- 
vate a spirit of thoughtfulness which the 
hasty reading of daily and weekly pa- 
pers does not encourage. Those w)io 
contribute to the paper must -prepare 
their productions in such a way as to be 
satisfactory, in some measure, to those 
who are to read them. Rambling 
thoughts and loose ideas clumsily ex- 
pressed will, it is hoped, become less 
through habitual care in writing. A 
widening of the range of intellectual 
vision is to be a natural result of this 
training. 

Not alone are the scholars to be ben- 
efitted by the paper which now appears 
for the first time. The parents may be- 
come better acquainted with the direc- 
tion of thought, die work of their child- 
ren, and the whole range of school af- 
fairs from the standpoint of the scholars 
at large. We hope, too, that in due 
time the productions of their own young 
scions may adorn its columns, 

Yet scholars and parents are not the 
only ones interested in the schools. We 
hope to do something worthy of those 
teachers under whose instruction we 
have been from year to year, and of the 
school officers who have cared for our 
interest during those years. The adver- 
tisers who have given us such kind as- 
sistance, we hope will find that we in 
turn will render to them at least equal 
favors and patronage. We realize that 
it has been frequently to please the 
scholars that advertisements have been 
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given; we trust that a greater pleasure 
may be in store for you when you bal- 
ance your cash account Those who 
b ive never heard that there were schools 
in Rutland will learn that they have been 
mistaken in thinking Rutland any but 
the best place in Vermont. 

These are a few of the results which 
may flow from this venture. It is to be 
hoped that there will be a continued 
growth and development, and that with 
*' true loyalty to the schools' best inter- 
ests " much may be done worthy of 
praise and hearty approval of friends of 
the school and education.

SLAVERY. 

The great Civil War, from 1861 to 
1865, which cost the country $6,500,000 
000 worth of property besides an untold 
number of lives, was indirectly caused 
by slavery. 

Slavery, fcom the time when it was 
first introduced into America by the 
captain of a Dutch trading vessel in 
1 6 19, has had a great influence on the 
history of the Nation. 

Slaves were first held in Virginia, and 
as their labor was found profitable, large 
numbers were afterwards imported, and 
the slave trade soon became as import- 
ant a branch qf business as the mercan- 
tile business. It gradually extended to 
the other Colonies, and at the adoption 
of the constitution in 179S it existed in 



I every state except Massachusetts. 

prom the beginning, it ftas evident 
that slavery in the Northern states would 
be altogether different from that in the 
Southern. In the colder North thepco- 
: pie found it easier to do the work them- 
selves than to compel the negroes to 
work, In the warmer South, however, 
the case was exactly reversed. 

About ten years after the close of the 
Revolution, an event occurred which 
gave an impetus to the slave trade in the 
South. It was the invention of Whit- 
ney's saw-gin for cleansing cotton. Up 
to this time the cultivation of cotton in 
the Southern states had not been v ery 
profitable on account of the labor re- 
quired to separate the seeds from the 
cotton; but by this invention the seeds 
were separated * very quickly. As the 
soil and climate were especially favor- 
able to the cultivation of this plant, it 
soon became one of the great industries 
of the South, and to this day it forms 
one of their principal products. 

Cotton having been cultivated by slave 
labor, this invention tended to add great- 
ly to the number of' slaves in the South- 
ern states, and as the income of the 
people depended largely on this slave 
labor, they naturally became active de- 
fendants of the system, while in the 
North the people found that they could 
do nearly as well without slaves as with 
them, and they began to look upon 
slavery as not altogether right. 

It soon became the basis underlying 
all political acfions. The admission of 
every new state was a signal for a con- 
* flict between the two parties as to wheth- 
er it was to be admitted as a slave state 
of not, and as both Houses of Congress 
showed a disinclination to settle the 
question, a series of compromises was 
the result. 

About - the year 1830 anti-slavery so- 
cieties begin to be formed in several of 
the Northern states, and newspapers 
calling for the abolition of slavery were 
published. One of the earliest of these, 
the " Liberator," was published by Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison, a Boston printer, 
in 1830, and continued to be printed un- 
til the abolition of slavery in 1865. 

Under the conditions to which cotton 
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culture had .advanced in tS30 P it seemed 
to the South nothing else than a propo- 
sal to destroy the whole industry of that 
section, and it was received with corres- 
ponding indignation. Abolitionists were 
taken and regarded as public enemies, 
and rewards were even offered for their 
capture. Their meetings were broken 
up, and their printing presses silenced if 
possible. 

This abuse only served to draw the at- 
tention of the people to the subject, and 
some of the greatest men of the day 
were led at first, from sympathy with 
die individuals, but finally with the cause 
itself, to defend it. 

Among these may be mentioned Wen- 
dell Phillips, who was one of the ablest 
supporters of the movement, Henry 
Clay, Daniel Webster. Thomas Jefferson, 
Patrick Henry and many other promi- 
nent men of the time. 

In the yen r 1857, on account of the 
M Dred Scott decision," the slavery ques- 
tion again became the all absorbing top- 
ic of conversation. The election of 
j 860 lingered on this question, and as it 
had been previously announced by South 
Carolina that, if Lincoln was elected 
President, that state would withdraw 
from the Union, it was naturally an ex- 
citing one. 

Lincoln was elected President and the 
Civil War followed. During the earlier 
part of this war, the Union generals 
were greatly troubled as to what dispo- 
sition they should make of the fugitive 
slaves who had either been abandoned 
by their owners or else had run away, 
expecting to find protection inside the 
Union lines. 

Way 22nd, 1861, three fugitive ne- 
groes entered the camp of Gen. Butler 
at Fortress Munroe, stating that they 
were the property of a Confederate of- 
ficer who was about to compel them to 
work on the Rebel defences. Gen. But* 
ler heard their story, and being con- 
vinced of the truth of it said, " These 
men are contrabands of War" His ac- 
tion was approved by the Secretary of 
War, and until 1S63 they were so treat- 
ed. ' ■ 

In 1862 Abraham Lincoln issued the 
emancipation proclamation, which was 



to go into effect Jan. 1st, 1863. 

In 1864 Congress passed a law for- 
bidding slavery in any part of the United 
States. This was ratified by twenty- 
seven of the thirty-six states, and on 
December 18th, 1865, it was declared to 
be a part of the Constitution, thus put- 
ting an end to slavery in the United 
States.

VERMONT PATRIOTS, 

The people of Vermont have always 
been patriotic in every sense of the word, 
from the earliest times of our history 
down to the present time. 

No State was quicker than she in res- 
ponding to President Lincoln's call for 
15,000 troops on the 15th of April, 1861, 
and later, when he called again for 300,- 
00O. 

In her early days, Vermont was called 
upon to defend her own interests and 
territory, and there were brave and patri- 
otic men willing to risk their lives in her 
defence. 

Of course there are many men, and 
women, too, whose bravery will never 
be known, but Vermont has a few heroes 
of whom she may be justly proud, whose 



names deserve being written with those 
of Washington and Grant and Lincoln. 
I can mention three of these heroes oi 
her early days ; they are Ethan Allen, 
Seth Warner and Gen. Stark. 

I consider Ethan Allen the greatest, 
but this may be all prejudice, for I have 
always admired him for his sterling qual- 
ities. 

He was a brave and generous soldier 
and a law-abiding citizen, who took up 
arms only when he w T as forced to defend 
that law which he held sacred and to pro- 
tect his State (though it wasn't a State 
then) against the encroachments of an 
other. He was, as you all know, the 
main actor in the taking of v Old Ti," as 
it was familiarly called. We can all 
imagine the fright of the astonished offi- 
cer when Allen, in a "voice of thunder/* 
demanded the surrender of the fort M In 
the name of the Great Jehovah and the 
Continental Congress." 

Warner also helped in the capture of 
Ticonderoga; he also had a hand in the 
capture of Crown Point, the battle of 
Hennington and several other engage- 
ments. 

Gen. Stark will always In identified 
with the battle of Bennington by his 
well-known saying when encouraging 
his men, " Now. my men, there are the 
red-coats. Before night they must be 
ours or Mollie Stark will be a widow/' 
These three are but the more promi- 
nent ones. There were many more who 
did just as much in their several ways. 

Vermont was the first State admitted 
into the Union. After the Revolution 
she had a period of rest, which she im- 
proved by enacting wise and conscien- 
tious laws for her future good. We, 
who are now receiving their benefit, can 
testify to their wisdom. 

The breaking out of the Civil War 
found the militia of Vermont, as well as 
most the other Northern States, in a dis- 
organized and inefficient condition, but 
prompt and decisive measures were 
adopted which resulted in Vermont 
doing a great deal more than was ex- 
pected of her. 

When the war first broke out it was 
supposed that should she send three 
regiments and keep their constantly deci- 



mating ranks filled by new enlistments 
she would be taxed to the extent of her 
capacity. In the four years, however, 
she furnished eighteen regiments, three 
batteries and three detached companies. 
The original enlistments and recruits 
sent forward to the several organizations 
to fill their decimating ranks from time 
to time, made an aggregate of 34,238 
men, at an expense of £9,087,353, oi 
which $5,215,787 was expended by the 
several towns, without expectation of re- 
payment. Can any State show a greater 
degree of patriotism ? I think not. In- 
deed, I believe you will all agree with 
me in saying that one has only to be 
born, or live, among the " Green Moun- 
tains " to be a patriot

H allowe'en has gone by. The cus- 
tom a ry Reign of Terror was partially 
prevented by the rain of water, (terra 
giving place to aqua), but the elements 
cannot wholly baffle Young America 
when the latter is in quest of a good 
time. 

While none of us, not even the edit- 
ors, can lay claim to any exalted virtue 
in this regard, we think, seriously, that 
during the short holiday when the ordi- 
nary rules of decorum are suspended, 
some slight degree of judgment should 
still be exercised, and that those on 
pleasure bent should keep a few brains 



in their heads, and confine their per- 
formances to those which shall not cause 
serious annoyance, and not, at least, 
destroy property* In other words, we 
think there is a line which they should 
be careful not to step over. This does 
not refer to a line stretched across a 
sidewalk about four inches from the 
ground, with felonious intent, but to a 
line which may easily be drawn in the 
mind of any reasonable young person. 



We have heard a great deal of learned 
argument on the topic of the proper 
mode of inflicting capital punishment. 
While the different theories advanced 
may be very ably supported, we think 
this phase of the question is of no im- 
portance whatever, until we have decided 
the primary, the vital question, of whether 
capital punishment itself is wise. While 
we do not deny that in times when the 
government is unstable and cannot con- 
trol its criminals by any other means, 
and in times of war, the execution of its 
dangerous characters seems the only ex- 
pedient plan, yet we think that in times 
of peace when the government is supreme 
and the laws can be enforced, a much 
safer and more reasonable, and certainly 
a more just method can be found. In 
other words, while the execution plan is 
more convenient to the government, it is 
not true justice to the criminal The 
government has no right to assume that 
because a man, no matter how depraved 
he may seem, has committed an act by 
which he forfeits his rights as a respect- 
able citizen, he is beyond reclaim and 



is 
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that he should be gotten out or the way, 
like some noxious weed instead ot a 
human being with a mind and soul like 
any one of us. We do not say that we 
should temper justice with mercy, but | 
that justice itself demaBds that the laws 
of nature should not in this way be vio- 

''''wheii we read of heinous crimes, and j 
of conspiracies actuated by as revolting 
sentiments, we .sometimes wish that the 
old custom of burning at the stake might 
be revived, but when we think of it dis- 
passionately, we see that it is much more 
sensible to try to make » good citizen 
out of the criminal, and to give him a 
chance to reclaim himself. 

The economical question ought not 
to enter into consideration at all, but 
even if it did, it couldie easily answered. 
If he is humanely treated and given em- 
ployment which will occupy his tune 
and thoughts, he will pay for his own 
support and can hardly fail to become 
better morally. If he does not reform, 
the n-overnment will have done its part, 
and fulfilled its whole duty to the man 
as a fellow-creature. Doesn't this seem 
reasonable ? 



Therk has been some talk of cutting 
down the few elm trees in the rear of the 
school building, and one pf these trees 
has already been felled. We wish to 
enter our protest against destroying tins 
pretty feature of the school ground. Ine 
Trees are not large or dense enough to 
give an unhealthful abundance of shade, 
but for a short time in the spring, serve 
as a beautiful screen, full of birds, to 
protect the windows from the glare of 
the sun. We think it would be barbaric 
to cut them down, and can imagine no 
excuse for so doing, except for econo- 
mical reasons, and if such is the case,

WAR. 

War is a conflict, for the purpose of 
attaining a desired end, carried on be- 
tween two or more nations, colonies or 

peoples. . 

However different wars may be, the 
principles which cause them are limited 
in number. They are : Rebellion, either 
against oppression or as an aggressive 
act desire for conquest or the extension 
of sovereignty ; the wish to maintain the 
territory and often the honor of a coun- 
try, and maliciousness or the private en- 
mity of one sovereign against another. 

In the beginning of history war was 
necessary, but as civilization advances 
and with it the ability to settle difficul- 
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lies peaceably, the need of wars becomes 
less* but their frequency does not. The 
present condition of Europe, with France, 
Germany, Russia and England ready at 
the shortest notice to send forth armies 
against each other, illustrates the truth 
of this statement- The greed which 
our own mother-country, England, has 
for territory, has caused her to do many 
acts of cruelty and oppression, and to 
make some costly mistakes, one of 
which, happening about one hundred 
and fifteen years ago, gave her persecut- 
ed colonists in America an opportunity 
to bring on with her the only praise- 
worthy kind of war — that of rebellion 
against oppression, and to found, after 
eight years of fighting and hardships, 
a nation whose honor and glory has 
never been dimmed by unjust wars. 

Germany is the most warlike nation 
of Europe and the best prepared for 
emergencies of a warlike nature. E very 
German is liable to a term of 12 years 
service in an army which is the pride of 
the patriotic Germans, and the admira- 
tion of military men of all countries* 
This force, amounting in war times to 
over one million men, causes an annual 
expenditure of §92,500,000. The Rus- 
sian army is larger than the German and 
costs §144,000,000 annually to maintain, 
but the United States, which can put an 
army of 3,500,000 men in the field, ex- 
pends annually only ^7,000,000. 

Of the ancient nations, Rome was the 
most proficient in the art of war, and the 
Roman leaders pushed their conquests 
in all parts of the known earth, in Brit- 
ain. Gaul, Germany and even in Asia 
Minor and Africa (Egypt), until Rome 
controlled the larger part of this limited 
world. 

The first battle of which we have any 
detailed account was that of Thymbra, 
between Cyrus the Great and Crcesus. 
Since then about twenty decisive battles 
from Maranthon to Gettysburg, have 
decided the fate of a nation or a people. 

In 1066 a Norman nobleman, Duke 
William, invaded England and conquer- 
ed it in a single engagement — -the battle 
of Hastings. He ascended the throne 
and is known in history as William the 



Conqueror. From him descended the 
Norman line of English kings. 

In the beginning of the present cen- 
tury Napoleon Bonaparte succeeded by 
good generalship, in getting into his 
control a large part of Europe. This 
ambitious man invaded Italy, conquered 
other lands and became Emperor of 
France The English and Prussians 
formed an alliance for the purpose of 
liberating and restoring to their former 
conditions those countries which Bona- 
parte, M the soldier of fortune/' had con- 
quered. 

The allies under the command of the 
Iron Duke — Wellington — the liberator 
of the Crimea, marched against Napo- 
leon Bonaparte, the conqueror of Italy, 

All the world knew of the importance 
of the conflict, and eagerly waited to 
learn the fate of Europe. The meeting 
of the armies happened near Waterloo, 
Belgium, and on the iSth of June, 1815, 
22,000 of the allies bought the freedom *x 
of Europe wiifa their lives. The charge 
of Bonaparte's Old Guard had fail ed and //wv 
the peaceful fields around the fenOiouse ' 
of Hougoumont had become the scene 
of the fiercest battle of modern times. 
Creasy in the " Decisive Battles of the 
World " and Victor Hugo give the best 
descriptions of it The latter 's is very 
thrilling, and in tt he recounts how a 
depression — "The Hollow Field of 
Ohain " was filled to the level of the 
surrounding field with the bodies of 
French and Allies — representatives of 
three great nations united in a common 
death and burial. 

They say that war promotes patriot- 
ism, but such a conflict as this cannot 
fell to inspire a horror of a scheming 
man, who for his own benefit sends 
thousands of his countrymen to their 
death. It may not be long before Na- 
tional disputes may be settled peaceably, 
for surely 

" Peace hath her victoria 
No less renowned than war/'

C. E. CONVENTION. 

The fourth annual convention of the 
Vermont State Societies of Christian En- 
deavor was held in Rutland on Oct 30 
and J J. The meeting was presided over 
by Rev. D, R. Lowell of the Methodist 
church, President of the State Union. 
Two delegates from each of the socie- 
ties in the State were in attendance, 
besides many ministers, making in all 
about three hundred visitors. For some 
time prcceeding the convention the 
members of the local societies were ac- 
tive in their preparations for it, and no 
pains were spared to make it a complete 
success. Most of the delegates "arrived 
either on Tuesday afternoon or Wednes- 
day morning, and were entertained cither 
at private houses or at the hotels. The 
members of the local societies and the 
delegates wore badges ; the local socie- 
ties being distinguished from the dele- 
gates by pink badges, while the dele- 
gates wore green. Music was furnished 
by a chorus formed from the singers ofj 
the three local societies, who have been 
rehearsing for the last four weeks. The 
first large meeting was held on Wednes- 
day afternoon. After this session the 
visitors were given a supper provided by 
the ladies. The Wednesday evening 
session was attended by over one thous- 
and people. So large was the crowd 
that every seat in the church was taken, 
making it necessary to bring in chairs. 
At this meeting Hon. Wm. P. Dilling- 
ham, Governor of Vermont, was present ' 
and made a brief but interesting speech. 
This was followed by an excellent ad- 
dress on " Duty/' by Rev. T, U. Chap- 
man, On Friday a full day's work was 
put in, meetings being held from half- 
past six in the morning until half-past 
nine at night. In the afternoon Rev, F. 
E. Clark, or •' Father Endeavor " Clark, 
as he is more commonly called, was 
present and answered questions pre- 
pared by die pastors of the various 
churches, regarding Christian Endeavor. 
Rev. Mr. Clark is the founder of the 
Christian Endeavor and President of the 
" United Societies/* In the evening the 
attendance was as large, if not larger, 
than the previous evening. Mr. Clark 
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again spoke, delivering a very interest- 
ing address, containing excellent advice 
concerning the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment Everything during the two days 
passed off smooth ly t and it was, in all, a 
very successful convention. TJ*e enter- 
tainment committee was very efficient in 
its services, and some went so far as to 
take some of the young lady delegates 
to visit the marble quarries at West Rut* 
land. The officers elected for the en- 
suing year are as follows : President, 
Rev. T. U. Sault St Albans ; Vice-Pres- 
idents, M. S. Sawyer, Rutland ; Rev. 
H. A. Stark, Burlington, and Rev. C O. 
Day t Rrattleboro ; Secretary and Treas- 
urer, E. E. Towner of Montpelier. It 
was decided to hold the next annual 
meeting at St Johnsbury.

But when we con- 
sider the facts, how absurd this seems, 
and how infinitely absurd to prefer hang- 
ing to this instantaneous and painless 
death, To illustrate, here is a little clip- 
ping from the N. Y. Tribune of Nov. 14, 
I describing a little episode at a New Jer-

sey execution: " The noose failed to 
tighten and the rope slipped around on 
the wretched mans neck. He groaned 
and shrieked, and finally succeeded in 
freeing his hands sufficiently almost to 
reach the rope. The struggle lasted for 
two or three minutes, until the hangman 
got the noose under the chin. After 
fifteen minutes the physicians announced 
that the heart had ceased to beat, and 
ten minutes later the body was cut 
down.' 1 Such cases are frequent, [hing- 
ing is a hideous relic of Jjarbarism, in 
comparison with which the dreaded guil- 
lotine seems merciful, even gentle. We 
hope it will not be long before this cus- 
tom will be forever abolished, and the 
more humane and efficient process used, 
when capital punishment m^y seem 
necessary.

VACATION CAMPING. 

In the summer of the present year a 
party of boys started from Rutland with 
the intention of spending a few days in 
that most delightful of all recreations, 
camping out. 

Leaving Rutland at 2.15 in the after- 
noon they arrived at Middlebury about 
5.30, and taking the stage there arrived 
at East Middlebury in time for a warm 
supper, to which they did ample justice, 
is all boys will when away from home. 

After a good night's rest they started 
from East Middlebury in a buckboard 
taagtti, which was loaded down with 
•Cooking utensils, fishing tackle, rifles and 
shot-guns. What they were going to do 
with the guns they could not have told 
themselves, for the truth was they were 
more afraid of the guns than they would 
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have been of all the wild beasts that en- 
tered into their imagination. All this 
was drawn by a very young colt, which 
seemed much astonished at the strange 
medley which composed its load and 
very anxious to get as far from it as pos- 
sible. If you had seen the stock of 
brown bread, cake, pie, etc., which was 
stowed away under the seat of the wagon, 
to be finally stowed away by the hungry 
campers, you would have thought those 
young men were going to start a whole- 
sale provision store. 

The road which we took winds around 
the mountain, up steep hills and through 
thick woods which looked their best, 
clothed as they were with green leaves 
and bright flowers. After traveling for 
about four miles they suddenly emerged 
upon the shores of the beautiful " Lake 
Dunmore," 

This lake, intimately connected in the 
mind of the history-loving school-boy 
with the traditions of Ethan Allen and 
his famous band of "Green Mountain 
Boys/* is beautifully situated in a pleas- 
ant valley of the Green Mountains, and 
is surrounded by thick woods as yet 
hardly touched by the axe of the woods- 
man. It is about three miles in length 
and one in width, and is considered by 
all as one of the prettiest sheets of water 
in New England, if not in the whole 
country. The water is so clear that the 
bottom can be plainly seen one hundred 
feet from shore, and above all, in the 
minds of the boys, it is plentifully 
stocked with nearly all kinds of fish 
generally found in fresh water. It is a 
fisherman's paradise, for here are found 
the perch, suago bass, black bass and 
lake trout, and the lover of trolling will 
find that he has a fine treat in the shape 
of large and gamey pickerel. 

It had rained from early in the morn- 
ing and the weather was not just such 
as would have been chosen for camping 
out, but, having started, the boys were 
determined to proceed. So despite the 
rain they pushed on and at last reached 
a farmer's house where they quartered 
their horse. Then donning their rubber 
coats and procuring a boat, they started 
out to select a site for their camp. 

A pleasant point was chosen that jut- 
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ted out into the water and commanded a 
fine view of the entire length of the lake. 

The boys had brought no tent with 
them, and so they proceeded to erect 
one from the materials they had. First 
they drove four stakes in the ground 
and covered the top with rubber blank- 
ets, then they cut a lot of cedar boughs 
and covered the sides with them, and 
after spreading a number on the ground 
they considered that they had a tent 
that, if not elegant was at least service- 
able,

MY STAY IN RICHMOND. 

I have been requested by the editor 
of your paper to write something for it 
about my Southern trip. 

The party we were in reached Gettys- 
burg safely and attended the dedication 
of Vermont's monuments. Here my 
father met Capt Peck, now of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Early in the war they were lieu- 
tenants in the same company. The last 
time they saw each other was twenty- 
seven years ago, and then Capt, Peck 
was lying on the battlefield of Savage 
Station with a bullet through his head. 
The piece of lead went through his 
cheek and came out of his neck, and the 
scars show plainly yet 

We asked him to accompany us to 
Richmond to see the old battle-fields, 
of Antietam and Fredericksburg, We 
arrived in Richmond safely and went to 
the hotel, where we made inquiries for a 
driver to take us over the battle-fields. 
Very soon" a darkey by the name of 
Enoch Johnson came to us and offered 
to take us to Malvern Hill and back, 
which is the same as taking the team for 
the day. After a great deal of wrang- 
ling the darkey named his price, which 
satisfied us. He came the next morn- 
ing at eight o'cloek with a poor old raw- 
boned horse and a break-down carryall. 
We first drove olit to Fair Oaks, or 
Seven Pines, as the rebels called it. We 
did not stop here till on the way back. 
The original Seven Pines were cut down 
during the battle, but the keeper of the 
National Cemetery has planted another 
seven. 
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Savage Station, where we next drove, 
is on the line of the York River R. R., 
about seven miles from Richmond. 
There is no station, but a house stands 
near by, and we stopped here to see if 
we could not find something about 
the battle and the position of the Union 
troops. My father, while talking to the 
farmer, received an invitation to gd deer 
hunting. The man said that they would 
not be out two hours before they would 
see a deer. The reason that deer is so 
plenty is that very few men hunt in that 
region, because there are no birds. Near* 
ly all the hunters in Richmond are bird- 
hunters, so nobody cares for deer. 

We drove on a little further and Capt 
Peck and my father got out and went 
into the woods to see if they could find 
the place where they stood in the battle. 
This they succeeded in doing, and they 
brought with them pieces of boards 
marked by bullets. The driver cut two 
canes, one of which I presented to Cot 
Joyce. We spent the two following 
days in Richmond, and on Monday I 
went to the Capitol and in the library 
saw some very interesting relics. "Jeb" 
Stuarts battle-flag, a flint-lock musket, 
used by the first settlers, a copy of the 
Declaration of Secession and John 
Brown's pike, which he used at Harpers 
Ferry. 

I had on a Gettysburg medal, and as 
came out of' Capitol Park a woman met 
me and wanted to know if T got that 
medal for good behavior in school. I 
told her " No" 1 

In the trees around the park grey 
squirrels have made their nests, and I 
do not think Diana will, in her vision, 
see them shot. 

On Tuesday we started for Baltimore 
and home.

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We will speak briefly of a few of the 
various phases of the Worlds Fair, 
taking the subject at random. As to 
the inevitable question, already time- 
honored, we will mention it briefly, and 
then drop it — at least for two weeks; 
we cannot promise more than this. We 
favor Chicago for the reasons stated in 
our issue six weeks ago. If energy and 
enterprise can do it, the fair will be held 
in Chicago, but we own that it is a ques- 
tion whether this will counterbalance 
the enormous wealth and strong politi- 
cal grip of New York. But wherever 
it is held, all America ought to forget 
.the spirit of rivalry and take hold and 



help to make the Fair a grand success, 
and all nations know what Americans 
are capable of doing. The Notes hopes 
the Fair will go to Chicago, but if New 
York gets it, we will promise not to 
hinder its success. 

Some well-meaning person has pro- 
posed that a tower be erected at the 
Fair which shall exceed the Eiffel Tower 
in height. We admit that would be a 
great achievement, but why should we 
be obliged to follow meekly in the foot- 
steps of our French friends ? Why 
should we be contented with a copy 
— ft may be on a more extensive scale, 
yet it is still but a copy? Are not the 
American people, fcmed as they are for 
their ingenuity, able to produce some- 
thing original ? 

Another kind-hearted individual is on 
hand with a plan for building a pyramid, 
large enough, we understand, to com- 
pletely eclipse the great pile of Cheops, 
and also the funds which could reason- 
ably be appropriated to it Well, this 
plan is an improvement on the other. 
A joke is sometimes said to be " so old 
that it's new," and this might apply to 
the pyramid idea. The pyramid is a 
massive structure, majestic in its sim- 
plicity, and, in the abstract, is consid- 
ered the most substantial form of struc- 
ture possible — it is in fact the symbol of 
stability. Such a structure would be a 
fitting epitome of the American nation. 
One point in favor of it. But there is a 
humorous side of this — there is funny 
side even of a sphinx, despite its pro- 
verbial solemnity. If we erect a pyra- 
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mid, out of regard for the fitness of 
things, we ought to build a few sphinxes, 
and perhaps to make a good job of it, 
we ought to make a number of mum- 
mies. This would accomplish one of 
the ends of the Fair, in reviving a trade 
which has been very dull for centuries. 
We think that with the aid of countless 
modern inventions, American -work- 
men ought to rival the best achieve- 
ments of the ancient Egyptian under- 
takers. Executed criminals might be 
used to practice on until the aforemen- 
tioned degree of perfection is attained. 

But all these things take time, and we 1 
object to them on the ground that they 
could not be completed in time for 1892, 
which, by the way, is the latest obstacle 
which has been presented to the Fair 
managers, through the kindness of the 
newspapers. 

The sight of the countless products 
of our vast country will be almost as 
surprising to Americans as to foreigners. 
The products of each State gathered to- 
gether would present a pleasing appear- 
pearance. Thus, perhaps, as we went in 
at the great central entrance, we would 
come across Maine, with its wonderful 
ship-building exhibit, and pass down the 
line of States till we reached California, 
where would be seen cherries weighing 
a pound, Chinamen, gold nuggets, and 
other wonders from the Pacific shores. 
Illinois, being at home, would doubtless 
have a very creditable exhibit Conspi- 
cuous features would be pork, specimens 
of Anarchists, (in strong iron cages), 
members of the Clan-na-Gacl, (also 
in cages), and bags of wind. New 
York would exhibit her aldermen ; Con- 
necticut, her Waterbury watches ; while 
among the contributions from our grand 
old State would be found her marble, 
her maple sugar and her model Prohibi- 
tion laws, those shining triumphs of effi- 
cient legislation. 

The newspapers give a good deal of 
space lately to the World's Fair, but still 
more to the politics of the World's Fair. 
Nothing can be done now-a-days with- 
out dragging in politics. We wish such 
a patriotic undertaking as this might be 
carried on without reference to politics, 
but we suppose this is too much to hope, 



We were made aware last week in a 
vt tv forcible way that one-third of the 
school year had passed. According to 
the new .system of marking, the school 
year is divided up equally and the record 
cards give the figures for these periods 
and not, as formerly, for the terms, which 
vary slightly in length. But the most 
marked change is in the prominence 
given to the " deportment " as affecting \ 
the general standing. The marks show 
a fur record in scholarship, but the de- 
portment marks were rather surprising { 
to all of us. Perhaps we are so unused | 
to having our misdeeds charged against 
us in this matter-of-fact way that it 
rather staggers us at first, but we will " j 
recover and do better work next i 
term. As we, the editors, have no 
earthly right to dictate to our fellow- j 
students and do hot deserve any prero- 
gatives as censors, wfe may assume the 
role of disinterested spectators, and sug- | 
gest that while the school is doing well j 
and the work is going on smoothly un- 
der its present wise guidance, there is 1 
still an immense opportunity for im- 
provement on the part of the students in j 
general deportment, and plenty of room I 
for elevating the standard of loyalty and 
sincerity in school work. The R. H. S. j 
endeavors to be at the head of the list of j 
High Schools in Vermont. The ques- j 
tion of whether it will be at the head j 
resolves itself largely into a personal j 
question. 

What shall our record be when we j 
come to roll-call at the end of the winter 
campaign ? 

The last number of the 44 University j 
Cynic " contains a very pomted edito* 
rial, which, while ostensibly intended j 
only to correct certain erroneous ideas J 
■as to its own contributions, in reality 1 
gives a highly interesting little treatise 
on the aim and character of college ! 
journalism in general. One of the points | 
brought out very forcibly was that a col- I 
lege paper differed from the newspapers! 
and magazines in the size of its calibrta 
and that as students' minds were, as dm 
rule, unsettled, and their opinions on im- 
portant topics not yet crystallized, only 
a limited supply of powder could be ob- 
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BjW d. For this reason, a paper of 
smaller calibre would have proportion- 
ally more force and effectiveness. This 
was not the exact simile used, but th 
general idea. The article would repay a 
careful reading.

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| Goon athletics in a school are un- 
doubtedly valuable in promoting a pat- 
riotic, chivalrous spirit toward the insti- 
tution, and that is what every school 
weeds, lhe R. H, S. is unfortunate in 
this i ct principally, if not wholly t on 
ifcccouni of the want of system and or- 
ganization. We do not see why a school 
fef the si/.L* of R. J f, S. may not have abase* 
ball and a foot-bali team. It seems inappro- 
priate to bring up this subject at Christ- 
pas time, but during the season when 
mater sports are predominant, the boys 
Should b^- thinking about next year's 
prospects on the diamond. We think 
pere is enough good material in the 



school now for a light team. The boys 
'Hi-lit by ill means to elect a captain be- 
fore the season opens, and be ready to 
begin practice systematically as soon as 
the snow is off the ground. 

We predict that tennis is the future 
game. The outcome of the present war 
in professional base-ball may be that in a 
short time, we will see the end of the 
professional game, and the rise of tennis. 
But, although tennis is a great game, it 
is not so well adapted, for apparent rea- 
sons, for use as a school game, as is base- 
ball, or, preeminently, foot-ball. The 
latter is distinctively a school game, and 
we hope that before another autumn we 
may have an eleven ready to go into prac- 
tice in earnest have no heavy men 
in the school now and could only have a 
light team, but weight, luckily, is not 
everything. Perhaps this sounds as if 
we were cranky on the subject of orga- 
nization, but we do think it is what we 
need first of all. More on this subject 
later. Meanwhile be thinking it over. 

A good deal of praiseworthy school 
spirit has been aroused of late. This 

r shown by the alacrity with which 
various little projects prompted by pride 
in the R. IL S. were welcomed in the 
class meeting held last week. Several 
points were brought up such as a school 
color, a plan for increasing the piano 
fund and the weighty subject of a school 
"yell/* Committees were appointed to 
investigate each of these questions and 
will report later. In discussing the first 
named question a motion to adopt old- 
rose as the color was violently opposed 
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and the outcome will probably be that 
both old- rose and old- blue will be ex- 
cluded from the list The question of 
the " yell " is one of live interest. The 
R, H.S must have a cry, of course— that 
is indispensable as we all know. It de- 
pends on the committee to secure us one 
sufficiently fiendish to inspire a due re- 
spect for the school We think the 
" yell" will also be of direct pecuniary 
value as it will do away with the expense 
of a course in vocal culture. 



While we still hold that our paper 
has been a success in the past term, we 
own that it has had faults, very bad faults. 
We want to have the paper improve — 
this is not too much to expect — and in 
closing this year's hie we think that a 
few hints as to the character of accept- 
able contributions might be helpful to 
all of us. This is a serious matter and 
we intend to be perfectly straightforward 
and to waste no words. So please be- 
lieve us when we say that we are speak- 
ing only of the writings of an imaginary 
contributor in the future. We will men- 
tion a few points briefly: First, length: 
We will say that we have precisely six 
pages and for this reason it will be neces- 
sary for our contributor to be brief. If 
brevity is a new idea to him he should 
practice it by re-writing and revising 
until his material is condensed to the 
smallest possible space. Grammar : 
Good grammar is generally considered 
one of the essentials of intelligent writing. 
A high school paper should be at least 
grammatical,— our contributor will agree 
with us- on this point. If he is not ac- 
customed to use the English language 
correctly, we would urge him to make a 
special effort to do so in his matter for 
publication. It is not only customary! 
but more convenient for the printer. 
Another point : The contributor should 
refrain from jokes understood only by 
himself. They may be very good jokes, 
but he will kindly remember that there 
are others, in fact quite a num- 
ber of others, who read and pay for their 
papers as well as himself We now come 
to one of the most popular styles of con- 
tribution, one which seems to be a kind 
of craze of late, but one which it seems 



to us is utterly lacking in that essential 
element known as sense. We refer to 
something we are all familiar with, 
namely, a row of hackneyed quotations 
strung together and interpersed with 
italicized words and exclamation points. 
This is enough to say, perhaps. You 
have probably all seen just such stuff, 
which some one else has written ; so of 
all things we" may mention please avoid 
this — it is too much for our nerves. John 
G. Saxe called an exclamation point a 
4< pompous tombstone of a pauper 
thought." As to italics, Thackeray said 
that a person who could not make his 
statements emphatic without the use of 
italics ought not to write at all, and 
mercilessly ridiculed what he called the 
effeminate style. We think this is true 
as a general thing. 

In regard to poetry, we will say that 
we prefer nctl to have poetry sjmt to us, 
except in rare cases. We do not think 
we have any Byrons or Wordsworths 
in the school at present, at least we have 
not noticed any. Therefore we think it 
better, if our contributor has a thought, 
a good original thought, that he should 
express it in prose. It can be done in a 
very small fraction of the space required 
for'the so-called " poetry," and we leave 
it to the readers unprejudiced judgment 
whether it would not be more acceptable. 
As to the topics chosen, this a more 
difficult question, and we will not attempt 
to answer it The standard varies in 
different papers. Some go so far as to 
say that they will not publish anything ; 
whatever which attempts to discuss ques- 
tions of a religious, political or otherwise 
partisan character. There are many 
good reasons given for this. ' Without 
saying more on this subject we will leave 
it to our contributors own judgment 
If all of us bear in mind these hints 
we think that the paper will be im- 
mensely improved, and the rapid increase 
of gray hairs will be checked on the be- 
wildered head of our faithful Managing 
K^itor, who is only too kind and lenient 
in his dealings with well-meaning but. 
often misapprehending contributors. 

We have heard some objections to the 
High School paper on the ground that 
it is childish. Without replying to this 
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would say that our kind critics will 
find a gentle reminder of their own du- 
ties in the words of the poet Burns : 41 A 
Kiel's amang you taking Notes, and, 
feith, he'll p rent it/ 1 

Wf joyfully announce the election of 
Mr. J. P. Sawyer as an additional mem- 
ber of the Editorial staff This is, in 
fact, but an acknowledgement of the 
continued service he has rendered ever 
since the paper was started. 

We have made a special effort to give 
an extra large Christmas number and 
hope it will please you. It is a rather 
odd coincidence that in this last number, 
as in the first, we confine our attention 
strictly to the school and paper. Lack 
of space prevents our speaking of some 
features of the school routine, and we 
will have to wait till next term. With 
this parting threat of future torment, 
and wishing all its readers a joyous holi- 
||&y season, the Editorial Chair makes its 
best Christmas bow.

I nomas A, Edison was born in Milan, 
Ohio, on the nth day of February, 
1847. His mind was quick, inquiring 
and experimental. 

He had only two months at a regular 
school, his parents teaching him at home > 



and his father paid him for every book 
he read to encourage him. 

At twelve years old he was obliged to 
earn his own living. He obtained posi- 
tion as " train boy " on the Grand Trunk 
Railroad in central Michigan, selling 
apples, peanuts, song books and papers. 

He succeeded so well that he soon 
had four boys under him in the fig, veg- 
etable ivory and prize-candy trade. He 
obtained a few retorts and other simple 
apparatus, and buying a copy of F res- 
en ius's Inalitative Analysis he became 
much absorbed in chemistry. He turned 
an old baggage car into a laboratory 
and lest some one should meddle with 
chemicals he labeled every bottle 'poi- 
son ! " 

During the four years he was train 
boy he had earned 5 2,000 which he ga ve- 
to his parents. 

He often visited the Detroit library 
and once decided to read all the books 
in this great library in order, just as 
they ranged on the shelves, but after 
reading a space fifteen feet in length, he 
gave up the attempt. One day he saved 
the two year old son of the telegraph 
operator at his town from being run over 
by the train and for this the man offered 
to teach him telegraphy. Edison learned 
rapidly and soon became operator at 
Port Huron, Michigan, and then worked 
for the same company in Indianapolis, 
where he invented his first telegraph in- 
strument, an automatic repeater, at the 
age of only seventeen. We then find him 
at Cincinnati and at Memphis where he 
was much liked by his companions, but 
called " Juny " because absorbed in what 
they thought impracticable inventions. 
He happened to go into the office of the 
Gold Reporting Telegraph Company, 
and as their instrument was out of order, 
he repaired it so well that they gave him 
a good situation. He now began to 
show great promise as an inventor and 
this company paid him a large salary 
with the understanding that they should 
have the first chance to buy any of his 
inventions. A large electrical manu- 
facturing establishment was opened at 
Newark. N, J. With his force of three 
hundred men he soon had forty-five in- 
ventions and improvements in hand and. 
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as the United States Patent Commissioner 
said, kept the path to the patent office 
hot with his footsteps. One of his first 
and moM wonderful inventions was the 
quadruplex telegraph system by which 
four messages are sent at once, over the 
same wire* 

When he was twenty -six he married 
Mary Stillwell of Newark. He bad &<* 
time for a wt .-tiding journey but immedi- 
ately after the ceremony went to his 
laboratory and worked till after mid- 
night, when a friend came in and routed 
him from his work, telling Him Aow late 
it was, when the absent-minded young i 
man said, ** 1 must go home then, 1 was | 
married to -day." This incident shows 
how absorbed he becomes in his work. 

Three year* later lu tinned his i.ibor- 
atory to Menlo Park, where his battel 
magnets, etc. are run by an eighty horse- I 
power engine. Mere arc all the inven- 
tions of Mr. Edison, "The Wizard of 
Menlo Park, 11 as he is called. Nereis 
the phonograph, the "talking machine \ 
the carbon telephone ; the tasimeter, by 
which the heat of distant stars may be 
measured ; the aerophone by which 
sounds are magnified two hundred and 
fifty times; the electric copy pen, for 
multiplying copies of letters; the auto- 
matte telegraph, which transmits several 
thousand words per minute over one i 
wire j and the incandescent electric light, 
six hundred of which decorated his j 
office in New York at the time of the | 
Washington Centennial last summer. 

Mr. Edison himself is perhaps most 
interesting of all. He is five feet ten 
inches high, with a boyish but earnest 
face: light gray eyes, dark hair, and as 
he goes about his work with his hat 
pushed back on his head he is a pleasant 
man to see. He is not a man to be ; 
daunted by obstacles. Once when a! 
printing machine which he had invented j 
nailed he took five men into the loft of 
his factory, and said that he would 
never come down till it worked well. For I 
sixty hours he worked incessantly, when, 
having accomplished his purpose, Ik 
came down and slept thirty hour*. 

At the Tan's Electrical Exposition in 
i«SSj two salons were devoted to his in- 1 
ventions. The Royal Society of London 



has exhibited his inventions with pride. 
Union College has made him Doctor of 
Philosophy. From scientists he receives 
over one hundred and fifty letters daily, 
in French, German, Italian, Spanish, 
K ussian and Turkish. 

This wonderful man is one of the 
greatest inventors of the nineteenth cen- 
tury and especially of electrical instru- 
ments. He says " anything is possible 
with electricity. A new discovery may 
he made any day." J M. G.

Many school papers of our acquaint- 
ance have made some reference to the 
new Republic of Brazil. We are com- 
pelled to admire the accuracy with which 
they repeat precisely what has been said 
by the newspapers. We have become 
so familiar with some of these ideas that 
it would be a severe shock to us to read 
an editorial comment which did not de- 
clare that " such a quiet and bloodless 
revolution is unprecedented in history/' 
or words to that effect But please let 
us hear something new about Dom Pe- 
dro, even if it is only that he eats with 
his knife, or that he fails to pay the laun- 
dry bills for his ermine collars. The old 
gentleman was a very moderate and just 
monarch, but he was nevertheless a mon- 
arch. It is said that he believed the re- 
public to be the best form of government. 
Oh, yes ! He knew all that, but he thought 
it wisest to wait a while and let some 
one else have the honor of laying aside 
the crown. Pedro was too modest, per- 
sum ably, — or per Imps he believed in 
Mark Twain's new doctrine that absolute 
power is the ideal thing in safe hands. 
We notice that the only disciples of this 
doctrine are those who, like Hank Mor- 
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gan, occupy thrones. I lowever this may 
be, the new govern men t will have to 
rule carefully and well to give as good 
.satisfaction as Pedro has given for so 
many years, and they have made several 
blunders already. Gen. Fonseca in his 
manifesto hastens to assure the people 
that the Provisional Government, of 
which the General himself happens to be 
the Chief, is formed of the very best 
material to be obtained. That is a very 
comforting assertion, considering its au- 
thor. The advent of the new Republic 
is very welcome, of course, but how 
much more joyful would be the tidings 
that Russia had thrown off the yoke of 
despotism. This great change for the 
better will come in time, but it is dis- 
couraging to have to wait so long for it. 
But the dawn will be only the brighter 
because the night was so dark and stormy. 
This instance of the sturdy western na- 
tion throwing off even a light yoke, while 
the older nations of Europe are suffering 
under their various forms of misrule, 
seems to show the characteristic pro- 
gress! veness of the people of the New 
World, and that whether they are in- 
tellectually superior or not to their cous- 
ins beyond the Atlantic, they are certainly 
more advanced. May the time soon 
come when all nations will follow in the 
footsteps of the new Republic, or make 
tracks of their own in the same direction.

The civil war 
was a war of principle, certainly, but of 
political principle, not of right and wrong, 
pure and simple, as some people seem to 
think.

College propounds these questions to 
editors of college papers. The Notes is 
not strictly a college paper, and our 
opinions are of very little value, but we 
will answer the questions briefly, after 
which we will await with interest The 
Undergraduate sown opinions on the sub- 
ject. 

U Which do you regard as the more 
important parts of a college paper, those 
which must be well managed in order to 
ensure the success of the paper? 

We answer briefly thatd// departments 
must Be well managed in order to ensure 
the success of the paper. The different 
departments, editorial, literary contribu- 
tion, local and personal, exchange, — all 
in fact seem so indispensable that it is 
hard to decide which we consider the 
most important. In a newspaper, the 
editorial department is considered most 
important, we suppose, though a paper 
composed of editorials alone would be of 
little value. We say in short that there 
is a place for each of these departments 
and they are all necessary. This classi- 
fying scheme is rather absurd and we fail 
to see the object of it. The alumni col- 
umn is the part which receives probalby 
the most attention from alumni and 
others outside the school who subscribe 
for the paper. This should therefore be 
well-filled and interesting. Our own 
column is far from our ideal and we will 
try to improve it in future. 

2. Whether you have any definite aim 
in your management of the paper, and, if 
so, what it is; or is it your object merely 
to make it generally acceptable? 

Certainly. The object of a school 
paper should be to give a reflection of 
life in the school, (see editorial in our 
first issue) to give as much interesting 
and amusing school news as possible and 
at the same time to give an idea of the 
best thought in the school, show .what 
progress the scholars make in their edu- 
cation and what the general spirit among 
the students is. But, above all, the edi- 
tors must keep in mind that they must 



put in nothing which will not help to 
make the paper interesting and entertain- 
ing- The question whether the editors 
should aim " merely to make it generally 
acceptable" is asked in a kind of sarcastic 
way. But the fact is that this is a per- 
fectly praisworthy aim and should be the 
primary consideration in any paper 
whether college paper or not. For our 
opinions on the standard of merit in con- 
tributions, see editorial in the Notes of 
December 20. 

3. How much support do you receive 
from your alumni and what is the nature 
of it ? 

We do not receive as much support 
as we should like. We have several 
subscribers among alumni and have re- 
ceived some contributions from them. 
We would like to have many more. It 
helps any paper. 

4. Does your paper pay expenses ? 
Yes. 

5. Would you consider it a loss if the 
exchange department were eliminated? 

Yes. As long as school and college 
papers do exchange, what more natural 
than an exchange column? For an il- 
lustration of its value we cite this very 
discussion. If it had not been for the 
medium of the exchange department we 
could not have thus heard our various 
opinions on this subject.

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An effort was made recently by some 
of the fair, — though not always fair- 
minded/— sex, to undertake an entertain- 
ment for the benefit of the piano fund, 
jjhis craze spread to some of the boys, 
especially those musically inclined, and 
matter was brought up in a class 
meeting, and actually carried through, as 
&r as voting is concerned, despite the 
steady and determined opposition of the 
President of the class and his solitary 
ally. They stood by what they thought 
Bjfe best, but when beaten gave in as 
Bfecefully as possible, and supposed that 
Was the end of the matter But since 



then, much to their astonishment, the 
entire class have meekly reversed their 
opinion, and now signify their readiness 
to give up the entertainment. The afore- 
mentioned two are very glad that they 
are now better understood, and wish to 
say, by way of emphasis, that a straight- 
forward request for subscriptions is more 
effectual than any attempt to raise money 
by entertainments and the like, which 
are almost invariably attended by more 
trouble and expense than benefit When 
those who hold the purse-string are con- 
vinced that the R. H. S. really needs and 
desires a piano, we think they will be 
generous in helping us to procure one. 
An entertainment undertaken simply for 
the pleasure to be derived from it is a 
different thing. In that case too much 
ought not to be attempted. Any at- 
tempt to develop such musical talent as 
may be found in the school should be 
heartily encouraged. A male quartette 
has already been formed, and has much 
in anticipation. We wish it success. 



The question of High License or Pro- 
hibition is being agitated quite thorough- 
ly at present We students ought all of 
us to keep well informed on this matter 
and consider it carefully, for while we are 
not old enough to wield ballots, it con- 
cerns us as much as anybody. We hope 
it may not seem presuming in us to 
speak of a question which has taxed the 
gray matter inside of gray heads for 
many years and will continue to do so 
until something breaks loose and a radi- 
cal change takes place. Advocates of 
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local option claim that high license 
is the only reasonable course when pro- 
hibition fails to prohibit, but we ought 
to consider very carefully before we throw 
up the executive sponge and declare that 
the law cannot be enforced. While it is 
a manifest evil to leave on the Statute 
books a law which is disregarded, it is 
equally true that it is better to place the 
standard too high than too low, other 
things being equal, — assuming that all 
consider prohibition the ideal. The whole 
question for us, then, lies in whether the 
people of Vermont have a sufficiently 
high moral tone to support the prohibi- 
tory law. If not, it is absurd to attempt 
it r and high license is the right, and only 
right course. Hut we will not attempt to 
answer the question. Thesoonerthe idiot- 
ic predjudice of some Prohibitionists to- 
ward honest High License men is re- 
moved, and they realize that they are 
both working in the same cause; the 
sooner they cease obstinately opposing 
them and join with them, the more will 
be accomplished to put down liquor. 

Do not for a moment imagine that 
these are either arguments or opinions. 
We do not wish to venture any. 

But, as we said before, each of us 
should think this over carefully, give 
attention to honest discussion of the prob- 
lem and form his own opinions. 

Probably the most enjoyable feature 
of the school programme is the Tuesday 
morning talk. This is an informal lec- 
ture, of half an hour's time, given by one 
of the teachers or by some one outside 
of the school, on some topic of general 
interest These talks are not only very 
entertaining, but are instructive, not so 
much because they teach us things we 
do not know, as any one who reads the 
papers ought to be fairly well posted on 
the subjects so far discussed ; but it helps 
to fix the facts in our minds, arranges 
what we 'do know in more systematic 
order and gives us much less confused 
ideas than we could get by many inci- 
dental references or more specific com- 
ments in the daily papers. This arrang- 
ing and condensing of ideas is the 
principal benefit. In the case of girls 
who, according to common belief, never 
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read the papers at all, it will perhaps 
£ive them an excuse for not doing so, 
and it is doubtful whether this would be 
a benefit. But we will run the risk. 

The Editors wish to express their 
hearty thanks to the young ladies of the 
school who have surprised them by car- 
peting the Sanctum. We will be very 
glad at any time to admit those who 
have thus shown their interest in the pa- 
per to the inmost recesses of the " sanc- 
tuary " as we call it, and let their dainty 
feef patter up and down under the shad- 
ow of those classic walls. We mean no 
insult when we say distinctly that we 
shall trample their gift under our feet 

THINKING. 

One original thought is of more value 
to a scholar than many facts memorized 
from the text-book. 

In order to be of any use to the learn- 
er, every thought contained in the lesson 
must be incorporated, made a part of 
himself. Then he has something which 
not only man, but time can hardly take 
away. Those who in the lower grade 
who had more time than was required 
for the preparation of acceptable recita- 
tion, and spent their time in thinking, 
find that they have a firmer foundation 
for the harder high school studies. 

We are told that the object of our go- 
ing to school is not especially to acquire 
knowledge, but to teach us how to learn 
in later life ; to make us capable of do- 
ing better the work which we may choose. 
Can we attain this object by learning our 
lessons just for the purpose of giving a' 
good recitation ? No, we must think ; 
not perform some great feat of thought, 
but go as deeply as we are able into 
each day's lesson. 

Often by a little thought the founda- 
tion idea of the whole lesson may be 
seen, and then studying the details de- 
pendant upon this principal, thought is 
very enjoyable work. Sometimes the 
habitual study for reasons will lead the 
learner into considerable work, but in so 
doing we should avoid many of the ri- 
diculous answers which teachers often 
find in examination papers, even in the 
higher grades. 



It is a foct that those who have the 
most ability do not usually stand highest 
jn their classes. The reason for this, 
leaving deportment out of the question, 
is that those who learn easily do not 
Spend much time in thought, while those 
who do not learn easily make up this 
lack by hard thinking. L. M. H. 

ROBERT BROWNING. 

By the death of Robert Browning in 
Venice, Dec. 12, 1889, England lost one 
pf her greatest poets, and Italy the most 
interesting narrator of her customs and 
people. 

Robert Browning wal born in Crom- 
well, a suburb of London, in i8l2. He 
was educated at the London University, 
At the age of twenty he went to Italy, 
where he remained some years in order 
to make himself familiar* with all that 
was peculiarly Italian, l ie spent much 
time in the Monastries of Venice and 
Lombardy, exploring their dusty libra- 
ries and in the silent air of Monastic 
life calling up a more distinct image of 
the past than could be vouchsafed to him 
in any " bustle of resort," No traveler 
ever brought away a larger intellectual 
harvest than did Mr. Browning, and the 
effect of his Italian life is distinctly per- 
ceived by the readers of his poetry, alike 
by his choice of subjects and his treat- 
ment of them. In J835 his " Paracel- 
sus " appeared, but was not received with 
much enthusiasm. He wrote several 
plays but none attained great success. 
In 1 $49 his collection of poems were 
published. The grandest pieces in these 
volumes are " Pippa Passes" and "A 
Blot in the 'Scutcheon." The latter, in 
the opinion of Charles Dickens, is the 
fittest poem of the century. In 1846 
Mr, Browning was married to Elizabeth 
Barrett. Soon after her death he re~ 
turned to England with his son. Dur- 
ing the Utter years of his life he lived in 
Worence and Paris, but at the time of 
W$ i death was visiting his son in Venice. 

Next to Thompson, Mr. Browning has 
Deen considered as the greatest poet of 
HRiaiid ^dthe "London Examiner" 
thus speaks of him ; " He was edflally a 
ma! ^r of thought and emotion, and 
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joined to a rare force of imaginative crea- 
tion, that which is still more rarely found 
in union with it— the subtlest power of 
mental reasoning and analysis. Over 
the instrument of language he exerted 
the most facile mastery, and few poets 
have moved with such free and flowing 
steps through the most complicated word 
mazes of music and measure," 



THE GAME OF CHESS. 

This interesting game which just now 
is occupying the attention of some of 
our readers, was said to have been in- 
vented in Hindustan about the sixth 
century A, D. where it was known by 
the name of " Chaturanga," meaning the 
four members of any army, viz.: ele- 
phants, horses, chariots and foot soldiers; 
and in this sense the word is frequently 
used by epic poets in their descriptions of 
real armies. The Arabic writers have 
likewise accorded the honor of this in- 
vention to the Indians, and have deliver- 
ed the following interesting tradition con- 
cerning its origin : 

At the beginning of the fifth century 
of the Christian era, there reigned over 
the Indians a young monarch of an ex- 
cellent disposition, but who, being cor- 
rupted by the flatteries of his courtiers, 
became the tyrant and oppressor of the 
lower orders. The priests and nobles were 
in vain endeavoring to repress his seven- 
M; ; when a learned Brahmin, named 
Sissa, undertook, indirectly, to open his 
eyes. With this view he invented the 
game of chess in which the king, though 
the most important af all the pieces, is 
unfit for an attack, or even for self-de- 
fence, without the aid of his subjects. 
The scheme was successful. The 1 king 
became convinced of his error, and de- 
sirous of rewarding his venerable in- 
structor, requested him to name his own 
recompense. The demand of the Brah- 
min was apparently moderate. Me ask- 
ed only a single grain of corn for the 
first chequer of the chess board, two for 
the second, four for the third, eight for 
the fourth, and so on in a continually 
doubling proportion for the whole sixty- 
four chequers. The king readily agreed 
to what seemed so reasonable a propos- 
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al ; but when the treasurer came to cal- 
culate the amount, they discovered to 
their astonishment, that the whole re- 
sources of the government were insuffi- 
cient to discharge the debt. They found, 
in fact, that such a quantity would be 
equivalent to 16,384 cities, each of which 
should contain 1 ,024 granaries, in each 
of which there should be 174, 762 meas- 
ures containing, each of them, 32,768 
grains of corn. Upon this the Brahmin 
took occasion to exhort his majesty upon 
how liable he was to be deceived by 
those who surrounded him and how 
necessary it was to take care that a bad 
use should not be made even of his best 
intentions. 

Other authors ascribe the honor of the 
invention to the Chinese instead of to 
the Hindus. In the Chinese M, S. there 
is contained the following account of the 
game : 

About 1965 years ago, Hung Cochu, 
king of Kiangnan, sent an expedition 
into the Shensi country, under command 
of a mandarin called Hansing, to con- 
quer it. After one successful campaign 
the soldiers were put into winter quarters, 
where finding the weather very cold, and 
not having the company of their wives 
and children, the army, in general, be- 
came impatient and clamorous to return 
home. Hansing upon this revolved in 
his mind the bad consequences of com- 
plying with the request. The necessity 
of soothing the army appeared urgent, 
and being a man of genius, he invented 
the game of chess, as well for an amuse- 
ment for his men as to inflame their mil- 
itary ardor, the game being wholly found- 
ed upon military principles. 

The soldiers were delighted with the 
game, and forgot, in their daily contests 
for victory, the inconveniences of their 
post. 

Dr. Halde, however, and other Chi- 
nese missionaries are not disposed to as- 
cribe the origin of chess to China; and 
claim that the Chinese received the game 
from the Hindus. Mr. Furet asserts that 
it is said in the great Chinese dictionary, 
the Hai-Pien, that the game was intro- 
duced into China from India about 537 
B. C The claim of the Hindus, there- 



{bre, to the honor of this invention, seems 
o be the best supported. 

It seems probable that chess was in- 
troduced into Europe by the crusaders 
in the 1 ith or 12th century, as at that 
period it was a game in very common 
use both among the Greeks and Saracens. 

The annals of chess record some ex- 
traordinary performances of certain adepts 
of the game. The most remarkable of 
all was, perhaps, Mr, Philidor, whose ex- 
hibitions have been made in the presence 
of some of the most distinguished per- 
sonages of the world. This wonderful 
player was probably the first who 
ever tried to play from memory. He 
has played three games at once, without 
1 seeing any of the boards, against some of 
the best players in London, and de- 
feated them. He went through the 
games with gr,eat accuracy and often 
corrected the errors of those who saw 
the board. In [747 he played a match 
of ten games with Stanima, a celebrated 
player from Aippo, giving him the move, 
allowing a drawn game to be a lost one, 
and betting five to four on every game. 
With all these advantages, St am ma only 
won two games, and one of these was the 
draw. Toward the close of his life he 
played against a Turk and was so badly 
beaten that the mortification, which he 
felt from his defeat, had the effect of hur- 
rying his end. 

I have only attempted to outline brief- 
ly some of the interesting points in the 
the origin of chess. It will probably 
never be our lot to be a Stamma or a 
Philidor, but we may at least learn the 
game and become fair amateurs. A good 
way to produce the above result will be 
to join the ** Chess Club'* recently form- 
ed in the Y. M. CA. by the young players 
of Rutland.

The Rutland County University Asso- 
ciation bad a very auspicious beginning. 

The immense number of organizations 
of all sorts and sizes nowadays is sur- 
prising; there seems to be a craze for 



organizations. When a man's time is 
taken up by four or five different clubs 
or associations his interest in each one 
naturally flags, and this is the great dan- 
ger to these clubs gotten up on the spur 
of the moment. In order to hang to- 
gether, the members of a club must all 
take an active interest in it, and none 
should be admitted who do not. In case 
nf organizations formed of members liv- 
ing in different locations, the danger is 
still greater 

The Association alluded to is restrict- 
ed to college graduates, and while the 
line cannot help being drawn a little ar~ 
bitaiily, yet this snme " line " is all that 
holds the society together. It is formed 
principally of business men who, more* 
over, are not bound together by love for 
a common Alma Mater, but the opposite, 
If the association keeps up its interest it 
will deserve much praise. We hope the 
good beginning will make a good end- 
ing, or, rather, not end at all. 

Some talk has been indulged in re- 
specting an Association of R. H. S. 
Alumni. Let us think a moment. When 
boys leave the High School they gener- 
ally go to some college where they form 
stronger attachments, and rightly, than 
they ever could to a mere High School. 
Afterward they are scattered not only 
over the whole state, but the whole count- 
ry. Would these men and women, who 
need the whole 24 hours and 365 days 
to take care of the practical side of exis- 
tence, care enough about the High School 
where they were once graduated to put any 
time or tin into such an association ? To 



the practical business man, his college 
life and attachments, if he has any, look 
small enough, but his previous school 
life, as far as sentiment is concerned, 
seems very insignificant. This is the 
cold water side of it. On the other hand, 
a sort of good-fellowship society, con- 
necting all alumni by a chain of corres- 
pondence, would be a good thing, it 
would be interesting to know the where- 
abouts of our class-mates, but all this 
could be accomplished by this paper, 
with the proper amount of aid from the 
alumni themselves, at a hundredth part 
of the trouble to them of an organiza- 
tion. We should steer clear of anything 
involving so much trouble and expense. 
However, we do not feel able to answer 
the question intelligently until we have 
heard more opinions from those who 
have thought more about the matter, and 
understand it better 



Some people innocently supposed th.»t, 
because the Rutland Herald copied and 
endorsed an editorial in our last issue, 
the editorial was consequently an argu- 
ment for high license. We wish we 
could find some means of getting it 
through their heads that we expressed 
no opinions whatever on what was best 
for Vermont, as we distinctly said at the 
time. A person who will not read an ar- 
ticle carefully enough to understand 
what is clearly stated, makes an exhibi- 
tion of himself when he finds fault with 
it. A school paper should be non-par- 
tisan of course, — none know this better 
than ourselves. The Herald had brains 
enough to see that the editorial did not 
side with either opinion, and good judg- 
ment enough not to try to make it appear 
so.

An equal number of maids 
and bachelors get together ; each writes 
their true or feigned name upon separate 
billets, which they roll up and draw by 
way of lots ; the men taking the maids' 
billets and the maids taking the men's:

this was done in order to make the dream 
come true. 

The young people also believed that 
the first unmarried person of the other 
sex, whom they meet while walking 
abroad on St Valentine's morning would 
be their future love. 

Such, and many more, are the observ- 
ances which used to be held on St Val- 
entine's Day ; but the origin of them is 
a subject of some obscurity, 

The saint himself, who by some ecles- 
iastical writers was a bishop, and by oth- 
ers a presbyter, lived in Rome and was 
beheaded in the time of Claudius. 

It is said that he had nothing to do 
with the institution of these ceremonies ; 
but that he was a man of such excellent 
qualities and so famous for his love and 
charity that the custom of choosing val- 
entines upon his festival took its use 
from thence.

historical works. Thus, with a little ex- 
perience, we will acquire the art in as- ■ 
sorting our limited library of investing 1 
with proper dignity those books whose 
covers have a more or less tawny hue. j 
This development of our bump of dis- 1 
cretion will be valuable to us in after 1 
life, notably in preparing tax- lists and 1 
the like. This is not compulsory. Oh, 
no. But it is expected that in consider- 
ation of the intrinsic value of the lists, 
and the inestimable benefit to future 
classes, we will gladly do it of our own 
accord. 

But, seriously, although this plan at 
first seems more a penalty for, than 
an encouragement of reading, yet 
anything which will in any way awaken 
an interest in reading is a good thing. 
The older a pupil grows the more plainly 
he sees of what benefit his reading has 
been to him and the more keenly he 
feels the lack of what he has not thus 
acquired. There is a culture which 
comes unawares with good books that 
can come to an ordinary mortal in abso- 
lutely no other way. Every page of 
Dickens, every line of Scott, every word 
of Shakespeare is a treasure in our j 
minds that we will have constant use for 
in intelligent conversation and in future 
reading. A thread of incident will cling 
tenaciously in the memory when woven 
into the fabric of an interesting narrative, 
when it cannot be pounded in by text- 
book study or soaked in by midnight nil

FROM OUR COLUMBIA CORRESPONDENT. 

New York, Feb. 6, 1890.

With his aid I found the stage, 
and no one upon it, and I sat myself down 
amid the scenery of Gcetterda^mme- 
rung and waited. By -and -by my fellow 
sufferers came and we were told to admit 
no one without a ticket, a valuable in- 
struction, and to send all women and 
other irresponsible creatures to the peanut 
gallery. But why linger here ; at length 
the vast assemblage is seated and the 
orchestra begins a sad, love-sick tune, 
in comes Pres. Low, arrayed in purple 
and fine linen, leaning upon the arm of 
the Hon. Hamilton Fish, after these, the 
Professors, decked out in ermine and 
gaudy colors, — I confess it made me sad 
to see these good men arrayed like the 
hllies of the field. Up to the stage they 
go, now the good Dr. Duffie makes a 
prayer, a good long, descriptive prayer 
it is, too, and Rev, Morgan Dix speaks, 
looking very hot. Now the grand mo- 
merit is come ; the Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
who seems very infirm, gets upon his 
aged legs and muttering something, he 
gives Mr. Low a bunch of keys and a 
little brown box. All the people on the 
stage rise and cheer ; we do likewise, — we 
presently find out why, and sit down, — 
Mr. Low has been installed !!! Drink 
of some kind is given to Mr. Fish, which 
he receives in a manner worthy of his 
Hpae, and more speeches are made. 
The ( )pera House is very hot, so I seek 
much needed rest after my labors, upon 
the shoulder of my neighbor ; he objects 
H&ildly, and I lose my temper : I am 
soothed, however, by the benediction of 
Bishop Potter, who also looks very hot, 



and is dressed in red. Everyone con- 
gratulates Mr. Low, the installation is 
over, and the band plays — some more, I 
don't remember the tune, but I know it 
wasn't 11 Annie Laurie " or '* McGinty." 
I think it was a march from " Neiber- 
lungenleid/* H. R. K., '93. 



A STORY OF GEORGE WASHINGTON. 

George Washington, the father of his 
country, was born Feb. 22, 1732, and 
died Dec. 14, 1799. 

Some self-constituted seers say that 
early development does not fulfill its 
promise in middle age ; that one who 
shows an ability to perform remarkable 
feats at an early age does no better than 
a person of ordinary ability when he has 
arrived at maturity ; but Washington cer- 
tainly furnishes a remarkable exception to 
this theory. 

In fact, from his earliest childhood, he 
seems to have been a true man. 

Washington was as fearless as the 
wind that blows. 

To illustrate his fearlessness and high 
moral courage even at this early age, I 
shall resort to a little story which per- 
haps is new to some of you. 

Augustus Washington, Georgie s fath- 
er, had a very choice tree of the cherry 
persuasipn growing in his garden. 

Cherry trees were not as plentiful in 
those days as now, as fruit tree and book 
agents had not yet been let loose (like the 
locust) to devour every green thing. 

Little Georgie had been made the 
present of a new hatchet Of course he 
was very much pleased with it, and what 
is more natural (he was in some respects 
after all a boy just like the rest of us) 
than that he should seize the first oppor- 
tunity to try its quality on a worthy ob- 
ject ? 

I am unable to say whether he went 
straight out to the cherry tree with the 
premeditated resolve to cut it down, or 
whether he came upon it accidentally in 
the course of his wanderings ; perhaps 
imagining himself in pursuit of a whole 
war party of indians. 

Perhaps he imagined there was an in- 
dun in it, or perhaps he wanted some 
cherries, who knows ? 
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At any rate he cut it down, then as 
soon as he had scalped the indian. or 
eaten the cherries, he immediately be- 
took himself out of the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the stricken tree. 

His father, who kept careful watch 
over this particular tree, was not long 
in discovering its deplorable state. 

He knew by the appearance of the 
stump, the probable cause of its down- 
fall, and immediately sent for his ambi- 
tious heir. 

George surmised what was in -lore 
for him, but decided (like the brave boy 
he was) to speak the truth and shame 
other boys. 

How can I describe the affecting scene 
that followed ! 

His father inquired, kindly but firmly, 
if he knew who cut down the tree, and 
the dear boy, without hesitating or flinch- 
ing, answered : w I did it with my little 
hatchet" 

Now happened the strangest thing of 
all. 

The father was so overpowered by joy 
at this exhibition of his sons high moral 
courage, that he entirely forgot to give 
him the well deserved flogging he was 
going to give him, and folded him to his 
breast with the remark that he had rath- 
er have him cut down a thousand cherry 
trees than tell a single lie. 

George, the manly little fellow, was 
very much pleased to find that his pa- 
rent appreciated his good qualities, and 
had for the time being forgotten his bad 
ones. 

As I have but & few moments left, I 
will employ them in trying to bring be- 
fore you the moral and social aspects of 
this little story. 

First, what does this story teach ? 

It teaches that great men are truthful 
sometimes, in childhood, anyway. 

That, although he was not born of 
*' poor, but honest parents/' he was hon- 
est just the same. 

That the ways of modern progress 
are not as degenerate as the croakers 
about 11 the good old times " would have 
us suppose. 

To-day, if George Washington Jones 
should do the same trick, his father 
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would silently, but portentously cut a 
withe from the same tree, trim it with 
excruciating care, while the culprit stood 
near, an unwilling spectator of these 
proceedings, then proceed to give the 
aforesaid George a blood invigorator, 
calculated to eradicate from his system 
any desire afterwards to indulge his mis- 
chievous tendencies upon cherry trees, 
I have tried my best to draw a moral 
from this story, and although it is con^ 
sidered to have a great moral influead| 
upon the people, I can't say that I see 
anything particularly wonderful about 
it. 

It is nothing more than any American 
boy would do; that is if he was prettjl 
sure that the truth would affect his father 
the same way it did Augustus Washing- 
ton.

THE STUDY OF LOCAL HISTORY, 

One of the most important investiga* 
tions now carried on by the scholars, 
historians, and even tlu: statesmen, is 
that of Local History, While General 
History has a prominent place in the list 
of studies in our public schools and 
large? literary institutions, Local History 
has found no place until within the past 
decade, even if it now has a designated 
place except as an optional study. It is m 
question whether it ought not to take 
precedence of Ancient and General I lis- 
tory. There are many people who cafj 
talk glibly and in a manner understattaf 
ingly of Ancient History, or of the eaSI 
lier history of the country, who can .tell 
you little of the history or tradition of 
the town, county, or state where they 
were born. 

We are told to proceed from the' 
known to the unknown, from the near 
to the remote, and from the well unde3 
stood to that which is not so well under-- 
stood. Under this law, Local History 
should have the first place. The recent 
struggle for the location of public buihS 
ings might throw some light upon the 
struggle which took place more than a 
century ago for thclocation of the county 
court house in Rutland, also in reference 
to war for the location of the State Cap-- 
ital here, twice within the present ceJ9 
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tury* J%1 P rmia, 7 election might throw 
Bfeht upon even nn electoral commission. 
g 0i too, the history of the organization 
of a township or of a county illustrates 
that of a territory or a state. The Lo- 
H| History of no county in the United 
States furnishes a better subject for study 
Hprone more instructive than that of 
Rutland. A number of striking and in- 
teresting historical facts might be 
brought out Rutland for a time was 
p capital of the state, and the old state 
house mow a dwelling) is still standing 
on West Street. Tinmouth, now asmail 
community, was the county seat, with a 
log court house and jail, and a portion 
of the latter is still in existence. Three 
Governors of Vermont are buried in three 
§jflerent grave-yards in the town. Two 
United States Senators have their graves 
gpere also. At Tinmouth is a monu- 
ment commemorative of one of the 
earliest United States Senators, who ne- 
gotiated the admission of the state into 
the Uni^n, a friend and correspondent 
of President Washington, one of the 
itaost eminent legal writers of any time, 
and among the greatest of American 
lawyers. 

, So nearly every* town possesses many 
Historical incidents in its history, and 
some of these of national importance. 
These and many other facts of local his- 
tory could be brought out and elabora- 
ted. Rutland county has, within its 
Hpers, one of the battle-fields of the 
revolution. Our distinguished invent- 
ors, our statesmen, our soldiers, our min- 
isters, mi r lawyers, our educators, our 
philanthropists are all proper subjects of 
study in their relation to the larger his- 
$&ry of the whole country. Rutland 
county is worthy of study, the polyglot 
ieharacU r of its original settlers of so 
«ny nationalities has produced a race 
K&tch in all departments of the progress 
§£ Civilization and of human liberty has

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A school-teacher who evidently be- 
lieved in old-time methods was asked in 
what devotional exercises his school par- 
ticipated. He replied, " Well, the first 
thing every morning I read a chapter 
from the Bible, and sacrifice a boy." 
Those unhappy victims in this school 
who are condemned to expiate their sins 
on the rostrum, when summoned daily 
to a rehearsal, have somewhat of this 
lamb-to-the-slaughter feeling. The rhe* 
toricals may be looked upon as the in- 
evitable penalties for the blots on our de- 
portment. If so considered, they are 



certainly a very beneficial sort of chas- 
tening. 

In giving self-possession and good ad- 
dress on the rostrum nothing equals a 
debating society. If a man has some- 
thing that he wishes to sayfrie very soon 
finds himself able to say it t and say it in 
the best way without thinking about his 
delivery, while it requires a great deal of 
practice to spout forth with anything 
like sincerity or feeling the orations of 
another. A person ought not to be 
blamed if he makes gestures like a ma- 
chine, and a very rickety one, and fails 
to become excited over someone else's 
speech. He does well if he keeps his face 
straight. These remarks of course apply 
more especially to " oratory n than to 
poetry or narrative. An active member of a 
debating society by practice in the busi- 
ness meeting and in debate acquires the 
nrt of speaking intelligibly as well as in- 
telligently. He must, if he expects to 
amount to anything. Such a society is 
a valuable adjunct in any college, but as 
it requires a good deal of ballast in the 
shape of staid and sober persons of ma- 
turer years to keep it steady and prevent 
its becoming a place for amusement and 
trilling, we think in this school it would 
be utterly impracticable; so it will prob- 
ably be our lot to continue our parrot, 
exhibitions and machine-made bows in- 
definitely. 



We have come to the end of anothe^ 
term of school work. We have not ac- 
complished as much as we might have 
wished, owing to the illness of our pre- 
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ceptress and the delays incident to the 
change of teachers. But as this was no 
fault of the scholars, they need only re* 
gret their own record in — in — we!], — va- 
rious ways. The one redeeming feature 
is the improvement in singing, due in a 
great measure to the new piano, M No- 
blese Oblige f1 still beams down upon us; 
on some with smiles of approval, on oth- 
ers with frowns of displeasure or en- 
couragement to better work. We are of 
the latter class and do not think we are 
in the minority. The early Romans, in 
time of calamity, appealed to the Keep- 
ers of the Sibylline Books to find out 
the course of events. After careful study 
of the sacred scrolls, wc have decided 
that it is the will of the Gods that the 
iniquitous people apply their hearts unto 
improvement in deportment, especially 
in some parts of the Temple of Wisdom, 
such as the South West corner and the 
North East recitation room. If they 
harden their hearts and hearken not un- 
to these warnings, woe be unto them. 

Therefore if we covet a creditable 
years record we must work with a will, 
for at the end of another term we may 
have nothing to live on but the might- 
have-been, which is not the most appe- 
tizing diet 



If we had seen the new book reports 
when we wrote the editorial in our last 
issue, we could have spoken more un- 
derstandingly, The * list " has grown 
into a more elaborate plan than we anti- 
cipated, and comprises quite an extended 
report for each book. The books are 
not only classified as we suggested, but 
the reasons for reading and opinion of 
book are also given. 11 Thirst for knowl- 
edge n was given as an answer to 
to the former and would serve very well 
for most books. We cannot quite over- 
come the feeling of the absurdity in our 
prising judgment on many of the books 
we read, or ought to read. It will re- 
quire a little time to become accustomed 
to our lofty seats as critics, and sit with 
ease upon them while serenely picking 
to pieces such authors as Shakespeare 
and Browning, or Howells and Bellamy 
We think a collection of these Opinions 



of Hooks would make a very fair hu- 
morous volume, which, if saved about 
twenty years, would have a large sale 
among its several authors. The list of 
novels which has been furnished us will 
be a great help in selecting books. It is 
itself a fine piece of work ; the unex- 
pected insertions and apparent 6missions 
only show the care with which it is pre- 
pared. 

In looking over the laws of Vermont 
we have made a startling discovery, and 
hasten to warn the dear public of the 
great moral danger of having such a 
glaring blot upon the statutes. We re- 
fer to the licensing of dogs. Dogs are 
an evik Dogs arc odious. Dogs are 
abominable ; else w hy should we be ol> 
lliged to ransom their unhappy lives. 
Dogs, we say, are an evil. But can it be 
right to license evil ? Think of it, good 
friends, licensk evil ! ! ! Let us pro- 
test against this monstrous affront to the 
best sentiments of true morality, and 
take our stand for principle ! 

Tjus is the last issue this term. , Our 
next number will appear in four weeks.

Our college letters have been enjoy- 
able, and our literary department as a 
whole has, we think, been improved.

HISTORY OF THE POSTAL SYSTEM. 

There is no branch of the public ser- 
vice that comes in so direct communica- 
tion with the people of this country as 
the post-office department. The post- 
office is an institution that all classes of 
people patronize, both high and low, 
rich and poor, but few realize the magni- 
tude and greatness of this one branch of 
the government service. 
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The post-office clerk little realizes how 
important a message the small white en*| 
velope he has just assorted may contain. 
It is only a little thing — a letter — yet it 
may contain the message of joy or one 
of sorrow, telling of life or death, success 
or despair. 

I wonder how many there are who 
know that our own little Green Mountain 
State had a postoffice department of her 
own, but such is the fact, for we are told 
in history that the Governor's counsel 
concurred March 5th. 1784, with the 
general assembly at Bennington, in the 
appointment of Anthony Haswell of that 
place Postmaster General of the State. 

At that time five post-offices were es- 
tablished, viz.: at Bennington, Rutland, 
Brattleboro, Windsor and Newbury, and 
all under regulations governing other 
offices then in operation in the United 
States. Post-riders were appointed, and 
the rider from Bennington to Brattle- 
boro was allowed three pence a mile, 
while all the other riders, including the 
rider from Bennington to Albany, were 
given but two pence per mile. 

I have never been able to learn, al- 
though I have endeavored to do so a 
great many times, who the postmaster of 
Rutland was, in the year 1784. The 
post-office at Rutland was first estab- 
lished under the United States jurisdic- 
tion on the 20th of March, 1793, ami 
Frederick Hill was appointed postmaster. 
In the year iSto the post-office was in a 
small red store south of the old county 
court house on Main street, and William 
D, Smith was postmaster. In 1836 the 
post-office was moved into the county 
court house and T. J. Ormsbee of Proc- 
tor was postmaster In 1841 it was 
moved into the old printing office which 
stood on Main street, in what is now 
W r illiam M. Fields garden, and Jesse 
Gove was postmaster. Soon after this 
the old Town Hall on Washington street 
was built on the land now owned by D. 
M. White, and John Cain was appointed 
postmaster. In 1856 the office became 
presidential, that is, the postmaster was 
appointed by the President of the United 
States ; heretofore the appointment had 
been made by the Postmaster General. 



In 1856 k was moved into the United 
States Court House and post-office, where 
it has remained ever since. From that 
time to this, a period of 32 years, there 
have been seven different postmasters. 
The oldest living postmaster of Rutland 
is Reuben R. Thrall, who I believe is 
now 92 years of age. He occupied the 
position for seven years, from 1822 to 
1829. In order to show the growth of 
the business at the Rutland post-office, I 
would state that the number of mails re- 
ceived and sent per day 22 years ago, 
you could count on your fingers, while 
to-day, the number exceeds no. The 
receipts of the office at that time were 
about £5,000, and to-day they are over 
520,000. The money order business at 
this office went into operation in 1864, 
and amounted the first year to about 
$4,000; to-day it reaches almost a round 
$100,000. The number of registered 
packages received for Rutland and pass- 
ing through the office, was about 2,500, 
while now the number reaches 35,000! 
At that time two clerks did all the work, 
•rhile to-day there are r 5 clerks connect 
ed with the office. At that time the 
postage on letters was three cents in this 
country, and to Europe 24 cents; to- 
day, you can send a letter for two cents 
to any place in the Union, while the 
postage to London is only five cents. 
Th£ free delivery system was established 
here October rst. 1886, and the carriers 
handled the first year 1,906460 pieces, 
while last year the number reached the 
grand total of 2,376,028 pieces. Benja- 
min Franklin was appointed the first 
Postmaster General for the Ameri- 
can colonies. Far-seeing and in ad* 
vance of his time as was this noble man, 
he could have had very little conception 
of the future which awaited the postal 
business in this country. When this 
great man passed away (1790) there were 
only 75 post-offices in the United States, 
while to-day there are £&%5< 

The total revenue of the post-office de- 
partment for last year was $56,175,61 1,1 8. 
Notwithstanding this enormous income, 
there was a deficiency of £6,350,1 83,43. 
Referring to this large deficiency, it re- 
minds me that there are some large firms 
in this country who are to-day crying 
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for penny postage. If Congress at this 
session, or even the next, should reduce 
letter postage to one cent, I should fear 
the change at the present time, as I be- 
lieve there is no department in the whole 
public service where there is so much 
given the citizens of this country, for the 
amount of money they spend, as tins very 
same postal service, which, bythevvay f 
is the largest in the world. If we were 
to have one cent postage at the present 
time the deficiency would be over $20r 
000,000.00 the first year. Why have 
such a large deficiency, when by waiting 
a few years we can make both ends 
meet ? It will be remembered that I do 
not favor a reduction in postage rates at 
the present time, and I fully indorse 
what Postmaster General Wanamaker 
says, "that he prefers to conduct the 
business of the department on the prin- 
ciple of the sleeping car companies, not 
to reduce the rate, but to improve the 
service." 

It will he a surprise to you when I 
make the statement that some of these 
59.835 postmasters receive a salary of 
only 51.02 per year, but it is a fact th.it 
the postmaster at Kdgewood, N. Y, 
receives only $1.02 for his salary, and 
there are in the State of New York alone, 
5^ postmasters who receive less than 
$10 per annum for acting as posmasters. 

POSTAGE STAMPS. 

The great need of postage stamps was 
clearly manifest as early as 1840, but the 
suggestion was laughed at and those! 
who had been foremost in advocating 
this measure were at last obliged to give 
it up as a bad job. The matter did not 
rest long, however, before others saw the 
great benefit of having a stamp of some 
kind, so the matter was again advocated, 
and this time it met with success, as a 
bill was soon after presented to Congress, 
and after a great deal of discussion and 
opposition, the act, authorizing the issu- 
ing of postage stamps of five and ten 
cent denominations was passed and ap- 
proved on the 3d day of March, 1^47, 
but there was a delay in the contractor s 
work and the first stamps issued by the 
United States government did not appear 



until the 5th day of August of the same 
year. 

A few years later there appeared the 
new series of one and three cent stamps 
and soon after another issue of the addi- 
tional denominations of 5, 12, 24, 30 and 
90 cents. Before the using of stamps 
the postage on letters were paid in 
rnonev, the amount marked in red ink 
on the letter, showing that the postage 
had been prepaid.

"THE OLDEN PRINTERS." 

It was a pleasant day in the summer 1 
of 1423 when Lawrence Coster, a Dutch- 
man, who lived in the town of Haerlim,,„ 
decided to take his family into the coun- 
try and enjoy a holiday. So, boarding 
a canal boat with his wife and children, 
he proceeded up the river until he came 
to a pleasant spot where he could enjoy 
his picnic undisturbed. 

After partaking of a good dinner (that 
is, 1 infer that he must have indulged in 
some stimulant of that sort, for a Dutch- 
man's brain is generally more active after 
he has eaten so much that it is an utter 
impossibility to make any physical exer- 
tion), he seats himself under a tree and 
idly begins to carve his name in the bark 
with his knife, when lo! an inspiration 
seems to take possession of his faculties:] 
and the idea comes to him, " Why not 
cut these letters into blocks, tie them 1 
' together, cover them with ink and paint?" I 
Happy thought! reminiscences of the j 
picnic fade away and, if he is the model 
of a Yankee, he betakes himself with all 
speed to his home, leaving his wife to 
.follow with the picnic baskets. 

Arriving home he quickly set to work, 
with the aid of his apprentice, John Gut- I 
tenberg, cutting type and printing pamph- 1 
lets, doing other small work, but holding 
their secret to themselves. 

But in the midst of their success there < 
comes a calamity which well nigh ends 
the bright hopes of future glory that they 
have commenced to form. Lawrence 
Coster dies and John Guttenberg is com- 
pelled to stop publication, but not for 
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j on o\ He goes to Bingen and endeavors 
■to find some substitute for wood of 
Which to make his type. At Bingen he 
{s unsuccessful and he goes to St rats- 
burg, where he lays his case before John 
paust t a wealthy goldsmith of that city, 
w ho at once takes an interest in the 
scheme and extends a helping hand to 
Guttenberg. 

Together they work at their plans in 
a n underground cave, until success 
smiles upon them and they obtain their 
first proof The result exceeds their 
most sanguine expectations and they at 
once proceed to publish the Bible in 
their own type. In 1450, their first book 
appears and is a model of neatness and 
accuracy, compared with the previous 
" hand- written " editions. A copy is sold 
to the king, Charles VIII of France, and 
to the Archbishop, each of whom is cer- 
tain that he has the only perfect copy in 
existence, and neither suspecting the 
method of publication. But their sup- 
positions are soon dispelled by the news 
that nearly every rich merchant in Paris 
has a Bible exactly similar to theirs. To 
say that these worthies were astonished 
does not half express it, aud they began 
to think that the evil one was plan- 
ning for their destruction, as at that time 
the " Bible" was considered extremely 
dangerous. 

f After they had recovered from their 
Stupor they proceeded to investigate and 
traced the books to John Faust as their 
maker, and he was accused of " selling 
himself to the devil " and threatened 
with execution, and to save his life he 
was compelled to divulge his secret. 

li A short time after this William Cax- 
ton. a rich merchant of London went to 
Holland to buy goods, and while there 
thoroughly examined the several print- 
ing oflkes. He was much pleased with 
Ks art, and when he returned to Eng- 
land he took some type with him and 
set up an office, in a chapel of Westmin- 
ifer Abbey, where the first book printed 
{n England was published (1474). treat- 
Wig <>l the game of chess. 

■t is likely that the printers did not 
nave a high respect for the many priests 
who l"r.--fjucnted the Abbey, for when- 



ever they made a blot they called it a 
monk, and a space they called it a friar, 
while the boy who brought up the ink 
from the cellar and got his face and 
hands all daubed in SO doing, they called 
the "devil." 

From that time the art of printing has 
been constantly improved, until at the 
present time it has reached its " zenith.*' 
The benefits which the present genera- 
tion have derived from the invention is 
incalculable, and we may well thank- 
Lawrence Coster for his brilliant idea, 
more especially his wife, who prepared 
the excellent dinner through which his 
ideas reached their climax.

HISTORY OF THE POSTAL SYSTEM, 

(Concluded.) 
THE URATTLEBOUO STA3I!\ 

I One of the rarest American postage 
■j jft mps of to-day, and one that collectors 
lU v willing to pay a fabulous price for, hi 
the famous BratttebbfO 5c stamp. This 
postage stamp w:s> < m:r.ivi d in Mraule- 
boro %v Thomas Chubbuok in 1846, 
End was issued by F. N. Palmer, who 
was then postmaster* This stamp was 
recognized by all postmasters as a 
voucher of the payment of the letter to 
which it was affixed. It was oblong in 
shape, with a border with the words 
* * Hraitlelx.ro, Yl." at the tup, i* .< > 
Ln the sides, and on the bottom the 
vrords »* 5 cents/ 1 while in the center, 
within o circle were Mr. Palmer's ini- 
tials, » F. N. P." 

One of these stamps was found sev- 
eral years aga by a rag-picker on an 
old-fashioned, envelope. His curiosity 
vva9 excited by the peculiar make-up of 
the sta np, so lie took it to a dealer, 
who quickly ottered him $300 and the 
Offer was just as quickly accepted. 

I believe that there arc only ten (if 
these stamps in existence to-day. This 
stamp was not the first ever issued in 
this country, as is claimed by some 
collectors, as the postmaster at New 
York issued a series of postage stamps 
as early as 1842. 

THE RAILWAY MAll SERVICE. 

You have all heard of the railway 
post-office, but you little know of the 
trials, tribulations and disappointments 
that were met with before this branch 
of our service was in successful opera- 
tion. The lirsl *lep toward* the pres- 
ent system of the railway mail service 
. was conceived in 18H2 by a clerk in the 
St. Joseph, Missouri, post-ottiee, where 
all the mail for the great West \v:ts 
made up at that time, and from that 
lime on improvements have been made 
Until we now have the traveling post- 
office- — for the railway post-office is 
nothing more than a traveling post- 
office, as letters arc dropped into the 



cars, stamped, assorted, made up into 
packages and then turned olf in mail 
pouches at the places through which 
the car passes. 

The finest mail train ever seen in the 
world runs to-day from New York to 
Chicago, and is composed of five cars, 
all painted white and vestibuled. The 
crew consists of twenty men, four men 
i each car. One cur is devoted to the 
letter mail, the other four to papers 
and packages, and are so arranged that 
a truck load of mail can be wheeled 
from one car into the other and there 
assorted, put up into sacks aud wheeled 
back into the rear ear, ready to be 
transferred whenever a train reaches a 
junction. It would be nearly impossi- 
ble to tell you the number of tons of 
mail matter handled on each trip by 
these postal clerks, but I will say, how- 
ever, that the total Dumber of pieces of 
matter handled on the cars by railway 
postal clerks last year reached the euor- 
rnous figure of 7,026", 837,130. 

RAILWAY POSTAL CLERKS. 

These men are appointed to the posi- 
tion they hold after a competitive ex- 
amination for a period of six mouths. 
It is supposed that each new man is 
examined at least once a month, and at 
the close of his probation, if he has 
made suitable progress, he receives his 
permanent appointment. The salaries 
no me from $800 to $1400 per year. 
The country is divided into twelve dis- 
tricts, with a superintendent in each 
district or division. The first division 
comprises the New England States. 
The second New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and so on throughout the 
Union, 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

N'.>i withstanding the efficiency and 
promptness with which mail matter is 
now handled, there are still a great 
many improvements yet to be made in 
our postal system. The time is not far 
distant when letters will be forwarded 
between our great cities in tubes, by 
means of compressed air, and the num- 
ber of country post-offices reduced, or

consoli dated with larger offices, and the 
mail distributed by post-riders as is 
now done in England. Two of the 
greatest improvements, however, t h:it 
are desirable to be accomplished is the 
establish men t of postal savings banks, 
and a telegraph office in all the post- 
offices of any size in the United States. 

The percentage of lost letters is ex- 
ceedingly small when one considers the 
number of pieces bundled. One letter 
out of abont 30,000 is an exceedingly 
small percentage. The loss of letters 
cannot always be charged to the post- 
office employees, as the writers them- 
selves make a great many mistakes in 
addressing their letters. 

When we consider the thousands of 
letters which are handled daily in some 
of the larger pest-offices, it is simply 
wonderful that so few are mis- sent, An 
outsider little dreams of the number of 
letters that are mailed with half the ad- 
dress omitted ; then again, there is the 
poor illegible writing that would take 
a Philadelphia lawyer to decipher, and 
it is only with the shrewdest guessing 
that the post-office clerk can decide 
where to send it. For instance, a let- 
ter came into the Rutland office the 
other day, addressed to *' John Jones ! 
Chicpaeho, See." Now the sender evi-' 
dently intended this for Chicago, I1L, 
but who would ever think of spelling 
Chicago or Illinois that way. Another 
is addressed to M 11 worth, Conn/' 
This address was intended for Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and still another reads 
" LudLoff, Mass." and this letter was 
forwarded to Ludlow. I could go on 
and cite many more like these, but 
space forbids. I have one more, how- 
ever, that I will cite which was ad- 
dressed as follows : 

TO THE P03TMAN. 
A thrice burned city is my destination. 
And Madison St. the distributing station, 
778 my number stares, 

On a Boulevard famous; for the name it bears. 
If you wish to know who this letter Is for, \ 
And deliver it safely according tn law 
Seek your bible aud her name you'll under- 

Is his who delivered a nation from Pharoah's 
hand. 



It is needless to add that this was 
too much for the post-office clerk, so it 
mis forwarded to the dead letter office 
at Washington, where it was correctly 
interpreted and delivered in due time.

Washington, however, seems to 
have suffered at the hands of the con- 
gressmen, for her claims upon whatever 
subject have been calmly yet continu- 
ally ignored. 



Tin: obstinacy with which some per- 
sons oppose any attempt to improve 
their condition or the condition of their 
fellow-beings, has long been remarked, 
but perhaps never better exemplified 
titan in the recent defeat of the H Blair 
Educational Bill l? in Congress.

The approach of summer and pleas- 
ant weather brings very forcibly before 
us one thing in which, we think, Rut- 
hind is sadly deficient. We refer to 
public parks. Much has been said 
lately upon this subject, and we hope 
that the people of Rutland are awaken- 
ing to the fact that the rush and turn- 
Mr for wealth is not the only object in 
this life. There has been a plan agita- 
ted by a few to convert a part of Pine 
Hill into a large park. Now this is all 
well enough and would, without doubt, 
be highly appreciated by a large num- 
ber of our people. But before taking 
any decisive step in this direction let 
us pause and take a look at the parka 
we already possess. Take Main street 
park for /instance, which, during a 
greater part of the summer furnishes 
pasturage for the horses of people who 
reside in its immediate neighborhood. 
About August the grass in this park 
reaches the height necessary for good 
hay, and then the City Fathers meet 
and by a special act direct ** that the 
grass in Main street park be cut, the 
aforesaid grass sold and proceeds be 
turned into the public coffers." To be 
sure, we acknowledge that during our 
spring term we boys enjoy many good 
games of ball in the park, but besides 
this and its pecuniary value 4 as a hay 
field t we fail to observe any more of its 
useful properties. Perhaps we may 



For several issues we have been 
obliged to omit the exchange column 
for lack of space, but commencing with 
this number we intend to continue it 
for the remainder of the volume.

We think all criticisms 
should be made in a friendly spirit and 
taken by papers criticised in the same 
way. In that spirit we criticise and 
expect to be criticised, and we believe 
most of our exchanges are of the same 
mind. 



The recent articles in the German 
press upon the anniversary of the death 
uf Benjamin Franklin, indicate to a 
marked degree the lasting influence that 
a great man's mind can exert upon the 
world, not only in his own time but in 
succeeding generations. All the arti- 
cles were extremely complimentary, 
not only to Franklin, but to the Amer- 
ican press and literature, and plainly 
showed in what high esteem our great 
Americans are held in foreign countries. 
But there was one thought that pre- 
sented itself to the mind when reading 
these articles, that was, the fact that 
few of guv American papers even noticed 
Franklin's anniversary, much less giv- 
ing any sketch of his life, etc. The 
zeal with which our American press 
discuss the i4 Resignation of Bismarck " 
and other foreign subjects is highly 
commendable, but wo think that a little 
more patriotism as regards our great 
men would at least look hetter if it 
did not prove extremely beuelicial. 



The practice inaugurated by Prof. 
Alger of reading essays in History class 
is much enjoyed by the members of the 
class, and bids fair to prove beneficial. 
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YOUTH IN POLITICS, 

The period from the time when the 
teacher asks the scholar, ** In what 
town or State do you live?** down to the 
dav the scholar attains his majority,! 
should be an era of constant political , 
training and thought. lie who knows 
tit the age of five in what State he re i 
Bides, iit ten should know who is gov- 
ernor of his State, at fifteen should be 
able to give the essential differences in 
the platforms of varionspolitical parties, 
and at twenty-one should be master of 
the Constitution of the United States. 
The Cheek scholar at the age of twen- 
ty-one being able to give the etymology 
of the word ** politics," should be just 
as competent to point out the cause of 
various political movements. _ The boy 
who asked his father if 44 President is tlx* 
next office after Governor," expressed 
an enthusiasm and interest which, if 
allowed to grow and develop, will lie 
df inestimable value to the boy and 
those with whom he resides. The lad 
in his teens who can instruct his father 
as to the manner in which a jury is 
drawn, deserves credit which he seldom 
receives. The young man who knows, 
upon reaching his majority, the salaries 
of various officers and can state author- 
itatively that a United States Senator 
receives no more compensation than a 
u member of the Lower House of Con- 
gress," may justly receive the praise of 
his fellow-citizens. 

We have stated somewhat specifically 
what a youth should know of politics — j 
politics in its first and best sense. 
What are the facts? The schoolboy of 
I - lay knows vastly more of theoretical 
politics than his father ; but he has had 
no opportunity to learn the practical 
side, on account of age. He who writes 
of the » Scholar in Politics " knows i 
well who will control the suffrages of 
American citizens in the future. It 
seems strange that a man HI middle 
life should not know in what Congress- 
ional District he resides, but there are 
many who might be instructed by the 
youth in this point. How many voters 



who went to the polks in Vermont, 
March 4th, can tell accurately how the 
Constitution of the United States may 
be amended ? The youth of to-day are 
interesting themselves in polities, and 
in such a way that age will not blur 
their knowledge. The sagacity and 
accomplishments of Quay and Brice are 
the topic of conversation among a few 
scholars it may be, who have gathered 
in a s< hool-nitun, and mure than one 
can tell of ex-Senator Piatt and his 
relation to the World's Fair question. 

The newspaper of to-day has brought , 
land is bringing about this revolution. 
Every daily has its political columns, 
and the school-boy reads as much as 
older people. The youth of our land 
hud im such advantages thirty years 
ago, and there are other signs which 
point to a development of an interest 
in the minds of our youth in the affairs 
of the nation. 

The schools and colleges are giving 
more time and attention to the vital 
questions in politics. Political Econo- 
mv and Constitutional Law in college, 
Political History and the Constitution 
of the United States in schools, take a 
fairer proportion of the student's time. 

The celebration of Lincoln's and 
Washington's birthdays and the placing 
of national colors over school-houses 
are *« signs of the tine - 

We have spoken of scientific and 
theoretical politics. There is a branch 
which has to do with putting theories 
into practice— the management of poli- 
tical parties and the placing of candi- 
dates in office. The young cannot en- 
gage actively in this branch until at- 
taining their majority. The politician 
makes himself felt in the caucus and 
various conventions and meetings, and 
he only will be eminently successful 
who knows the rules of procedure and 
the methods to oppose any objection- 
able feature. He ought to know Par- 
liamentary Law from the simple " mo- 
tion " to the precedence of " subsidiary 
questions/' Again, it is too true, the 
school-boy may often instruct his father. 
Scarcely a young person reaches 20 
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years without being a member of some 
society or club in which parliamentary 
rules are constantly in use, unci it is a 
boy's delight to find a Haw in the ruling 
of the Chair. Often the presiding offi- 
cer at some public meeting is justly 
criticised for unparliamentary ruling 
by a lad of Hot half the years. 

The youths in our schools and col- 
leges to-day are the political lenders to 
come upon the «* stage of action " in the 
first quarter of the 00th century. The 
opportunities lor tin* nunlm-ah-d, un- 
trained politician to lead the ignorant 
masses are lessening, and the time is 
near at hand when scholar will kneel 
scholar on the stump and in the politi- 
cal arena. 

We have maintained that the youth 
are better informed in political ques- 
tions than were the young formerly. 
Granting this, we are occasionally sur- 
prised in finding him who is wofullv 
ignorant of the affairs and government 
of his country. Politically ignorant 
youth are so, carelessly and willfully, 
and for the latter class we have little 
sympathy. There is many a caucus 
and meeting in which the young voters 
might hold the " balance of power" if 
united. 

The youth of Vermont have gone in 
large numbers to Western States, and 
have there become leaders in politics. 
The youth of this commonwealth $o 
forth to make fortunes elsewhere, and 
then the home training in various lines 
shows itself, and political leadership is 
a common exhibit. Young men ought 
to be strong politically, in the hest 
aense, never stooping to dishonest 
methods; ambitious, lint always re- 
membering the fate of the sincere 
Horace Greeley. Shrewdness rind wis- 
dom, coupled with discretion and jus- 
tice, will need to characterize their 
acts. With these qualities and scholar- 
ly training they are a nation's c&t>ieefl1 
boon. \V. F. Alden.

speak. From the moment that he en- 
ters the sehool in the primal y grade* 
until ho leaves it iu the form of a full- 
fledged graduate, the dread of rhetori- 



cals never leaves him fur un in stunt. 
The; thought is fearful, hut when il 
comes to the day of execution what a 
dread of something terrible impresses 
itself 11 poo the mind of the unfortunate 
scholar, it. seems hut an inshmt from 
the opening of school until the time for 
him to speak. But when his turn at 
last comes, how slowly the moments 
drag in his walk from the seat to tin- 
plat form. How every nail resolves it- 
self into a mountain for him to stumble 
over. How quiet the room is, and how 
intent all the other scholars are upon 
watching his uncertain footsteps. At 
last the platform is reached, he steps 
calmly upon it ? makes his bow and 
begins. But there is a pause, tin* lines 
seem to dance before his eyes, jumbled 
up with the faces of scholars and teach- 
ers in a very confusing manner. He 
tries again, but alas ! the piece that he 
had so perfectly at rehearsal has entirely 
left his puzzled brain, and after vainlv 
li ving to find the lost clue, he steps 
from the platform and leturus to his 
seat, painfully conscious that he has 
attempted to speak and has made an 
utter failure.

We think there is ouc branch of edu- 
cation, and that a branch which is of 
inestimable value to the proficient 
scholar, that is greatly neglected and 
overlooked. Thai branch is penman- 
ship. The small per cent, of the schol- 
ars who are really good writers shows 
that something is lacking. There is 
not a sphere in life in which the scholar 
does not need to bo a good penman ; 
but especially is this true of book-keep- 
ing, banking, etc. A test to compet- 
ency iu these branches is always, to 
some extent, the applicant's handwrit- 
ing, and he who is the best penman is 
pretty sure of being the one chosen, 
provided lie is well versed in the com- 
mon school studies and has a fair de- 
gree of knowledge in other depart- 
ments. Now, let us suggest that each 
give a short time every day to drill in 
this important department, and there is 
no doubt that the result will be well 
worth the outlay. 

The introduction of a bill in the House, 
on Saturday, May 3, by Mr. Stewart, 
for the erection of a public building at 
Rutland at a cost not exceeding $75,000, 
brings to our mind, but not for the first 
time, the small number of public build- 
ings which Rutland possesses, in com- 
parison with other towns of her size 
throughout the country.

and parks, we see no such man advane 



nig. Rutland is growing fnst, and cer- 
tain men (the number is not small) are 
growing rich just a* fast; but those 
who have mm h always want more, and 
these men with a lion s share of the 
profits of trade are not willing to give 
even a small per cent of these profits 
toward improving and beautifying the 
city from which they are reaping their 
rich harvests. 



The liberty which some authors and 
poets take with the English language is 
an evil, and if indulged in by us com- 
mon mortals would be looked upon as 
showing the grossest ignorance; hut 
when used by these privileged writers 
is considered «* effusion of genius.'* 
The effort which some of these poets 
(?) make to twist their sentences 
around, in such a manner that it be- 
comes almost impossible for the unin- 
formed reader to understand their mean- 
ing, is the result of a mistaken idea as 
to what is true poetry. True poetry is 
not a mere "jumbling " of words so as 
to produce rhyme, but should imply a 
well-expressed sentence, written in easy 
metre and studiously arranged, that its 
parts may produce a perfect whole. If 
some of our rising young poets would 
carefully study some of the perfect 
verse of Lowell and Stedman, instead 
of giving so much attention to their 
rhyme, our poetry in the future would 
be of a much higher grade and quality. 



^ Rabely, if ever, is a more startling 
picture drawn than the one now pre- 
sented by the Congressional investigat- 
ing committee in their attempts to un- 
ravel the mystery which shrouds the 
murder of J. M, Clayton of Arkansas. 
It is a picture, truly, which causes one 
to rub his eyes and wonder if auch 



things can occur amid the civilization 
»' the l<)th century. The testimony 
of Clayton's brother, when brought be- 
fore the committee, where he described 
his reception by the citizens of Plum- 
ersviilo, Ark., whither he had gone for 
his dead brother's body, bwngft forth 
evidences of cruelty and brutality 
which are unprecedented in the history 
of this country, He was comparatively 
unknown in that town, being a resident 
'of another part of the state- He had 
no enemies, and he came to them to 
perform a sad duty. Suppose even if 
none of the people were implicated in 
the murder of his brother, Hh \ at least 
conld have expressed their sympathy 
uid regret; instead, they threatened 
him ami his friends with death if they 
did not leave the town before night. 
Savages could have done no more! 
Look at the obstacles which are placed 
in the course of justice. Even the gov- 
ernor of the State and members of Oon- 
gross, who should be foremost in the 
work of clearing up the mystery, seem, 
by their efforts, trying to thwart any 
means by which the murderer may be 
apprehended. This was strikingly il- 
lustrated in the obstinacy with which 
they refused to give up an absurd 
theory which was proven absolutely 
false by the investigating committee". 
Can this be an example of civilization 
in a community professedly Chris Ma 0 
and in a state boasting of its justice ? 



RAILROADS. PAST AND PRESENT. 



The attention of all Europe has been 
attracted by the growth of the United 
States, its industries and enterprises, 
during the past 50 years. Perhaps no 
department of our industries has grown 
to such proportions as that of railroads. 
In 1842, there were 250 miles of rail- 
roads in the United States and a thou- 
sand railroad employees. There were 
in 1847, 7000 miles of railroads and 
39,000 employees and $2,000,000 of 
capital invested. There are to-day 
nearly, ifnot quite, 160,000 miles of 
railroads. These railroads employ 



Kpe than 2,000,000 men, or -nearly as 
piny as there are to-day in the c«m- 
fojnetl armies and navies of the world, 
including, in the calculation, the army 
and navy of our own country ; and 
have capital invested to tin* amount of 
$8,000,000,OOQ. 

The marvelous growth of our couu- 
trv is not wholly the result of the de- 
velopment of its natural and manufac- 
turing resources, but is largely the re- 
sult of the extension of railroads, ami 
especially is this the case with reference 
to the West. For every mile of rail- 
road, as it is built out on the prairie, 
thousands of acres of land are brought 
under cultivation, and the product 
thereof adds to the nation's wealth and 
prosperity. 

No class of people have so much to 
do with shaping the political results of 
uur country as railroad employees. 
There were cast in the last Presidential 
election, more than 10,000,000 votes, 
and it is safe to say that at least one- 
half were cast by working-men, and of 
that 5,000,000 of votes nearly 2,000,- 
000 were cast by railroad employees ; 
-m. of the wage-earners of the United 
States, nearly two- fifths are employed 
by railroad corporations. When we 
take the 1100,000 men engaged in operat- 
ing the railroads of this country, and 
the 1,000,000 men employed in the 
manufacturing of railroad supplies and 
the men, women and children who are 
dependent upon the income from the 
$s,n00.u0O,non invested in railroads, 
we have of the entire population of the 
United Slates nearly one-half living 
upon the railroads. 

The railroads of the United States 
are so carefully operated that statistics 
show that less people are injured each 
year by the railroads than are injured 
by falling out of windows. The re- 
port of railroad commissioners in some 
Slates demonstrate that it is safer to 
travel than to remain at home.

MAY-DAY CUSTOMS, 

The custom of celebrating, the tirst 
day of May, with gay festivities has 
! been con lined almost wholly to other 
countries than our own. In this coun- 
try we have had our Arbor day* which, 
in some places, has been abandoned,and 
also a few festivities borrowed from 
across the sea, but even these are now 
discontinued. In England, many years 
ttgO, May day was one of the most joy- 
ous days of the year, and in the sports 
on this occasion both the commons and 
nobility shared. We are even told of 
the King and the Queen being among 
the merry-makers. It was the custom 
to rise very early in the morning and 
go out into the country and gather wild 
flowers and get branches of the haw- 
thorne, with which the houses were pro- 
fusely decorated. Later in the day 
came the erection and decoration of the 
May-pole, around which the gay lads 
and lassies danced to the merry tune 
playrd by an old liddlcr. The milk- 
maid also had her share of the sport. 
She was aeeustomcd to deck her 
cow with flowers and lead her through 
the streets, while she danced around 
her singing merry songs. In some of 
the back towns these customs are still 
continued, and one may yet see the 
May-pole in some quaint old place. 
There still prevails in Scotland a cus- 
tom in accordance with which the maid- 
ens go out upon the May-day morning 
to wash their faces, in the dew, believ- 
ing that this will make them more 
beautiful. In the same country, the 
boys of a town or hamlet meet together 
upon a moor and there cut a round ta- 
ble in the green sod, the circumference 
of which will enclose the whole com- 
pany. This being done, they kindle a 
fire and make a custard of eggs and 
milk. They then knead a cake of oat- 
meal, which they toast before the fire. 
After the custard has been eaten, they 
break this cake into as many portions 
as there are members of the company. 
They then blacken one of these pieces, 
I which, with the rest, they put into a 



bonnet. Every hoy, blindfolded, draws 
a portion, and lio who holds the bonnet 
is entitled to the last bit. Whoever 
draws the blackened portion ia the fa- 
vored one whom they are to look up 
to during the ensuing year. 

In Germany a superstition prevails 
that the witches meet the night before 
the firat day of May upon a high moun- 
tain, called the Blocks-berg, where 
they, together with the devils, dance 
and feast ; and upon this night the com- 
mon people fetch a certain thorn and 
place it upon their housc-dcfor, believ- 
ing that the witches can then do them 
no harm. 

J should not forget the custom of 
planting trees, which has been prac- 
ticed quite extensively in our own coun- 
try, as well as in others- Laying aside 
some of the superstitions, we can hard- 
ly refrain from wishing that these gay 
customs might be revived and that we 
might see the merry lads and lassies in 
their merry dances and songs, instead 
of being obliged to confine our knowl- 
edge of them to our reading. 

DO AMERICAN GIRLS READ? 

If you should lie asked by any one, 
M Do American girls read ? " you prob- 
ably would look at them m blank 
amazement and reply "Of omrse they 
do." On the other hand, if you should 
be asked ** What do American girls 
read?" I am afraid that you would lind 
it rather difficult to answer correctly. 

Now we have been assured that the 
girls of America do read. Let us now 
look at what they read. It has been 
truly said that America is a tietion-read- 
ing nation aud how truly it applies to 
the young women. 

How few girls of the present day 
ever think of reading anything but a 
good story. How often do the young 
women of this village go to our Free 
Library and, after having their book 
discharged, arc asked by the librarian 
" What would you like?*' They gen- 
erally answer, in a sort of indolent way t 
*'Oh, I don't know: any good story 
that you think I would like but nothing 
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very deep/' So it goes from day to 
day, and the poor librarian is obliged 
to suit every one's taste, wheu really 
the readers have no taste at all. 

How few girls, even of this school, 
ever think of reading a book of travel. 
The girls seem to think* about travel, 
as they do about many other things, 
sueh as gymnastic exercises, boating, 
etc., that it is all very well for boys, 
but it is simply useless for girls. 

All of you who are in any way ac- 
quainted with the debated questions of 
the day will know that the matter of 
divorcement occupies a large space in 
the newspapers and periodicals of the 
day. There must, of course, be some 
reason for so much of this kind of 
work. An eminent statesman has said 
that the cause of the irmjinil v of sueh 
enses was due to the amount of fiction, 
of a low character, which is being read 
by the masses of people today. He, 
of course, does not condemn all novels, 
as some of the best fruits of literature 
come to us in this form ; but he does 
condemn all such reading as in no way 
can benefit one, but tends to drag him 
down as far as possible. 

Probably, there are very few young 
people of today who have not read, or 
at least know of the book tinder the title 
of « Uncle Tom s Cabin," and they 
probably know the name of its author- 
ess ; but how few know even the names 
of the men of literature at the present 
day. To many, the name of E. C. 
Stedman is as unimportant as the name 
of John Jones, who lives in a neighbor- 
ing village.

MOZART. 

John Chrysostome Wolfgang Thco- 
philus Mozart was born at Salzburg, 
Germany, in 1756. His father, an able 
musician, was astonished when at three 
years of age Wolfgang began to display 
his genius. At sixteen years Mozart 
had made such progress as to be able 
to compose short pieces for the bar pis- 
chord, which his father was obliged to 
commit to paper for him. His father, 
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returning home one day with a stranger, 
found little Mozart with a pen in his 
hand. "What are you writing?" said 
he, "A concerto for the harpischord," 
replied the boy. '* Let us see it," re- 
joined the lather; "it is, no doubt, a 
marvelous concerto." He then took 
the paper and saw nothing at first bat 
a mass of notes mingled with blots of 
ink by the uml-address of the young 
composer, who, unskilled in the man- 
agement of the pen, had dipped it too 
freely in the ink. He had blotted and 
smeared the paper, and had endeavor- 
ed to make out his ideas with his lin- 
gers. On a closer examination, his 
father was lost in wonder, and his eyes, 
delighted and overflowing with tears, 
became riveted upon the notes. "See," 
he exelaimed to the stranger, -how 
just and regular it all is ; but it is im- 
possible to play it; it is too difficult," 
at which young Mozart went to the 
harpischord and played the parts, but 
hardly doing justice to his composition. 
During his sixth year young Mozart, 
accompanied by his father and sister, 
commenced a musical tour of Germany 
and performed at Munich before the 
elector to the great admiration of the 
greatest and best musical court on the 
continent* His keen musical preeep* 
tioa now made itself evident by di>- 
covering the most minute irregularities 
in the orchestra, but his refinement 
proved almost a torture to him. He 
conceived a great dislike to the trum- 
pet as a solo instrument and guttered 
from it so keenly that his tat her resolved 
to break him of what he considered a 
childish fancy, so one day he desired a 
trumpet to be blown in the apartment 
of Wolfgang.* The boy entreated him 
to not make the experiment, but the 
trumpet sounded, Wolfgang suddenly 
turned pale, fell on to the floor and 
was going into convulsions, when the 
trumpeter was sent from the room. 
When only seven years old he taught 
himself to play upon the violin and 
masteivd tin/ most dillienll of all instru- 
ments. From Munich he went to Eng- 
land, where, in his farewell concert, all 



the symphonies were composed by him- 
self. Soon after he was ten years of 
age he went to Italy and spent some 
time in studying at its capital. From 
that time on until his death, which oc- 
curred on the 5th of December, 1792, 
Mozart continued to astonish the musi- 
cal world of that period with his won- 
derful compositions and performances. 
Ilw last composition was the "Re- 
quiem," of which the following anec- 
dote is related: 

One day when Mozart's spirits were 
unusually oppressed a stranger, of a 
tall, dignified appearance, was intro- 
duced. He told Mozart that he came 
from a person, who did not wish to be 
known, to request that he compose a 
solemn mass as a Requiem to a friend 
whom he had recently lost, and whose 
memory he was desirous of commemo- 
rating by a solemn service. \Mozart 
undertook the task and engaged to 
have it completed in a month. The 
stranger begged to know what price he 
set upon his work ; and immediately 
paying him a hundred ducats, depart- 
ed* The mystery of this visit seemed 
to have a strong effect upon the mind 
of the raasiciau. He brooded over it 
for some time, then, suddenly calling 
for writing materials, he began com- 
posing with extraordinary ardor. This 
implication, however, was more than 
his strength could boar; it brought on 
fainting fits, and bis increasing illness 
caused biin to suspend his work, "I 
am writing this Requiem for myself, f 
said he one day to his wife; "it will 
serve for my own funeral surviee," 
This expression never left him after- 
ward. When the stranger called at 
the end of the month Mozart asked for 
another month, which was readily 
granted by the stranger. Leaving 50 
ducats more the stranger departed. 
Mozart, who was again strangely im- 
nn ssed, ordered a servant follow the 
stranger, but he lost sight of him. 
Mozart, now more than ever persuaded 
that he was a messenger from the other 
| world, set at work with renewed vigor, 
and when the stranger again called the

Let these 
bo American if there he nothing more 
than an American Log Cabin (for even 
this would be better than a foreigner's 
palace). Chicago has the well-wishes 
of the world, but it is not alone to Chi- 
cago that the work should fall. All 
America, North and South, should lake 
an active interest and make our World's 
Fair to be an American success, 



In the Baltimore Sun there recently

CLEOPATRA'S NEEDLE," AND HOW IT WAS 
OBTAINED. 

It has been frequently asserted that 
obelisks were originally erected in honor 
of the sun* of which they were said to 
be a symbol, and that they served the 
purpose of a sun-dial. But ibis opin- 
ion is now usually rejected, and it i> 
generally believed that obelisks were 
nothing more than monumental struc- 
tures, serving as ornaments for the 
open squares whore tiny were huill, or 
else they were iutended to celebrate 
some important event and to perpetuate 
its remembrance. They were usually 
adorned with hierogliphies. The idea 
of securing an obelisk for the city of 
New York grew out of the newspaper 
reports in 1877, relative to the work of 
transporting a similar monument from 
Alexandria to London. It was stated 
in one New York newspaper that i4 His 
Highness, the Khedive of Egypt, had 
signified Ins willingness to present to 
the city of New York, upon a proper 
application being made to him, the re- 
maining obelisk of Alexandria," The 
matter was laid before the Department 
of State and Mr. Evarts, who was then 
Secretary of State, requested Mr, Far- 
man, who was the representative of the 
United States at the court of the Khe- 
dive, to *Mise all propi-r means of fur- 
thering the object." Mr. Farmim un- 
derstood that the question of obtaining 
an obelisk for New York was entirely 
new in Egypt- He had an interview 
with the Khedive, who was much sur- 
prised at the proposal. He said that it 
would be a great pleasure for him to 
gratify the people of the United Stales, 
but the matter would have to be seri- 
ously considered, and as to the oheli>k 
at Alexandria he did not think it best 
even to incut ion it , as the people of 



that city would make too much opposi- 
tion to its removal, but nearly two 
years later, after many consultations, 
"Cleopatra's Needle," the obelisk at 
Alexandria, was given to New York 
city by a written statement of the Chief 
Pasha, and uot to the United States as 
' some suppose, It is a single shaft of 
red granite, from the quarries of Syria, 
at the first cataract of the Nile, seven 
hundred miles from the Mediterranean , 
It is sixty-eight feet ten inches high, 
tapering gradually upward, terminating 
in a pyramidoid. Its weight is about 
two hundred and twenlv tons. It stood 
upon the sea-shore of Alexandria, fifty 
feet from the water line, with its base 
buried in sand arid earth that had been 
accumulating for centuries* Most of 
the obelisks that have been removed 
from Egypt were taken by the Romans 
as conquerors. In modern times only 
two have been removed besides ''Cleo- 
patra's Needle," — those in Paris and 
London. The European pres.- of Egypt 
gave great importance to the fact that 
the London and Paris obelisks were 
both given on account of services and 
favors renndered by the governments 
of the countries to which they were 
presented, while there was no pretense 
of any such consideration for the gift 
of * 4 Cleopatra's Needle" to the city of 
New York. R. G. N.

It is 
very desirable that the third floor of 
this new building should be arranged 
for that purpose." This suggestion is. 
one that should receive the support of 
every person interested in the welfare of 
our schools. The advantages secured in 
having a well appointed hall at the 
command of the schools would be of 
inestimable value. The certainty of 
there being a suitable hall in which 
to hold school entertainments, ex- 
ercises, etc., would be conducive to- 
ward producing a fondness for such 
exercises among the scholars and help 
to promote a more earnest and enthu- 
siastic interest in the schools among 
outsiders . 

Perhaps Rutland may be behind 
the world and the big cities in her 
ability to distribute knowledge among 
the rising generation, but from all 
appearances she seems to be able to 
hold her place in the van of educa- 
tional progress. In direct contrast 
to the reports from some of the large 
cities as to their ability to provide 
facilities to accommodate their pupils, 
we find Rutland, with her new build- 
ings, fully "able ai p re sent to meet all 
demands for more school room, and 
with'ner many excellent teachers, capa- 
ble of imparting the u golden grains 
of education " to the younger portion 
of her population.

A VISIT TO A CEMETERY. 



During my vacation I visited a quaint 
little town situated among the bills in 
the western part of our State. And 
learning there was an old cemetery 
near the place where I was staying, I 
determined to visit it; consequently 
one afternoon I started out, and in a 
very short time reached the spot, and 
taking away the stone which held the 
iron gate in place, I entered this silent 
city of the dead. 

Turning toward the north I had 
taken only a few steps when I was at- 
tracted to a stone, darkened by time 
and leaning toward the ground. Rais- 
ing it, I found that it bore the date 
1803, arid was erected in memory of an 
infant. At the foot was this stanza: 

" Death's sharpened arrow gave tbe wound 
And now she moulders in the ground." 

Rather gloomy lines, they seemed to 
me, to be placed above the resting 
place of an innocent child. 

. The next head -stone that I exam- 
ined was of slate, on the top of which 
was engraved a head which I concluded 
after deep meditation was probably 
intended to represent that of an angel, 
but the result was certainly not com- 
plimentary to the artist. Below this 
was the name of the person and the 
date 1796, and still lower was the fol- 
lowing: 

'* Life is uncertain, full of care ; 
Therefore in life for death prepare." 

Walking slowly along and studying 
the stones as I went, I finally came to 
one erected over the grave of a man 
who, I learned from the inscription, 
had been, killed by lightning in 1825, 
and this was his epitaph : 

"Hark! bark! it was a doleful sound 

When light Dmg struck me down ; 

My friends, a solemn sight did see, 

lint they must follow me."

On the opposite side of the cemetery 
I found one of the same date upon 
which was engraved : 

"A sadden death has stopped ray hreath, 

1 lie beneath this dod. 
Take warning all, both great and small, 
Prepare to meet yoQr God/* 

In a lonely corner I chanced to find 
a broken slab of marble lying npon 
the ground partially covered by the 
grass, which, pushing away, I read: 

"Best herrc, sweet babe, beneath this clay* 

To mo ula „ir with a brother dear, 

While tender parents, standing round, 

Pour forth a filial tribute tear." 

There was one large stone erected in 
1803 in memory of three babies, and 
npon its surface were carved these 
words: 

"Three lovely flowers adorned our bed, 
Oar hearts enjoyed their sweet perfume, 
Hut in one fleeting moon had fled; 
Heaven spake, they drooped, and sought the 
tomb, 

I was particularly interested in a 
tall stone which stood under a clump 
of pine trees. I could see letters at 
the base ■ and stooping down, I pushed 
away the leaves and earth and endeav- 
ored to decipher the words, but was 
unable to do so on account of the moss 
which had so firmly attached itself to 
the stone. And so, concluding that I 
would solve the mwsury at suine later 
date, and knowing that my time was 
limited, I turned homeward ; and going 
out through the little gateway I paused 
for a moment and looked at that quaint 
little resting place. As I did so the 
thoughts of the rapid flight of time 
and the change which we call death, 
Would not be forced from my mind. 

They had fallen asleep, and had 
awakened to a higher life a little sooner 
than I, that was all. K. E. H.

And gazed on the wave and sky." 

As though these were not enough, 
in the curriculum are found such works 
as Maud Miiller, Tennyson's 14 In Me- 
moriam," and hosts of other equally 
scandalous works. 

Our readers will agree with us that 
it is time something should be done. 
Let us discard Longfellow, Whittier and 
Wordsworth for the elevating works 
of Dumas, Tolstoi and the like ; and 
shall not such current literature as the 
i( Police Gazette M and l( Fireside Com- 
panion " be preferred to the writers 
who li«ve aroused the righteous indig- 
nation of these Brooklyn principals ?

To us, who are in school, the ques- 
tion of how to study is one of great 
importance.

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"ACROSS THE ROCKIES WITH FREMONT," 

Perhaps but few of our readers are 
aware that there is living among us one 
who has braved the perils and hard- 
ships experienced by the early travel- 
ers in the west. Yet, but a short time 
ago, two representatives of the Notes 
had the pleasure of listening to the 
! ry of Mr. Alexis Ayot* who went 
with Fremont in his famous expedition 
across the Rocky Mountains in 43, 
which we reproduce for the benefit of 
our readers, 

M In the year 1S43, I started for St. 
Louis in the expedition raised by the 
U. S. Government, under the command 
of Capt. Fremont, to push directly ove r 
the Rocky Mountains on the way to 
California." There were about 60 men 
in the party, all under government pay 
of one dollar a day, not including our 
food, which we were compelled to find 
for ourselves on the prairies. The 
snow was on an average three or 
four feet deep, so" that in order to move 
the sleds that we carried provisions 
upon, a detachment of men was sent 
ahead to beat paths through which the 
sleds were drawn. The guide of our 
party was the famous hunter and trap, 
per, Kit Carson. Our food consisted 
principally of dog and horse flesh, and 
many times for periods of two or three 
days we were compelled to travel with- 
out food. Our snow shoes were hand- 
made, manufactured of deer thongs. 
Fremont shared with the men, and the 
watchword of the party was, 44 each 
man for himself." Once, as we neared 
the Rocky Mountains, Fremont, after 
a long dav's travel, began to drag be- 
hind. Carson, who was in charge of 
the party, when he found that Fremont 
was missing, impatiently cried, 44 If he 



can't keep up he must take the conse- 
quences," and the party started on + 
It was bitterly cold and I knew that 
Fremont must be in great distre - , 
alone in this wild country, so building a 
large fire in the snow I watted for him 
while the rest of the party went cm 
After I had waited some time he came 
up, nearly dead from cold and hunger. 
His clothes were frozen stiff and he cer- 
tainly would not have lived to reach 
the party had 1 not stopped for him. 
After he was somewhat revived, hav- 
ing given htm some of my clother., we 
went forward and at last came up to 
the expedition/* 

" It was on a bright, pleasant day^ 
continued the old man, 44 that we came 
in sight of Pike's Peak. The snow 
was not so deep here as we expected 
and Fremont determined to climb to 
the highest point on the mountain* 
A detachment of six men, including 
Fremont, Carson and myself, started 
on the perilous journey. I, being the 
smallest man in the company, went 
ahead and was literally pushed up the 
mountain by my companions. At last 
we reached the peak, and having 
drilled a hole in the rocks we planted 
the American flag, the stars and 
stripes. 

** Very often we encountered bands 
of Indians, but generally they were 
very ready to make peace, I remem- 
ber once we came upon a band on 
the war-path. Unlike the others 
they seemed ready to fight. In this 
band, as we afterwards discovered, 
was a white man, a Yankee, who had 
lived among the Indians for thirty 
years. On the approach of the Indi- 
ans we made ready our two brass can- 
nons, which we had brought with us. 
As soon as the white man saw them 
he understood the significance of those 
two harmless looking i * logs; " as the 



Indians called them. He begged the 
Indians not to go near them, but 
they, not understanding the power of 
gunpowder and being anxious to fight I 
could hardlv be restrained. At length | 
ibc while man persuaded them to 
allow him to come to us, when he 
besought us to show the Indians how 
cannons worked. Therefore, turn- 
ing them upon a grove of poplar trees 
with one discharge wc fairly riddled 
the whole grove. That was all the 
Indians needed, and these were the 
only ones we saw who seemed at all 
disposed to be hostile. 

" At length we reached our destina- 
tion, Camp Suter, in the Sacramento 
valley. Here we remained seven 
davs," having, a fresh supply of pack 
horses and food. The way back we 
found to be much easier. Taking a 
Spanish trail to the Rocky Mountains, 
we then struck the Arizona river, and 
following this, the La Platte and the 
Missouri, we came back in three 
months, while in going, over eighteen 
months were consumed."

THAT SCHOOL LAW. 

""~r , t^ermon t and her School La w make 
flic ti:: : !. . 'i" ; in- n-iuilii - ti of the 
small boy with his first pair of trousers. 
It isn't altogether the trousers that ap- 
pear awkward ; it's partly the boy. 
When the boy has had his trousers long 
enough to become acquainted with 
their peculiarities the awkwardness will 
wear away and the trousers and boy 
will work in perfect harmony. This 
school law has hardly been in force 
long enough to allow us to judge 
with any degree of accuracy of its 
merits as a whole. We may pick out 
a defect here and there, but entirely 
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overlook the adjacent good part which 
will soften and perhaps overbalance it, 
There are points in the arguments, for 
and against, which are well taken, but 
presented somewhat one-sidedly. For 
instance : the Normal Schools, There 
is no need of any logic to prove that 
the Normal Schools of Vermont are not 
doing the work that the Normal Schools 
of other states are doing, nor accom- 
plishing the results that could be rea- 
sonably expected and are absolutely 
necessary to make the Normal Schools 
what they should be. This is, however, 
not entirely the fault of the schools. 
In comparing the state support given 
our Normal Schools with that given 
to those of other states, we find that 
Vermont is greatly lacking and there- 
fore cannot expect her schools to be Up 
to the standard of schools which re- 
ceive more support and encourage- 
ment from the state. In New York the 
people pride themselves upon their 
Normal Schools and this pride takes 
the form of substantial encouragement 
in the shape of state support. In Ver- 
mont if any person mentions the Nor- 
mal Schools it is generally a mistake 
or to decry their work. Naturally 
the schools lose caste and become 
weak. No doubt that some of the 
criticisms have solid foundation, but it 
would be a great deal better to knock 
out the foundation with helping words 
and legislative enactments, and see if 
the result would not be encouraging. 
The great point against the present 
school law is the heavy tax. It seems 
possible that some scheme could be 
inaugurated to equalize this taxation if 
only a little thought could be put into 
the subject. 

In conversation with teachers, well 
versed in school needs, all support the 
present law, as far as its short life can 
allow of judgment, with a few changes 



| and revisions. The state examination 
I and county supervisor systems are 
points greatly in its favor. 

We do not advocate throwing away 
the entire law to rid it of a few objec- 
tionable points; it wouldbelike jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire. If we 
blindly dispense with the present law 
and place a new one upon our statute 
books, the likelihood is that some one 
will get burnt. Oar idea of a new 
school law would be to take the good 
points in the present law that have 
stood the test (a short one,) and en* 
deavor to build from them a 44 perfect- 
ed perfection," and after we get the 
"perfection" give it time to prove itself 
before attempting to overthrow it. 

FREE TEXT BOOKS* 

A i^rrespondent Gives a Fow Views on ih<> Subject. 
To the R. H, S. Mpfos : 

I hear that a bill in favor of free text- 
books is under consideration at the 
State Legislature. I leave it to those 
' older and wiser to decide, from a finan- 
cial point of view, whether or not it 
would be better for the State to furnish 
school books ; but I wonder whether 
those worthy gentlemen at Montpelier 
have thought of it from the scholar s 
standpoint. 

The feeling that the text-book is 
one's own adds much to the interest 
which a scholar feels in a study. The 
eager desire we sometimes feel to mas- 
ter the contents of a hook that belongs 
to us is a decided contrast to the indif- 
ference with which we receive a book 
which is loaned to us. I know this 
from experience, and I imagine that to 
indifference would be added a slight 
feeling of disgust, if the book had been 
in use three or four years, and had 
undergone the addition of finger-marks 
and the subtraction of leaf corners. 
Furthermore, nearly all the books used 
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beyond the intermediate grades are in- 
dispensable as reference books. For 
example, what family library is com- 
plete without an arithmetic or a book 
on civil government. By all means 
let us not have free text-books.

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A MORNING DRIVE.

During the last week of my summer 
vacation, I had the pleasure of passing 
a few days at Manchester, Vt., and 
while there I had many a pleasant 
drive to the neighboring villages. 

It was on a very bright and pleasant 
morning that our party decided to take 
a drive up "The Green Mountain," 
from there to Barnnmville, and to re- 
turn home in time for dinner, at one 
o'clock. 

It mas about half -past eight when 
we left Manchester. For the first two 
or three miles of our drive the land was 
comparatively level and the roads 
rather shady. Large quantities of 
blackberries grew by the roadside, and 
we very often stopped and gathered 
large handful s of the delicious fruit. 
There had been a very heavy dew the 
previous night, and the bushes being 
in secluded places, looked as if a fairy 
had covered them with many silver 
beads. 

Large forests of maple abound in 
this sectiou, and after driving for about 
an hour we came to a sugar-house, 
situated near the road, and of course 
we could not pass without examining 
it. The door was locked, but as sev- 
eral boards at the side were loose, we 
obtained a very good insight of the 
building. The floor was of earth, and 
in the center was a circular arch of 
brick and marble.

Returning to the carriage, we con- 
tinued our journey up the mountain.

The gate-way is a very tall arch or 
bridge-like structure, built over the 
road, and connecting on one side with 
the toll-gatherer's house, while the gate 
itself is like any large gate. 

During the day-time the gate is 
drawn up above the ground, and 
fastened by means of a rope, but dur- 
ing the night it is lowered, and people 
are not able to pass through without 
first awakening the keeper, and paying 
the rate of toll. The gate is also made 
to serve another purpose. If any one 
attempts to drive through without pay- 
ing toll, this gate is immediately let 
down on the horse's neck, a«d the team 
is not allowed to pass until the toll has 
been collected* 

One can easily see for himself what 
he will be obliged to pay by reading 
the rates of toll, which are painted on 
a large white board, hanging on the 
inner side of the archway, and in plain 
sight of everybody. 

After a short stop, we started down 
the mountain, taking a different road 
than when we came up. 

We informed our driver that we 
wished him to let the horse run down 
the mountain, and as the grade was 
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quite steep, we nearly startled the na- 
tives as we came flying down. 

As we returned we passed through 
the small village of Barnumville. 
This village, like many of the smaller 
towns of our State, is very prettily 
situated among the old and venerated 
44 Green Mountains." It is a very 
small town, as would be suggested by 
the name of one of its principal streets, 
which is called 44 Johnny Cake ,T street 
We returned home just in time for din- 
ner, after a most delightful drive.

An old say- 
ing but one nicely applicable to the 
University of Vermont and the Ver- 
mont Agricultural College. With all , 
due respect to the % V. M., we claim, 
and the claim is well substantiated by 
facts, that the Agricultural College can 
never reach the pinnacle of possibility 
while worked in connection with, and 
overshadowed by, any large educa- 
tional institution. A perfect agricul- 
tural college has got to have room to 
grow and expand, and it never will 
expand in the right di reel ion if it has 
to push some other institution before 
it. The fact that Vermont's Agricul- 
tural College is not what it should be 
is beginning to become apparent to 
even the dullest legislators, and it need 
not surprise us if there is something 
done in this session to make our 
** Farmers' Institution" worthy their 
pride and patronage. 

It has been suggested that Rutland 
endeavor to have the college located 
here, and for once in our lives we can 
a^ree with the Rutland II<r<iU in advo- 
cating that suggestion, Rutland is just 
the place; has exactly the right situa- 
tion, soil and surroundings, and is ad- 
mirably suited in all respects to be the 
seat of what might be a truly great 
agricultural college. Aside from her 
nature-given advantages she also has 
the advantage of having citizens who 
will enthusiastically labor to make the 
college something more than a second- 
ary institution.

Mr. Gilmore, as first affirmative, took 
up the question as regards the educa- 
tion to be derived from a foreign tour, 
He spoke of the better facilities afford- 
ed by the educational institutions of 
Europe and the greater attractions of* 
fered by places of historical intefest. 

Mr, Campbell, for the negative, 
dwelt upon the fact that America was 
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for Americans, and that a knowledge 
of our own country was of far more 
importance than of any other country. 

Mr. Burnharn, the second affirmative, 
gave examples of benefits derived from 
foreign tours, bringing in the case of 
Mr. Wilson, who has gone to Germany 
to finish his studies, after having grad- 
uated at one of America s finest edu- 
cational institutions. 

Mr. Goulding, second negative, took 
up the national attractions of America 
in comparison with Europe, giving as 
examples Niagara and Yosemite park. 
He, too, emphasized the advantage of 
a thorough knowledge of one s own 
country. 

This finishing the first round, Mr. 
Gilmore and Mr. Campbell, principals 
on each side, were allowed five minutes 
each to answer any arguments which 
they saw fit. After this the commit- 
tee, consisting of Wooster, Welch, Eg- 
gleston, Bates and Russell, retired, and 
after a few minutes brought in are* 
port of three for affirmative and iw- 
for the. negative. 

The next debate will be held Nov. 
25, Subject: Resolved, that the tele- 
graph and railroad systems of the 
United States should be under the con- 
trol of the Government. Affirmative : 
Clauson and Russell. Negative: Stew- 
art and Lewis.

ulea <>f a German village as seen (tom 
a neighboring hilL A nearer approach 
will reveal other features which arc 
unlike those of most of our New Eng- 
land villages. There are two qiain 
streets carefully kept and graded, 
which cross each other at right angles. 
The houses are built . close up to the 
street, and if there are sick-walks, they 
..are very narrow. The pleasant front 
yards of our villages are nowhere seen. 
If any family possesses a flower garden 
ii is shut in from the view of the passer 
by, generally by a high, unsightly wall. 
This gives the village a crowded ap- 
pearance, indeed the houses and barns 
are as close together as possible in 
order to leave a larger area of ground 
for cultivation. The farm-houses are 
not scattered along the road in the in- 
dependent and picturesque manner in 
which Vermont farm-houses are. After 
leaving the village limits the next 
house you will find will be in the next 
village. The fields of the different 
farmers are* not generally large, but 
under a high state of cultivation and 
as there are no fences or walls the 
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plains look like a huge checkerboard 
with squares of different wM grains. 

In even a small villas there tt art 
least two deliveries of the mail each 
day, a policeman, (though he does not 
seem to be of much ii$e), a village 
crier, who proclaims auctions, posts 
notices of other important village- 
events and is supposed to be generally 
prepared to give the villagers the 
necessary public notifications in times 
of war and peace. 

In a village of this kind the women 
and children work in the tet^^ith 
the men, and during the day tin: streets 
are very still Often, too, the villagers 
work till late in the evening and al- 
ways begin early in the morning. 

Should you be awakened by the 
blowing of a bugle early in the morn- 
ing and think that some of the old 
knights, who once inhabited the ruined 
castle half way up the neighboring hill, 
had returned to visit the scenes once 
familiar, you would probably be mis- 
taken. Upon looking out the window 
you would see that it was a boy who 
sounded the horn and that his purpose 
was to notify the farmers that he was 
gathering the geese together in order 
to drive them to their enclosed pond 
where they spent the day. Just at 
dusk the gate is opened and the geese 
flock out and in a Ion--, white proces- 
sion march home. They need no guide 
but turn into their respectiveyrards 
until the procession dwindles dfnvn to 
a single detachment of those who live 
farthest from the pond. 

At the close of the harvest there is 
usually a feast, and one of the closing 
exercises is the burying of the 
"Kuchen." Now, "Kuchen" is not 
cake, and it is not pie, hut, at the same 
time, it has characteristics of both— 
but the varieties are so numerous that 
it would be necessary to write a cook- 



I book in order to describe them, and. 
tfte R. H. S. Norvs has not, thus far, 
a department devoted to cooking. This 
I article of food, "Kuchen," made of 
; ilour and other materials, (any of the 
girls can te!1 you what the others are) 
is one of the important features of the 
•Vast, somewhat as ice cream and cake 
in an *i neriean feast. A piece of 
" Kuehen " and a large glass of beer 
are carried in front of a procession 
which is escorted by the village band. 
When this procession arrives at the 
. Itggfc square a piece of sod is re- 
moved, a hole dug, the 1 Kuehen" put 
in the hole, the beer poured over it, 
;hr dirt and replaced, the band 

strikes up a lively air, the young men 
' v their partners and dance the 
sod into place. The procession then 
reforms, marches back to the village 
hall, where dancing is indulged in till 
the village bell at eleven o'clock pro- 
claims that it is time all good people 
were at home, and by its furious ring- 
ten minutes or longer, wakes 
those who have already blown out the 
familiar German candle and were fast 
asleep under the oft mentioned Ger- 
man feather bed, 

ONE CHRISTMAS, 

Hfb we can believe historical story, 
JL one thousand and ninety years 
ago next Christmas was a day of event- 
ful moment to the principal actor in 
the grand battle-plays that occupied 
the attention of the people, from the 
proudest knight to the lowest serf, in 
Lhc then known world— Charlemagne. 

As he was praying (for the conqueror 
of the 1 1 Dark Ages" was a christian) 
in thechurch of St. Peter, at Rome, the 
Pope placed upon his head the crown 
of the Caesars, saluting him as 4 'Charles 
Augustus, crowned of God, great and 
peace-giving Emperor of the Romans/' 
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How grand and impressive a corona- 
tion and yet how simple. Surrounded 
by great knights and fair ladies we 
can imagine that one tall figure, stand- 
ing out in bold relief from the rich 
throng which surrounds him, as the 
verv impersonation of a great man and 
a noble Emperor. Dressed in his short, 
many colored German coat, covering 
an under dress of linen with frock-like 
garment bordered with silk, and, 
thrown over his shoulders, a simple 
cloak trimmed with Venetian furs, he 
is the perfect model of simplicity. 
Stretching our imagination still fur- 
ther we see, in our mind's eye, the 
vast crowd pouring out of Rome's 
grand old church, the knights with the 
chivalrous courtesy of true chivalry 
helping their ladies to their horses be- 
fore vaulting upon their own chargers. 
What a display <>f arms. What a daz- 
zling array of mailed horsemen attends 
the great sovereign as he rides in the 
^center of their ranks to his palace, 
probably some residence of the ancient 
Caesars. 

Then after dinner, for we judge that 
Charlemagne was, with all his natural 
greatness, human and needed physieal 
as well as mental refreshment, wt? can 
imagine one of those chivalric tourna- 
ments, which have made the name of 
Charlemagne a talisman to literature, 
indulged in, as a little exercise and 
recreation, by those knights whose 
names are familiar house words to all 
readers of Kingsley's tales. Orlando, 
Charlemagne's dearest nephew; Ri- 
naldo; Narao, Duke of Bavaria; Salo- 
mon, King of Brittany; and Ogier, 
the Dane, are all there. Presumably 
the assemblage is thrilled with a tilt 
between Orlando and Rinaldo, seated 
on his famous charger, Bayard. Now 
the people rise en masse in their ex* 
citcment as charging at full speed 
from either end of the lists the noble 



knights meet with terrific force, splin- 
ter their lances and withdraw for an* 
other charge, or perhaps one illustrious 
paladin is unhorsed and a fierce battle 
with swords ensues until we see one 
carried from the field fainting from 
loss of blood; or possibly it is a gen- 
eral charge of many knights that holds 
the attention of that fight-loving mul- 
titude, continuing until one side is 
completely vanquished, the contestants 
all killed or dying. 

Night draws on and the careful 
Charlemagne breaks up the tourney 
by riding off, leaving the serfs and 
vassals to collect and care for the 
shattered armor and more shattered 
knights before it becomes dark, while 
he again betakes himself to his ** Dark 
Age 1 ' palace and his supper. 

In the evening we can imagine our 
great ancestor seated cross-legged on 
the ground, which is covered with 
eastern robes, and listening to the 
reading of some especially nice bit of 
early literature ere he says his prayers 
and retires t© his kingly couch to rest 
nis weary crowned head. 

WJiat a contrast that "George Wash- 
ington" of the ninth century pre- 
sented on that far-away Christmas day, 
to the purse-proud, big-headed aristo- 
crats of the present. A conqueror, 
but a christian ; a king in fact, but a 
humble citizen in appearance; a rich 
man in worldly goods, but pour in dis- 
playing his wealth, Charlemagne sets 
a mark for vain-hearted nineteenth 
century people to reach on Christmas 
day 1S90,

I had been studying Caesar, and as 
I sit alone in the darkness— the lamp 
having burned itself out — I am aware 
of three sensations, two of the body, 
one of the mind. The first is that my 
feet are uncomfortably warm on the 
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hearth where I have placed them ; the 
second, that my nose itches, and the 
last, the sttttfMf/a amma, a sort of vague 
and melancholy longing for something, 
I hardly know what it is, but which I 
am sure is unattainable. 

As I transfer my feet from the hearth 
to a chair and scratch my nose reflect- 
ively, my mind wanders from deviti- 
acus multh cum hurimis to a faraway and 
sunny land, the land of my dreams and 
anticipations.

^Sterns in time of war, ending witl 
th, statement that the power of th< 
great capitalists and trusts would b< 
broken if the government had com 
plete control. 

Stewrtrt. for the negative, brongh 
up the condition of the English anc 
French roads, laying especial stres: 
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upon the decision of an English com- 
mittee against government control. 
He said that if, as it is proved, two- 
fifths of the voters of the United States 
are railroad men, they would be likely 
to exert a controlling influence upon 
elections, and their votes would be 
cast for the party in power. 

Russell's, second affirmative, strong- 
est argument was, that if the govern- 
ment had control it would be likely to 
expend the profits of the roads in their 
improvement instead of putting them 
into their treasury. 

Lewis, second negative, knocked mtt 
Russell's statement that frequent 
changes of the employes would not 
be likely under government control, 
and the debate closed after allowing 
each principal the five minute answer 
limit. 

While [{waiting the decision of tin; 
judges, Sheldon", Gould ing, Farrell, 
Dunton and MeDonough, Mr. Ells- 
worth gave the club a few points on 
parliamentary procedure and made it 
a present of a book of parliamentary 
law. 

After a stormy meeting the judges 
came in and gave a verdict of three for 
negative and two affirmative.

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A REMEMBERING TEACHER.

Dkak Epi ioks:— I am glad of the op- 
portunity* to write you a letter as a 
^former professor" of *>ld R, H. S., 
even though the lateness of my reply 
fails to indicate it. The heading of 
your paper with its three suggestive 
initials sounds pleasant to my cars and 
brings back to mind very pleasant 
memories of two years spent as a pupil 
in the school under the instruction of 
the now honored president of Straight 
University.. A mere entrance to the 
old room and glance at my class motto 
"nulla prm&tantia si tit lah&re" brings up 
like a flood the old faces and memories 
of the daily enjoyment of hard work 
that used to come there. 

The names of the editors suggest 
another pleasant current of memorv, 
that of an A grammar class making 
its appearance in the High School } one 
fall morning, the first A grammar class 
to enter upon that privilege; memories 
of meeting that class twice every day 
in civil government and book-keeping 

and then a blank 

Is it possible that that same A gram- 
mar class are to take leave of the old 
room in thi^new year of 1 89 1 , and 
add itself toJthe already large list of 
its alu nun / Nothing but a careful 
mathematical calculation of dates can 
demonstrate the truth of that idea to 
our mi ml.

*R . H . B. NOTKS. 
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KENILWORTH CASTLE. 

" ADMIRER.." 

Famous old castle of legend and 
story; scene of many a festal dance or 
cruel murder. What a rich store of 
ancient tales its moss-covered, rapidly 
crumbling walls could tell—tales of 
princes and kings; of nobles and 
ladies; of treason and martyrdom; of 
grandeur and poverty. How many 
times have its spacious halls resounded 
with reveling songs and joyous laugh- 
ter, or re-echoed the dying cries of some 
poor murdered unfortunate. How many 
moonlight promenades of courtly 
knights, loving lovers and plotting pol- 
iticians have been taken upon its mas- 
sive battlements— the centre around 
which history and tradition have woven 
so many fascinating facts and fables 
that we bow down in humble adoration 
to the grandest relic of the middle 
ages. 

The old castle— or rather the nfins 
of the old castle— is situated in War- 
wickshire, upon the banks of the Avon 
river, and near the centre of England. 
It is within a few miles of Shakespeare's 
birth place; and travelers in that sec- 
tion of the country would consider a 
journey incomplete unless tt included 
a visit to both the great poet's home 
and Kenilworth. 

The time of the founding of the cas- 
tle is not definitely known, but the 
finding of the name of Csesar upon 
the "keep" or citadel has been the 
occasion for the doubtful claim that it 
was built at the time of the second 
Roman invasion, 54 B. C., but histori- 
cal accounts uf the Roman movements 
seem to dispute that statement Again 
the theory is advanced that Kenilworth 
was creeled by Keuelph, the king of 
Mcrcia, and that the castle was narnra 



from htm ( but this is probably an ex- 
plosive idea and the true solution of 
the dispute will be likely to be found 
in the fact that during the reign of 
King Stephen many castles were il- 
legally built as strongholds of oppres- 
sion for the powerful nobles, and among 
these castles Kenilworth might have 
had its rise. But however disputed 
the point is as to the date of its founda- 
tion the fact remains evident that 
Kenilworth has been the stage upon 
which many a historical play has been 
acted. 

Early in its history Kenilworth was 
composed of but the outer 4 -keep" and 
its nearly adjacent castellated build- 
ings, but in the time of "Voquet," 
Henry I., during whose reign the cas- 
tle was owned by the warlike Clintons, 
the outer walls, which enclosed nearly 
seven acres, were erected. After the 
Clintons the next family of importance 
tp take possession of Kenilworth was 
the De Montfort family. Near here, 
in the war of the Barons, of whom the 
elder De Montfort was the leader, 
against Henry III., was fought the last 
battle, in which the Barons were de- 
feated and Earl Simon slain. And in 
this very castle the younger De Mont- 
fort was shut up by the royal forces 
while his lather's army was being de- 
feated. 

Here Edward II. was imprisoned by 
his rebellious queen and Roger Morti- 
mer, and here he was compelled to 
resign his crown in favor of his son, 
at that ridiculous meeting in which 
Sir William Trussel, the Speaker of the 
1 louse of Commons, formally renounced 
allegiance to him t thereby deposing the 
first king that was ever deposed by 
Parliament. 

After the De Montforts no impor- 
tant family had possession of Kenil- 
worth until the time of John of Gaunt, 
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the stiff old cavalier and uncle of Rich- 
ard II., who through all his life seemed 
to have one eye upon the crown while 
with the other he took in the beauties 
of nature; and right well did he en- 
deavor to improve those beauties by 
improving his castles, and especially 
Kenilworth. 

But when the Dudley family came 
into power in England,- Kenilworth, 
which was their chief castle, assumed 
the dignity well symbolic of its own- 
er's greatness. Magnificent indeed 
must have appeared the stately old pile 
of massive beauty when lit up from 
turret to foundation with the royal 
festal candles. Inside its rich hang- 
ings in tapestry, gilt, and red leather; 
its chairs and cushions of velvet, gold 
and rich embroideries; and its carpets 
of crimson velvets fringed with gold 
and silver lace must have been fur- 
nishings well fitted to adorn the pal- 
aces of royalty. But all this splendid 
stateliness is a thing of the past. The 
palace is in ruins, but the ruins, now 
in their dilapidated condition, prove 
an irresistible attraction to the sight- 
seer, the historical enthusiast, or in 
fact to any person interested in study- 
ing the old England in the 19th cen- 
tury* 

Grand old K en il worth, long may 
your ruins be the strong tie that binds 
our present to your past.

It seldom happens in the course of a 
nation's career that she is compelled 
to place the names of three of her most 
beloved public men upon the scroll of 
departed greatness within the narrow 
space of two short weeks. But by the 
deaths of William Windom, William T. 
Sherman and David D. Porter, the 
sombre, and yet glorious record, upon 
which the names of Washington, Lin- 
coln, Garfield and Grant are enshrined, 
is again opened and the rapidly in- 
creasing list of our past heroes is sadly 
swelled. 

In Secretary William Windom we 
lose one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, true hearted, steady nerved 
statesmen of the times. Not as a bril- 
liant orator, nor a man noted for his 
witty sayings or new inventions, but 
as 'a statesman of rare integrity of 
character and the soundest common 
sense, he easily took his place as one of 
the main pillars of the present govern- 
ment Twice secretary of the treas- 
ury under a republican administration, 
Mr. Windom withstood the pressure I 
of adverse criticisms and conflicting 
opinions as only a man of a strong, 
right-directed mind can do, and his 
sudden death leaves a vacancy in the 
President's cabinet well nigh impos- 
sible to be acceptably filled. 

The last of that famous triumvirate 
Of military heroes has departed with 
Gen, William Tecumseh Sherman, and 
the household names of Grant, Sher- 
man and Sheridan are but mementos 
of those three closely allied men who, 
in their country's need, stepped brave- 
ly forward and by their superior ability 
replaced her in the foremost rank of 



the great nations of the world. All 
honor to the sleeping leader whose 
steady purpose backed by his penetrat- 
ing perception, in accomplishing his 
nation *s salvation has, with his philan 
thropic friendliness to the unfortunate, 
won him a place in the hearts of the 
American people, who will long hold 
him in remembrance as one of the 
greatest contributors toward the preser- 
vation of this united country. 

The death of the third of this illus- 
trious trio, David D. Porter, brings 
forcibly to mind the naval scenes of the 
late civil war, when the impetuous com* 
modore won his fame and bombarded 
himself upon the very scroll of honor; 
and it was with heartfelt sorrow that 
his admiring countrymen received the 
sad news of his last fight, in which al- 
though defeated in the deathly battle, 
he rises a conqueror immortal in the 
love of his people.

THE FIRST "PUBLIC^ 

Or th« HU'Ji Schawl Debating Cluh if ell Attended and a 
ffmnd stiereM. The programme, * presentation mil 
noticeable points. 

The occasion to which the members 
I of the High School Debating Club have 
so anxiously been looking forward has 
at length passed and the 27 th of Feb- 
ruary will be placed upon the amials 
of the boy's club as the most auspicious 
day in its history. 

The day opened with a discouraging 
storm and threatening clouds, but by 
noon Mother Nature had sufficiently 
smoothed her ruffled and rumpled 
countenance as to condescend to beam 
forth in gorgeous splendor upon a glo- 
rious winter's d^y, and 2:00 p. m., the 
hour appointetrto open the exercises, 
found a goodly number of visitors 
awaiting the ushers 1 attention. 

The room was not decorated, but it 
was especially noticeable that the young 
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ladies of the school conceded the occa- 
sion of enough importance to attend in 
their Sunday best. 

At precisely 2 115 the president, J. II, 
Eggleston, called the meeting to order, 
and after roll-call and the reading of 
the minutes of the last meeting, intro- 
duced as the first speaker upon the 
literary programme Mr. Ernest Rus- 
sell, whose interpretation of the poem, 
'/The Birthday of Washington/' was 
especially pleasing. 

A piano solo, splendidly rendered by 
Mr. John M. Spaulding, next followed, 
and then the debate was announced. 

The question under consideration 
was ; 4i Resolved, That Washington 
was greater in war than in peace." 
Affirmative, Louis % Campbell and 
Halsey E. Poronto. Negative, L. Harry 
Stewart and James H. Goulding. 

In announcing the debate the presi- 
dent prefaced his remarks by saying 
that the supporters of the negative side 
labored under great disadvantages. 
Carl Hinsman, the leading debater 
upon that side having left school, 
Mr. Stewart had kindly consented to 
deliver his argument, and the illness 
of John Welch having prevented his 
being present, J. H. Goulding was to fill 
1 he vacancy and read Welch's paper. 

Campbell in the opening argument 
for the affirmative traced the genealogy 
of the Washington family, showing 
that by all ancestral indications Geo. 
Washington inherited a love for war 
and conflict. He further proved Wash- 
ington's possession of the leading re- 
quisite qualities of a great general, and 
went on to show the contrast between 
Washington and Napoleon, by which 
contrast the H Father of his Country >1 
was shown to be immeasurably supe- 
rior to the French tyrant. 

Stewart then followed as the leading 
negative debater He dwelt mainly 
upon the condition of the country 



before Washington's acceptance of the 
presidency as contrasted with its im- 
proved condition upon his retirement 
from office. ' He claimed that there 
was no disputing the statement that 
Washington was great :is a warrior, 
but that his superior ability as a states- 
man was plainly marked, and illustrat- 
ed his claims by stating several exam- 
ples of the "great statesman's states- 
manship." 

Poronto for the affirm a tive opened 
his arguments by satirizing the oppo- 
sition's method of debate. He further 
stated that if Washington had not been 
great in war his name would not have 
been known to half a dozen persons of 
this generation, and to them only as 
the name of the man who wrote such 
long letters and whose wife's name was 
Martha, closing the affirmative side 
of the debate by reciting a comical 
poem and quoting from Headley that 
comparing Washington with C-esar, 
Alexander or Napoleon was an injus- 
tice. 

Goulding, as the substitute for Welch, 
read the latter's paper, from which it 
was gleaned that Washington was un- 
doubtedly greater as a statesman than 
as a warrior. One especially good 
argument was introduced to the effect 
that if Washington had abandoned the 
country after the war, our enjoyment 
of the present national advantages 
would have been an impossibility. 
The negative side then closed its 
arguments with "I think you will agree 
with me that Washington was greater 
in peace than in war. " 

This closed the debate, and follow- 
ing a brief summary of the affirmative 
and negative arguments by Fritz Burn- 
ham, the judges, Davis, Jenne, Peabody 
and Pratt of *8 9 , left the room. Dur- 
ing their absence, P. F. McDonough 
delivered a declamation, and then Mr. 
Ellsworth, in a neat presentation 
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speech, presented the club with an ele- 
gant gavel. 

The decision of the judges, " two 
for and two against/' was received, 
and a most enjoyable programme 
closed with the singing of 1 America " 
by the school. 

The meeting was in every sense a 
success, and the club may well con- 
gratulate itself upon such an auspi- 
cious first ' k Public/'

lation to learn that Vermont's sons 
and daughters do not forget their na- 
tivity even among strangers, and that 
our grand old state's reputation for 
loyalty is well sustained by her absent 
children. 



SACRIFICING CHARACTER TO THEORY. 

Htj nd so the Free Library is to be 
used as a cannon ball to be hurled 
upon the Sunday saloons. Verily, it 
would seem that the poor Library is to 
suffer more than its share of persecu- 
tion. But it is claimed that an open 
Sunday Library will act as a magnet 
to draw the saloon frequenter from 
the worship of his t or somebody else's, 
bottle to the worship of the Goddess 
of Knowledge. Well, folks nowadays 
can claim almost anything; those west- 
ern Indians claim the world, but that 
don't give it them ; and those progres- 
sive democrats claim that they are 
going to elect the next President, 
nevertheless that don't make the possi- 
bility by any means certain. 



Where the benefit is to come in, from 
degrading the Library to* the level of a 
common saloon, does not plainly ap- 
pear, for even if wc did grant that the 
Library should open its rooms upon 
Sunday it should be remembered that 
the adorer of a whiskey flask is not, as 
a general thing, the adorer of liter- 
ature; and even if the Bacchus wor- 
shiper did happen to drop in the open 
rooms and look over a few books he 
would be certain to afterward proceed 
serenely upon his voyage, saloon- ward, 
with a greatly sharpened appetite for 
spiritual refreshment (not of the aqua 
regia order).

r^r certainly has an enterprising or- 
ganization, and one of which she may 
well be proud. The latest of its many 
and often successful plans for the im- 
provement of the Marble City is to 
draw attention to Rutland's superior 
locality, drives, scenery and educational 
and railroad facilities, with the idea of 
making our city one of the most deserv- 
ingly popular pleasure resorts in the 
country. 

It is to be hoped that Rutland's citi- 
zens will second the efforts of her 
Board of Trade and by earnest co- 
operation help make its plans truly 
successful. The nature-given advan- 
tages possessed by our city are alone 
sufficient to make her the "Saratoga 



of Vermont, and with a little artificial 
aid will place her upon a par with 
White Mountains or Adirondack re- 
sorts. 

You say that such talk is absurd, but 
we speak from experience, We have 
endeavored to be comfortable perched 
upon a four-horse stage coach, driving 
along a sandy (three feet deep) Adiron- 
dack road, seated in a seat built for 
three persons but containing six; and 
of those six two were the biggest 
women you ever saw, and it w r as just 
our luck to sit between them, while in 
the rear an old Dutchman seemed to 
take great pleasure in using our coat 
collar for a foot rest; and our agonies 
were somewhat increased by sitting 
behind an enormous umbrella with 
especially long ribs, and those same 
ribs seemed to be very seriously given 
to poking us in the eye, to keep us 
awake, we suppose. But to tell the 
truth, we did'nt want co go to sleep — 
we could'nt — for as if our cup of afflic- 
tion was not full, the thermometer stood 
95 ° in the shade, and every time the 
stage struck a hummock, in the by no 
means smooth road, those two fat 
women came against us on either side 
with sufficient force to make us think 
that we was the latest edition of some 
seventeenth century inquisition candi* 
date. Pleasure in the Adirondacks! 
Well, may be, but it wasn't there when 
we were. Common sense will teach 
that people want a vacation in the 
easiest accessible place, and not one 
person in fifty cares to commit moral 
and physical suicide before reaching 
the scene of his recreatious T provided 
that he cjjugain the same pleasure at 
some more easily reached resort. 

Let us then, as admirers of Rutland, 
look after those forty-nine and let the 
one go if he w r ants (he's probably the 
black sheep any how), and by a united 
effort second the work of the Board of 



Trade. Granted that if the outside 
people only knew of Rutland's beauties 
they would come here and enjoy it, 
it beoomes our duty to help make that 
beauty known, and all should aid in 
well circulating and advertising the 
coming illustrated extra of the Herald. 

It may seem absurd to you old heads 
to hear us young folks talk, but if help 
is needed, in which enthusiasm is 
an essential, why call on the R. H. S. 
and we will gladly ride on the front 
seat with the driver in the wagon of 
local improvement. 

1791. VERMONT. 1891. 

One hundred years ago there was 
great rejoicing among the Green Moun- 
tains, the whole colony was having a 
holiday, and the very atmosphere was 
alive with that j^y which comes to the 
victor after a long and desperate strug- 
gle. I do not need to tell you that the 
cause of this rejoicing resulted from 
the fact that the sister States after a 
great deal of quarreling, parley and 
nonsense, had finally concluded that 
the little parcel of land among the 
mountains was worthy of the recogni- 
tion of "the thirteen" and had extended 
the hand of sisterly greeting, though I 
imagine they did so a little reluctantly. 
Now it may seem strange that the 
other States were not anxious to en- 
large the "Union" by the addition of 
this colony, and to get at the bottom 
of the trouble we shall have to go back 
quite a little in the State's history. 

The first white man to enter Ver- 
mont, at least as far as we know, was 
Champlain, who in 1609 discovered the 
lake now bearing his name/ and ex* 
plored a portion ^of western Vermont. 
Nearly sixty years later, the French 
built forts along the Richelieu river 
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and one, *'Fo*rt St Anne/' on Isle La 
Motte, this being the first point occu- 
pied by white men in Vermont. The 
first real settlement, however, was 
made in 1724 by the erection of Fort 
Dummer near the present site of Brat- 
tleboro, which was then supposed to 
be in Massachusetts. From this fort 
and from Charlestown, N. H f , troops 
were sent against the French in the 
war of 1745, and the fertile lands along 
the upper Connecticut, the Winooski 
and Otter Creek attracted their atten- 
tion to such an extent that the people 
began to immigrate to these regions 
about 1760, and at the end of eight 
years, one hundred and thirty-eight 
townships had been granted within the 
present limits of the state, by Governor 
Went worth of New Hampshire, wM 
claimed the jurisdiction and fee of the 
, soil by virtue of the " New Hampshire 
Grants," by which name this country 
was known. 

In 1763, the trouble which lasted so 
long was brought about by a proclama- 
tion issued by the Governor of New 
York, in which he claimed the terri- 
tory under the grants which Charles II. 
had made to James, Duke of York, and 
ordered the sheriff to make returns of 
the names of those who had settled 
west of the Connecticut river under 
grants from New Hampshire. Gover- 
nor Went worth lost no time in issuing 
a counter proclamation declaring these 
claims void, and maintaining the legal 
authority of New Hampshire. New 
York then appealed to the King, who 
gave her power over the land as far as 
the Connecticut river, and attempted 
to dispossess the settlers of their lands. 

But the patriotic leaders of the col- 
ony could no longer suppress their in- 
dignation, the people broke forth in 
fury and bravely resisted under the 
leadership of Ethan Ellen, Seth War* 
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tier and others. In 1774, Governor 
Try on of New York issued a proclama- 
tion commanding Allen, Warner and 
several others to surrender themselves 
within thirty days under the penalty 
of the conviction for felony and death. 
The leaders retorted by offering a re- 
ward for the apprehension of the At- 
torney General of New York, 

But in 1776, the outbreak of the 
Revolution for a short time suspended 
this controversy. During the year 
the colonists petitioned the Provincial 
Congress, then in session at Philadel- 
phia, for admittance into the confed- 
eracy, but New York opposed and they 
withdrew. The following year Ver- 
mont declared her independence and 
again asked to be admitted; again Con- 
gress hesitated and the people became 
more indignant. 

Meantime the British Generals en- 
deavored to induce Vermont to swear 
allegiance to the mother country. 
Aware of the importance of gaining 
time, and avoiding the troubles which 
would follow a bold decision in favor 
of Congress, which had twice repulsed 
them, Ira Allen, with the help of 
others, kept the British officers in- 
active until the theater of the war was 
changed. 

In 1781, Congress offered to admit 
Vermont with a considerable curtail- 
ment of her boundaries; but the people 
refused to come in on such terms, and 
for nine years longer remained outside 
the " Union/* In 1790, New York re- 
vived the old question and offered to 
relinquish all claims over the State on 
the payment of $30,000; to this Ver- 
mont agreed, and in 1791 was admitted, 
being the first addition since the union 
of the ** thirteen original States/ 1 

But, though not one of the confeder- 
ated colonies and having no voice in 
their councils, the "Green Mountain 



Boys *' had distinguished themselves 
during the Revolution in some of the 
hardest fought battles and most suc- 
cessful expeditions of the whole war. 

And now Vermont stands at the be- 
ginning of her second century, and 
well may she look back with pride on 
her first one hundred years as a State. 
May there be as few blemishes in the 
future as there have been in past ; and 
as long as the "stars and stripes" shall 
wave, may she have peace and pros- 
perity, k. v. H. 



PELEG R. KENDALL. 

For the past year or more Mr. Ken- 
dall has been suffering from ill health, 
but it was not until last Saturday that 
he was confined to the house, and even 
then the sickness was not deemed 
serious enough to cause anxiety. 

Peleg Redfield Kendall was born in 
Coventry, November 24, 1848. His 
father was a physician. During the 
war he was a member of Co. L, First 
Vermont Artillery, being the young- 
est soldier in the regiment, and at the 
close of the war he entered Dartmouth 
college and graduated in the class of 
'71. He studied law and after prac- 
ticing in several parts of the State he 
removed to Rutland in 1874. 

As a lawyer, Mr. Kendall was emi- 
nently successful, and in "84 was elected 
to the office of State's attorney. He 
held many positions of honor and trust 
in this city, being an influential mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, but was 
not the treasurer. 1 

As a s^J*Mar, Mr. Kendall particu- 
larly excelled in the classics and was 
a grand student in ancient literature* 
He was especially interested in the 
High School and its work. As a gen- 
tleman he was possessed of all the 
characteristics and instincts of a man 
of honor; as a neighbor and friend he 
was kind, sympathetic and true hearted. 
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By his death the Grand Army loses 
one of its most enthusiastic and loyal 
workers, Mr. Kendall was always in- 
terested in the post's charitable benefits 
and contributed largely of his pecuni- 
ary means to their support. 

No tribute from the students of the 
R« H. S. can express their symyathy 
with the afflicted family nor their sor- 
row at his untimely death. 



LELA B. SANFORD. 

When it was announced that the 
angel of death had descended into our 
midst, that Lela B. Sanford was dead, 
it almost seemed that we could not 
reconcile ourselves to the sad news. 
Ouiet and cheerful in manner, orderly 
and studious in habits, kind, not 
thoughtful of self, she had won the 
affection and respect of teaeh6rs and 
pupils alike, While we bow our 
heads in reverent submission to the 
divine will, we cannot help asking why 
this affliction should be necessary. 
Our hearts go out in sympathy to her 
parents and friends. We know that 
we shall all be better for having known 
and associated with her; she has left 
us the model of a conscientious, Chris- 
tian character. The memory of her 
shall ever inspire us to better thoughts, 
to a purer life, to be more kind, more 
earnest, more exemplary in all our acts.

Kthk recent banquet of the Araeri* 
fxfa can Authors' Copyright League in 
celebration of the passage of the inter- 
national copyright bill was an occasion 
of marked significance, not only be- 
cause of the meeting of so many of the 
most prominent writers of America, 



but because of the emphasis which their 
meeting adds to the expressions of ap- 
proval which have followed the act, 
perhaps the most important one, of 
the late national legislature. 

While it is true that literary men 
are the persons most directly inter* 
ested in the copyright law, it is also a 
t'ajt that the people in general will 
feel its effects and heartily indorse the 
action of the club in supporting 
measure which, at the outset, was 
looked upon by casual observers as an 
act of oppression. It is natural for 
persons in prominent positions to ap- 
pear modest and unassuming, and it 
was noticeable that there seemed to be 
a singular disinclination upon the part 
of the club's members to take any 
credit for aiding in the passage of the 
much opposed bill, but the fact that 
the members of the club, individually 
and as a whole, deserve praise for their 
strong supporting work, is not lost 
upon the American people. 

A PUBLIC PARK 

Xr t begins to look as though Rutland 
Jjjgj would have a public park within 
the course of a century or so. The late 
legislative action has decidedly bright- 
ened up affairs, but it is to be hoped 
tint the scheme will not, like the tra- 
ditional bubble, burst from too hard 
and rough handling. 

From the very nature of a public 
park act we must see that the poor 
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thing won't stand too much debating 
and opposition hauling, and its natur- 
ally weak constitution will be easily 
broken and the short lived creature 
be compelled to give up the ghost and 
leave this world of fighting, tugging, 
cranky individuals for a more con- 
genial, peaceful dime. But there is 
plenty of time to consider the matter, 
and no doubt need exist that, if Rut- 
land will only work in the right spirit, 
there will be a public park in the Mar- 
ble City ere another winter passes o'er 
our heads. 



THE COLLEGE GRADUATE IN JOURNALISM 

f late ' years there has been con- 
siderable, perhaps too much, dis- 
cussion upon the merits of the collegi- 
ate course as applied to the actual busi- 
ness life. While it is with no idea of 
clearing up the much discussed ques- 
tion that we attempt to write upon a 
few of its phases, nevertheless we may 
inadvertently add the last straw to the 
already heavy load which the opposers 
of the question are now bearing, and 
in that last straw, small though it be, 
help to break the strength of the oppo- 
nents. 

It will be readily granted that there 
seem at first thought to be many oc- 
cupations in which the college gradu- 
ate will appear to be an unnecessary 
appendage, but a little sober reflect ion 
will effectually brighten up the subject 
and enable the (at first) casual observer 
to see the fallacy of his position. In 
all grades of business life intelligence 
is at a premium against ignorance, and 
naturally the best educated applicant, 
provided he is sustained by a good 
reputation, will in nine cases out of 
ten receive the boon. If it is true 
that a man who has received a good 
education can lay out a ditch better 
than the common day laborer, then the 



same rule also will hold true in the 
higher professions, and especially in 
the practice of journalism. 

An article touching upon this sub- 
ject recently appeared in one of the 
leading magazines, the writer taking 
the ground that of all " horned cat- 
tle in a newspaper office, the college 
graduate is the worst, " Theoretically 
the article may seem well based, but 
practically it is a misnomer and to prove 
the statement resource might be had 
to every -day occurrences in the jour- 
nalistic field. Suppose that a vacancy 
should occur upon one of our leading 
city papers and two candidates should 
present themselves for the position, 
Suppose these candidates were evenly 
matched in natural literary gifts and 
were equally interesting writers. But 
suppose one of these applicants were a 
college graduate and by reason of his 
college experience was able to speak 
German and French tolerably well, 
while the other candidate had but a 
common school education. There is 
no doubt that of the two candidates 
the college man would be chosen. 

While it would be absurd to claim 
that all men who attend a college could 
be made into philosophers of the first 
rank, it would be more utterly absurd 
to claim that their condition could not 
be improved, for even a long-eared 
quadruped with an inkling of college 
teaching would be able r.o wield his de- 
fensive extremities with more grace, 
ease and effect than his more unfor- 
tunate brother who had never brayed 
before the classic deors of some famous 
university of learning*

We infer that there must 
have been some kind 14 liquid edifier" 
present, for we are told in plain Eng- 
lish that they had a "grand time," 
and a " grand time" in New York is 
always interpreted to mean a reason- 
able quantity of weak wine topped by 
an unreasonable quantity of pure alco- 
hol, But we suppose that these metro- 
politan newspaper celebrators w r ere 
only following the way of the world 
and we do not wish to discourage the 
progress of the little sheet by seeming 
ip withhold our congratulations, so 
here you have them; Boys, you have 
done well, and the Notes magnilo- 
quently 1 wishes your diminutive paper 
a happy future. 

LOYALTY IN THE SCHOOL 

Loyalty in school; this is something 
which should be stamped upon the 
conscience of every well meaning and 
progressive student who attends a high 
school. How different is the lot of the 
scholar of to-day from that of our 
fathers. In those days schools were 
governed by physical suasion"; in 
our time by 4i moral suasion." With 
schools as with everything, we find the 
beginning maintained by physical 



strength. 'They firmly believed in 
Solomon's much perverted maxim; 
ik Spare the rod and spoil the child." 
Men of especial strength were hired to 
teach the schools, who were not ad- 
verse to using their muscle at every 
real or imaginary provocation. 

Each delinquent was given a good 
thrashing, or was made to do some- 
thing which was a very creditable im- 
itation of the tortures imposed by the 
Inquisition. Stories are often related 
in which the whole school arose against 
the tyrant and deposed him from his 
throne. In fact there is a great simi- 
larity between the government of a 
school and that of a country. The 
highest form of civil government is a 
republic ; this is true in a school. Both 
varieties of government have reached 
about the same degree of perfection- 
Scholars of to-day have privileges of 
which their fathers never dreamed. 
Indeed scholars are taught to govern 
themselves. A person begins at a very 
early age to distinguish the difference 
between right and wrong. Therefore 
at the age at which he enters a high 
school he is a capable judge of his own 
actions, and those of others; conse- 
quently he has all the requisites neces- 
sary to govern himself. A man in or- 
der to become a capable citizen of a 
republic must have arrived at a cer- 
tain" age, and ought to have acquired a 
certain amount of knowledge. We all 
want to become capable citizens, and 
in our school life should go far toward 
accomplishing that object. The 
strength of character which is put to 
the test in the schoolroom is no mean 
estimate of a person's individuality 
and his position in after life. If he 
gets into the habit of being loyal to 
his teacher and his school, this loyalty 
is very liable to be transferred to his 
business and his friends in after life.

Our school lire is but the preparation 
for along journey, and the habits ac- 
quired in T .he school house will affect 
our interests and those of our friends. 
The millenium in school government 
is not reached yet by any means, but 
is a great deal nearer to-day than jt 
ever has been before. What feeling 
could be more gratifying to a person 
than that which arises from the con- 
sciousness of having been loyal to a 
cause which he knows is good? 

I am familiar with a saying with 
which you perhaps are not; in spite of 
its peculiarity it is very good advice: 
4i Don't be bashful in a good cause/' 
I am sure that there is not a scholar in 
the R. H. S. who, if the chance was 
given him, would not vote for a purely 
republican form of government; one 
by the pupils and for the pupils. Any 
arrangement in order to be a success 
must receive the support of the whole 
school, as true success is never gained 
by half-hearted work. We all remem- 
ber Mr. Wilson's "Roman Candle" 
scholar, and I don't think any of us 
want to be like htm. Then let us be 
loyal and loyal in every sense of the 
word, I am sure we will never re- 
gret it, 

PH1NEAS TAYLOR BARNUM- 

To everv recreation lover, old or 
young, in this wide world the name of 
Barnum has been a sweet sounding 
word indicative of future or past pleas- 
ure; and the simple announcement that 
41 Barnum is coming" has been a sine 
stimulant to push on the lagging ener- 
gies of the small boy and been the 
cause of his putting forth strenuous 
efforts that he might with his hard- 
earned quarter go to the circus. The 
recent death of the great showman has 
caused a pang of regret in many a 
youthful breast ; and memories of the 
pleasures and trials incident to a visit 



to "Barnum/' with its menageries, 
three-ringed exhibitions, side shows 
and peanut venders, have made sad 
many a country youth's heart and 
caused his likewise country maiden to 
shed bitter tears, 

P. T. Barnum was born in Bethel, 
Conn,, July 5, 1810. His father was 
a tailor, a farmer and sometimes a 
tavern-keeper, and the youthful Phin- 
cas alternated between running er- 
rands, playing farmer and going to 
school, He early showed him sell as 
a youthful financier and his pocket- 
book swelled with li four-pences." 
earned riding horses, leading ox teams 
and selling molasses candy, ginger- 
bread, cookies and cherry nun. 

After a short experience as a country 
clerk, which experience was somewhat 
enlivened by a visit to New York, 
where he displayed considerable abili- 
ty in swapping his spare clothes for 
sundry rolls of metropolitan molasses 
candy, the death of his father caused 
a change in the family plans and Phin- 
eas, then fifteen years of age, went to 
Grassy Plain and secured a position in 
a small grocery story. 

It was about this time that the young 
Phi n eas distinguished himself by fall- 
ing head over heels in love; and his 
own story of his first meeting with 
Miss Charity Hallctt, who afterwards 
became his wife, is a st range mixture 
of humorous and pathetic w T ords in- 
termingled with the displays of thun- 
der and lightning incident to a stormy 
night in the country. 

During the next three years nothing 
of note occurs in the life of young 
Phineas until in 1820 he concludes to 
upset the monotony of affairs by 
ting married, after which he settled 
down to the quiet business of a book- 
agent, store proprietor and amateur 
lawyer. 
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In 183^ as he states it, circum- 
stances partly religious and partly 
political/' led him into the newspaper 
business and he published the first 
number of his own paper, The Herald 
0 f Freedom, in October But youthful 
impetuosity resulted in several suits 
for libel, and in one he was sentenced 
to imprisonment in the common jail. 
However, this imprisonment did not 
depress his spirits, and upon his emerg- 
ing from the jail he received a public 
ovation and found himself famous. 

In 1835 the subject of our sketch 
found his vocation. He bought out an 
interest in a 41 remarkable negro wo- 
man" who was claimed to be the nurse 
of George Washington. From this he 
rapidly went from one feature to an* 
other, now traveling with a small cir- 
cus, in the South and living upon rye 
bread and sour butter, or exhibiting 
some " great freak of nature" in the 
prominent cities. In 1841 he came 
into possession of the American Muse- 
um of New York, and from that time 
his progress toward fame was steady. 
By strict economy he paid for the mu- 1 
scum within twelve months. 

From the minute that Barnum came 
into complete possession of the Ameri- 
can Museum his success was assured, 
and before long he began to reach out 
after new attractions, and after exhib- 
iting them for a time in the city would 
send them out over the country and 
thus in time built up the -Teat travel 
ing show so famous of late years. Nor 
were his efforts confined to the show 
business in its low interpretation alone. 
11 is higher ventures proved entirely 
successful and the " Swedish Night- 
ingale/* 4 4 Gen, Tom Thumb/' and a 
host of public singers, speakers and 
lecturers owe their success to P. T. 
Barnum. 

In his home life Mr, Barnum was 



kind, pleasant and full of energy, al- 
though his love of practical jokes made 
him at times a partially unsafe com- 
pan ion. 

Of late years Mr, Barnum has re- 
sided at his pleasant home in Bridge- 
port, and it has been with true pride 
that he could look back upon a life of 
toil; a life that was a medley of pri- 
vate, public and political efforts, but 
nevertheless a life which was noted for 
its honesty, its true hearted gifts and 
fitly crowned in his last years by 
abundant wealth, a united family and 
numerous friends.

AMHERST 

This year brings to Amherst College 
her 70th anniversary. Although there 
are probably 25 colleges and universi- 
ties in this country which date their 
foundation prior to that of Amherst, 
yet she has to-day reached a position 
attained by very few collegiate insti- 
tutions. Nearly every college man, 
and college woman, too, becomes more 
or less egotistical when speaking of his 
or her college, and unless one makes 
due allowance, one is almost convinced 
there can exist a hundred wonderful 
institutions of learning, each one of 
them * 4 the best in the world." 

But honestly, now, Amherst is situ- 
ated among very picturesque scenery, 
and has, perhaps, as delightful envi- 
ronments as any college in America. 
Many men claim that the true college 
life cannot be found in the heart of a 
large city, as Columbia is situated, or 
at the country cross-roads, as in the 
case of Dartmouth. The beautiful, 
quiet town of Amherst, with its 5,000 
inhabitants, lies in the beautiful val- 
tey of the Connecticut, upon the foot- 
hills leading up to the Holyoke range. 
Amherst College is indeed a college 
set upon a hill, and from the chapel 
tower a vast panorama, 25 miles long 
and 15 broad, is spread out before the 
charmed visitor. For three score and 
ten years this hill top has sent forth 
broad rays of educational light. 

Amherst was the home of Noah Web- 
ster while he was preparing his famous 
dictionary, and as president of the first 
board of trustees of Amherst College 
he did much toward shaping the des- 
tiny of the institution. At first Har- 
vard objected to the founding of the col- 
lege, and Legislatures delayed the 
matter for several years. But in spite 
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of this opposition, strong-minded men 
were determined to carry out their 
purpose. The college opened up with 
four men in the faculty and 59 students. 
To-day there are nearly 40 in the facul- 
ty, and 350 students in attendance. 
Co-education was tried at first, but 
that attraction was soon dropped. Still 
we have Smith College, at Northamp- 
ton, only six miles away, with her six 
hundred women; and Mt. Hulvoke 
College, with her three hundred, is 
only nine mijes distant. So college 
girls are at least within calling dis- 
tance. 

Amherst College has been especially 
favored with remarkable presidents. 
Ex-President Julius H. Seelye last au- 
tumn closed a most prosperous term of 
fourteen years, being obliged to retire 
on account of his failing health. Dr. 
Merrill E. Gates, formerly president 
of Rutgers College, entered upon the 
duties of president Oct. 27, 1890. 
President Gates is rather a young man, 
but has already proven himself in 
every way to be a most gifted scholar, 
with wonderfully strong executive 
ability. Under the administration of 
President Gates, Amherst College can 
not help but retain and even raise the 
high standard she has always main, 
tained. 

We have many renowned doctors of 
learning and noted professors among 
the faculty. Dr. W, S, Tyler, the 
Williston professor of the Greek lan- 
guage, although over 80 years of age 
and for 55 years actively connected 
with the college, still conducts Greek 
recitations in a vigorous manner. Dr. 
Genung, who has the professorship of 
Rhetoric, is the author of Genung's 
Rhetoric, which has become such a 
renowned work. 

The buildings connected with the 
college, with the exception of two ante- 
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diluvian dormitories, which will be 
torn down shortly, are fine structures 
and admirably suited to their purpose. 
Walker Hall is an imposing granite 
building which cost about $130,000. 
This is used for a recitation and lec- 
ture building, Williston Hall, a large 
brick building, contains the labora- 
tories, and here are good facilities for 
individual work. A spacious stone li- 
brary building is one of the best fea- 
tures of the college. Here, in posi- 
tively fire-proof rooms, are found some 
55,000 volumes. In the porch of this 
building is found a collection of slabs 
sculptured in the style of the Assyrian 
art, about 900 B. C, which were ob- 
tained from the palace walls of Sardan- 
apalus at Nimroud. In the front of this 
building is the reading-room, which is 
very large and well lighted, and fitted 
up in an attractive manner. Free ac- 
cess is allowed the students to the 
shelves, and in this way they can be- 
come acquainted with the real use of a 
library, and a knowledge gained which 
could not be had in any other way. 
This* department is under the care of 
two efficient librarians. Too much 
cannot be said of this library, and it 
has proven to be the most valuable re- 
treat for the student for careful study. 
No live institution can afford to be 
without a well equipped library— one 
adapted to all kinds of college work. 

The college church is one of the fine 
edifices. Here, the students, under a 
compulsory system, gather on Sundays 
for morning worship and vespers. The 
faculty, with their families and many 
of the students, constitute the mem- 
bership. A resident pastor is employed 
and at present he is also the professor 
of Biblical literature. A flourishing 
Y. M. C. A. is doing much good. A 
missionary in the foreign field is sup- 
ported, and it is through the influence 
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of Amherst College that Mr. S. M. j 
Say ford is doing Christian work among j 
the colleges of our land, Amherst has 
graduated over 8,300 students, and of 
this number one-third have entered 
the Christian ministry. 

We have a most excellent gymna- 
sium, which is very commodious and 
contains almost every known appliance 
for the development of any muscle in 
the body. This building contains 
many baths, a bowling alley, sparring 
room, billiard room, and a fine base*! 
ball cage, where the teams can prac- 
tice in cold weather. This Pratt gym- 
nasium with its splendid advantages 
is the most popular resort for all stu-I 
dents. An endowed professorship of 
hygiene and physical education is the 
feature of this department, and, with 
two physicians in attendance, thei 
physical education is by no means neg- 
lected at Amherst. The trustees 
recognize the fact that a man must be 
developed physically as well as men- 
tally and morally. Gymnastic exer- 
cises are compulsory for all students. 
Every man upon entering college, and 
twice thereafter, is minutely examined 
as to his strength and physical condi- 
tion, and advice is given as to the best 
course of taking exercise. Careful 
statistics are preserved, and it has been , 
proven that, contrary to the general j 
opinion of the outside world regardingj 
the health of students, at Amherst, at 
least, the Senior is in better health 
than when a Junior, or when he en- 
tered. This is not a whimsical idea, 
but a solid fact. Outdoor athletics and 
sports are not only recommended but 
encouraged by the faculty. The trus- 
tees of Amherst rejoice as much o*er 
a base-ball victory as do the under- 
graduates. This is certainly as it 
should be. That college whose stu- 
dents are mighty in sinew, strong of 
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gmsde as well as of mind, and have a 
w iU to use that power aright in an en- 
thusiastic manner— that college will be 
the live, wide-awake institution; not a 
place where book- worms are manufac- 
tured, but where well-rounded men 
are influenced to study with manifold 
purpose. 

Amherst has obtained a high reputa- 
tion in all kinds of athletics. In base- 
ball and general athletics we obtained 
Erst place in 1890 over all New Eng- 
land colleges excepting Yale and Har- 
vard. In i<S/2 Amherst won the famous 
boat race over the Inst two universities. 
But as the Connecticut River is four 
mites away, boating had to be given 
'tip. Great interest is taken in all ath- 
letics by all the men of the college. 
Money is of course given freely, yet 
this would amount to very little if it 
was not for the fact that the personal 
interest and encouragement of every 
man is given. Let us look at another 
torn) of nthleties. Class rushes are in- 
dulged in occasionally between the 
Sophomore and Freshman classes. 
Thes e are not as rough as generally sup- 
posed, and under the supervision of 
tipper classmen, prove quite harmless. 

As the town of Amherst is consider* 
ably smaller than Rutland, the college 
and student life is something quite un- 
known in the latter place. Here the 
students rule the town and defy the 
authorities. There is only one officer 
of the "copper type" here. It would 
shock the good people, of the Marble 
City if they were to attend the theater 
in "cultured" Amherst and behold 
with what alacrity and precision the 
students join in with the performers 
when some stale tune is struck up t or 
when, between acts, college yells and 
songs are given for the benefit of the 
terrified show people. 

The Amherst system of self govern- 



ment has become quite famous, and 
many colleges are rapidly following 
the example set them. By this system 
the students are directly interested in 
the affairs qf government in the col- 
lege, in so far that when any trouble 
occurs among the students, individual- 
ly or collectively, the college senate is 
called into session. This senate, thus 
acting as a medium between faculty 
and students, is composed of ten men, 
elected by the classes, and the presi- 
dent of the college. This system has 
proved very successful. 

Amherst is probably as near an ideal 
fraternity college as one could expect 
to exist. Here nearly 80 per cent of 
the students are members of one of 
the nine national secret societies rep* 
resented at Amherst. There is also not 
the least opposition between society 
and n on -society men. 

Each one of the societies is the pos- 
sessor of a beautiful home or chapter 
house. As President Seelye once said, 
"The rivalry between the societies is a 
healthy one, and is conducted openly 
and in a manly way ; and these socie- 
ties certainly give gladness and re- 
freshment to our college life at Am- 
herst." 

There are two incidental but yet im- 
portant w r ays in which Amherst and 
all Eastern colleges surpass their sis- 
ters in the West: First, in the daily 
and constant recognition of the colleges 
by the daily newspapers of our large 
cities, through regular correspondents 
from the college. In this way not only 
are the graduates kept acquainted with 
college doings, but those not especially 
interested can come more easily into 
sympathy with the college life. Second- 
ly, by the local alumni associations, 
formed all over the country. Amherst 
has nine such associations situated in 
many of the large cities in the East, 
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West and even on the Pacific slope. 
These societies with their regular or- 
ganization hold their annual banquet 
in midwinter and plan for the future 
good of their Alma Mater. This by 
no means detracts from the attendance 
or enthusiasm at commencement.

DIPLOMATIC RESERVE. 



4 *In this country there is no occasion 
or excuse for secrecy in anything the 
government does, and 1 diplomatic re- 
serve 1 is as absurdly out of place as 
that other solemn sham, the 'dignity of 
the Senate/ This is the people's

In many cases there is no need of 
14 diplomatic reserve," and an official 
secret should be the people's secret. 
There are certain instances, however, 
where a lack of "diplomatic reserve" 
would tend to injure the country or 
checkmate its most important moves. 
In this Chilian trouble a broadcast 
statement of the intended movements 
of the United States government or a 
publication of the sealed orders sent 
the Charleston, ordering a pursuit of 



the Itata, would have tended to make 
that pursuit entirely hopeless, as it 
would have given the insurgents a very 
important inkling into the true state 
of affairs and enabled them to have 
taken steps toward preventing the 
I nited vStates accomplishing its ob- 
jects. As the affair turned out the in- 
surgent vessel was not captured by the 
Charleston, but the truth of the possi- 
bilities remains all the same. 

It will, of course, be admitted that 
the people should know the actions 
of their officials, but it does not neces- 
sarily follow that the information 
should be given out in cases where a 
public secret is a public evil. The 
government officials are the public ser- 
vants, and from their positions are bet- 
ter judges of proper actions than the 
public at large.

KESS^th this number the R. H. S. Notes 
•pf,\L, closes its second volume. For 
two years its existence has been a sort 
of probation, as it were: a new factor 
in the school work, the success of 
which was unassured. But it is to be 
hoped that period of probation is past. 
Certain tt is that the Notes has gained 
a niche of its own in our school which 
will be unsightly and unpleasant in its 
emptiness should the paper be discon- 
tinued. 

From the moment of its foundation^ 
with W, B. Baldwin as controlling 
genius and originator, the Notes has 
aimed to be the organ of the school. 
And wc think it has succeeded. It 
has not been as large a paper as 
some of its exchanges, but the matter 
printed in its columns has been fresh, 
readable and entirely original, al- 
though at times crude and unpolished. 
The management from the first has 
aimed to exclude 1 4 clippings 11 and ex- 
tracts from its make up, and the result 
has been a paper that is of more practi- 
cal benefit and utility than a journal 
made up wholly or in part of matter 
taken from other papers could possibly 
be. It is a matter for congratulation 
that the Notes of the past has attained 
so high a standard in the critical scale 
of school journalism. But while in 
this, the last issue of volume II, we old 
scribes lay down the peaceful quill and 
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applaud the success of the Notes in the 
past we add to that applause a hearty 
wish and belief that the Notes of the 
future will be more distinctly the organ 
and pride of the Rutland High School 
than ever before; that it may in- 
crease in size and worthiness; and 
that it may be so loyally supported 
by the student body that it will take 
its place in the front rank of school 
papers, 

SfStefEJ^! The class of '91 has taken its 
r*)s leap intn the ethereal regions of 
the future in befitting style. Its last 
rocket has been discharged and by the 
falling sparks of "gold and white/' 
the graduates stood illumined in sim- 
ple radiance. The radiance of reflec- 
tion from duties well performed, and 
courses of study honestly completed. 
The * 'sweet girl" and 1 'noble boy" 
-rat] nates <>f \,i have been applauded 
for the last time. But the sweetness 
of girls will always remain as truthful 
tradition, while the nobleness of the 
boys will ever be found on the page of 
recorded greatness. 

In the reaction of darkness that will 
follow the clearing away of the smoke 
from the graduating exercises of 1891, 
it will be strange indeed if the class is 
not plunged into a reverie of sorrowful 
recasts. The past years of their school 
life have been filled with the pleasant- 
est experiences of a lifetime; ex- 
periences that in the hard struggle for 
a livelihood will not soon be forgotten. 
The members of the class have passed 
the medium goal of their existence 
and have emerged into the broad high- 
way of hard, toiling work. If they 
have brought with them the material 
for a successful life's foundation they 
have a strong connection with the 
pleasant past that will not be easily 
severed.

The universe has in some way or other, 
strange though it may seem, managed 
to turn over once every year before 
the graduate came into existence, and 
it is possible and nearly probable that 
she will continue to roll from now un- 
til the miltenium without any assist- 
ance from the new school upstart of 
production. But to make the young 
graduate believe it would be a worse 
job than Socrates used to have in calm- 
ing the ru fried temper of his ever 
angry spouse. The only way to get 
around the matter is to withdraw to a 
distance and patiently wait for the 
newly educated chicks to sprout wiser 
feathers. They will come to the hard- 
pan reality of affairs sooner or later* 
and settle humbly down to rest after 
their flight of self-esteem fancy. 

The venerable Mr. Punch had the 
^abit ot advising young people about 
to marry in one simple word, ♦'Don't." 
The aged old gentleman had quite an 
intelligent head upon his ancient 
shoulders* But he was talking about 
marriage. We arc striving to say 
nothing about something, but if we cte 
inadvertently remark something about 
something or nothing it will be some- 
thing out of the ordinary line of our 
orations and will consequently be some- 
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thing worth throwing away and noth- 
ing worth keeping as something. Mr. 
Punch must have been quite a respect- 
ful sort of a fellow. We can picture 
him as a short, tall man of small stat- 
u re, with great big little eyes of pene- 
trating fierceness; dressed in small, 
.snuff-colored waistcoat a great deal too 
big for him, and plain frescoed trou- 
sers of yellow blue "quill satin,'* white 
stockings and a derby stovepipe hat. 
To top this combination he must have 
been possessed of an unlimited amount 
of self assurance. Imagine a man of 
his stamp drawing his clay meerschaum 
pipe from his mouth and passing his 
judgment upon the marriage question 
with a half grunted "Don't M Upon 
the matrimonial problem Mr. Punch 
was a miserable failure. As an ex- 
ample of overpowering pride he was a 
blushing success. To all persons, 
graduates or no, with a tendency to 
fall in love with themselves, honorable 
Mr, Punch's "Don't" is an appropriate 
warning to be heeded and obeyed.

"Virtue is like a rich stone, best 
plain set," said old Francis Bacon some 
hundred years ago, and we guess the 
old fellow was right. To see a man go 
sailing along with a great large "I am" 
sort of pomposity is to jump at the 
conclusion that a screw is loose and 
rattling somewhere in his upper story. 
To see a meek, lowly, non-prancing 
specimen of humanity meander through 
the range of our vision is to somehow 
bu m an impression that there is more 
to his meekness than appears upon the 
surface. And those impressions and 
conclusions generally fall but little 
short of the truth. It is a nice feeling to 
he conceited, but it is seldom that con- 
ceit is well founded, and the chances 
are ten to one that an overbearing pride 



will prove a serious stumbling block 
in its owner's pathway. Shots at ran- 
dom sometimes strike the target. If 
we have hit any of you graduates or 
non-graduates, the best thing for yon 
to do is to put your conceit in your 
pocket and hie yourself out of range 
of truthful criticisms. 



|j^T is with true sorrow that we 
take up our pen to write the last 
editorial; to make the last correction 
of copy ; and to say a farewell to those 
associations that have been so closely 
interwoven in the past two years of 
our life. Our duties upon the Notes 
have been full of pleasantness and we 
would be loath indeed to resign the 
pen and paste-pot were it not that we 
are sure of worthy successors. 

We think we can truly say that the 
Notes the past two years has been a 
success. Although but a youngster of 
two summers it has earned its place in 
the school as one of the most profitable 
educational factors of the work. It 
has from the first been handled and 
criticised gently by many friends and 
few foes.

HISTORY OF THE CLASS OF 1891.

To me, as historian of the class of '91, 
has been assigned the duty, not of 
chronicling the rise and fall of some 
mighty nation or nations, but some- 
thing greater and far more lasting, the 
rise of '91 through the several phases 
of school life. 

In all probability, were Gibbon or 
Hume present, they would hide their 
faces and blush to hear me called a his- 
torian, but they would readily see the 
mistake, as I did, when the class con- 
ferred on me the post of class historian. 

We are, or more properly ought to 
have been, the class of '90, but for the 
thoughtfulncss and foresight of our 
honorable Board of Education who 
deemed it necessary (I suppose be- 
cause they thought we were going into 
the world too rapidly) to put in an ex* 
tra year and thus make us Grammar A's 
for two years instead of one, as has 
been the case with most classes. But 
perhaps it was well enough, for in that 
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time we were only gaining strength 
to become the most energetic and busi- 
ness-like class that ever graced the 
High School room. 

And also by this slight interruption 
in our onward progress we got a good 
start and had the privilege of being

We entered the High School, meek

At the time of our organization we 
were assigned the important task or 
decorating the Hall for the Commence- 
ment exercises of the class of 'So, which 
wc did in the most satisfactory man- 
ner, to ourselves at least. 

\The class at its organization num- 
bered, as near as I can remember, about 
30 members; at the present time it j] 
numbers 20, or more properly 19* » 
Among those scholars who have left 
during our later school days are W. B. 
Baldwin, L. R Sheldon, F. D. Steele, 
and Miss Grace North. The first of our 
school days were passed in the ordi- 
nary manner, so 1 will dwell only on 
the events of the last year of school* 
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To the class of '91 must be given the 
credit of introducing the greatest num- 
ber of new "fads" of any class ever 
graduating. 

The now famous Rutland High 
School Notes* existence is due to the 
energy of the boys of the class; the 
agitation of the piano fund, which re- 
sulted in a piano being placed in the 
11. S- room, originated in the class 
among the young men, I believe; the 
formation of a "R, H. S« Debating 
Club** is largely due to the enterprise 
of the young men of the class. The 
young ladies, however, followed the ex- 
ample of the superior minds and organ- 
ized a "Literary Society." 

The present officers of the class are 
as follows; President, H. E. Poronto; 
vice-president, Miss Agnes Sedileau; 
secretary, Miss Mattie Spaff ord ; treas- 
urer, J. S. Sheldon; class poet, Miss 
Caddie Sleeper; prophet, Miss Howe; 
historian, L. E. Campbell; advisory 
committee, Miss E. K. Hussey and the 
test of the young ladies generally. 
The total age of the class is 155,780 
days; the total weight, 38,092 ozs., and 
the total height, 1,239^ inches. 

During the present year the usual 
routine followed by former classes has 
been observed, with one or two excep- 
tions. The class had its "photo. 11 taken 
in a group early in the year, which 
bore some resemblance to some of us. 
The class motto, "Without Haste, With- 
out Rest/' and the class colors, gold 
and white, were selected after much 
discussion and much advice from the 
young ladies. 



The class emblem proved to be a 
very troublesome problem to solve and 
the committee appointed to select it 
labored long and faithfully, but finally 
after much advice from the young la- 
dies and much careful thought on the 
subject, the "Daisy" was selected, al- 
though you would not dream of such a 
thing. On looking at one of the pins 
you would exclaim "monarch of the 
corn-field !" (sunflower.) 

Along the line of entertainment 
must be mentioned the sociables, es- 
pecially enjoyable to the young ladies. 
They did not prove quite so enjoyable 
to the young men, for about 12 young 
ladies and generally about four young 
men meant a good deal of company 
home, and then - to receive a rebuke 
from the aggrieved young ladies the 
following day for not doing your duty 
made most of us dread a sociable. 

The class also haa the traditional 
sleigh-ride to Fair Haven and back 
again. Avery enjoyable time we had of 
it, too, trying to keep dry, but it was 
dry enough while we were there to 
make up for the soaking we got on the 
trip home. 

These are a few, and but a few, of 
the happenings during a portion of our 
school life. To mention them all 
would take more time than we shall 
ever see and fill a volume larger than 
any ever published. However, the fu- 
ture of the class of 1891 lies before us 
in the hands of the prophet, Miss 
Howe, and that it may be as full of 
smiles and as free from tears as has 
been the past, is the wish of your 
class historian.

The remaining six, Lillian Jane 
gawe, English; Caddie Estella 
Sleeper, English j Sadie Marie Thomp- 
son, English; Louis Edward Campbell, 
English; John Somerville Sheldon, 
English Classical ; John Martin Spauld- 
Ittg, English, did not wholly complete 
the course of study. 



The hall was very prettily trimmed, 
and the decorations reflected much 
credit upon the B's, to whose untiring 
efforts the effect was due. The plat- 
form was banked with potted plants, 
ferns, flowers and daisies, while un- 
derneath were hung festoons of 4 'gold 
and white" bunting. On the left side 
of the stage was placed a large easel 
bearing a shield of evergreen on which 
was worked in daisies, the class flower, 
(i R. H. S. 11 and below the figures * "91, " 
Upon the platform were seated the 
members of the class: the girls dressed 
in tasty white dresses, the boys in 
"Prince Alberts," white neckties and 
"patent leather" shoes. At the left of 
the platform, opposite the class, sat 
Professor J, A. Ellsworth, Profess r 
G. G. Wilson, Professor E, J. Colcord- 
Miss Adah Walker, Miss Julia Kelley; 
Edward L, Temple, president of the 
board of education; Trustees George 
J, Ward well and B< L. Foster; Rev* 
Gibbs Braislin of the Baptist church* 
Rev. Charles Martin Nilesof the Epis- 
copal church and the Congregational 
pastor, Rev. G, W. Phillips. 

The exercises began at 2:15 o'clock. 
After music by Brehmer's Junior Or- 
chestra and prayer by Rev. Charles 
Martin Niles, Miss Belle Pel ton, {lie 
salutatorian, was announced. Her 
salutatory is published in full in another 
column. She charmingly delivered 
her essay upon "Luck in Literature/' 
She said that many of the most suc- 
cessful writers, not only of past times 
but of to-day, owed their advanced 
poitsion in the literary profession to 
some lucky incident ; to some fortunate 
inspiration. The famous "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin'* was a "lucky" production. 
Lucky both in the time in which it 
was issued and in the subject chosen 
as its theme. The speaker mentioned 
several other works that were purely * 
the outcome of luck. But she said in * 
closing, that hard work was the only 
sure road to success. 

Following Miss Pelton, came Lucius 
Harrison Stewart His oration was 
upon "The College Man in Business" 
and was well written and well delivered 
He said that the college education was 
a strong power of itself, a power t£ai 
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stood supreme in its own strength, 
lie said that the greatest trouble with 
the college education was that the 
students did not all decide upon their 
life's vocation before commencing" 
their course. lie cited many instances 
in which the college man, as well as 
the man not provided with a college 
education, had succeeded, and sum- 
med up by saying that "the world 
should not, nor docs it want to dispense 
with the college." 

Eleanor Catherine Toohey's recita- 
tion, "The Defense of the Bride," was 
a splendid piece for dramatic fire and 
inspiration and she rendered it in a 
manner little short of perfection. 
Her expression, gestures and self-en- 
thusiasm imparted a new charm to 
her selection and its picture was almost 
vivid in its seeming reality. 

"The Death Penalty " is a subject 
that has been the stumbling ground of 
many a wiser mind than that of the 
high school graduate. But Richard 
Orlando Woostor handled it in a man- 
ner that showed his thorough familiar- 
ity with its intricacies. His oration as 
written showed much study and in his 
delivery he outdid any of his former 
rhetorical efforts. His argument 
seemed to show that the present grade 
of civilization demanded that capital 
punishment be abolished and he said 
that the tendency of legislators was to 
weaken upon the subject, He brought 
forward many points to prove his 
claims and advocated the idea that a 
government that inflicted murder for 
murder became itself a criminal. 

After Woostcr's oration a selection 
was given by the orchestra. Miss Sulli- 
van followed with a very pleasing reci- 
tation "A Commencement Episode.'* 
Though hard to give, it was rendered 
in a delightfully easy manner. Miss 
Sullivan deserves much credit for her 
pleasant effort. 

" Restricted or Unrestricted Read- 
ing, Which?*' furnished the topic for a 
discussion and two essays by Blanche 
Avaline Verder and Gertrude Porter 
Sterl 

Miss Verder spoke in favor of re- 
stricted reading. She outlined the 
evils of an unrestricted reading course 
and briefly remarked upon the general 



low tone of the average newspaper. 
She advocated choosing a course of 
reading that was in line with the high- 
est moral and literary standard, and 
said that the advice of parents and 
teachers should be largely influential 
in the choice of such courses. Miss 
Sterl upheld the opposite side of the 
question. Begging the pardon of her 
opponent for a difference of opinion, 
she said restricted reading suggested 
barbarism; that parents often injured 
their children by trying to force them 
along a line of study wjiich nature had 
not designed for them; and that not only 
intellectual but moral injury was liable 
to follow. On the other hand she said 
desultory reading is needful to enable 
one to converse well ; and to give them 
case in society- She proved her posi- 
tion by the well-known examples of 
Shakespeare, Dr. Johnson, Gladstone 
and others who had* been great readers. 

The subject of cranks was treated 
by Emma Kate Hussey in her essay 
» The M an with a Hobby.*' She sup- 
ported the crank in his eccentricities 
and said that his crankiness had been 
instrumental toward the onward pro- 
gress of the world. She illustrated her 
point by mentioning Columbus, the 
Puritans and Martin Luther as being 
fanatics of an extreme type but 
said that civilization owed its advanced 
position of to-day to those so-called 
cranks. In the delivery of her article 
she showed much good taste. 

Hattie Thompson Sleeper very suc- 
cessfully rendered that pathetic reci- 
tation, "The Legend of the Organ 
Builder/' Her style of oratory was 
admirably suited to the selection and 
she gave it with a thorough appreci- 
ation of its requirements. 

Mattie Elisabeth SpafTord\s essay 
upon " The Dude's Theory of the Or- 
namental," was a highly amusing de- 
scription of the average dude and con* 
taincd many interesting and well taken 
deductions from his dudish ideas of 
ornamental art She claimed that the 
dude, in many of his theories, is ahead 
of the world in artistic appreciation of 
true beauty, and said that it might be 
well to copy many of his peculiar but 
worthy ideas instead of striving so 
fiercely for the "almighty dollar/* 
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She ably interpreted the rhetorical 
needs of her essay and rendered it in 
a taking style. 

After a selection by the orchestra, 
Grace Dell Potter presented her essay 
on "The Influence of Music." She 
gave several of the myths of the 
ancients illustrative of the power of 
music over both man and beast. She 
said that from the earliest ages music 
had been conceded to be a divine art, 
to be used in the worship of God. It 
has been and is the power of music 
that inspires men to higher, nobler 
thoughts and braver deeds. 

Miss Agnes Sedileau in the delivery 
of * k Skipper Ireson's Ride " presented 
one of the finest selections upon the 
programme. Her voice and manner 
were admirably suited for the rendition 
of the piece and she nicely overcame 
all its difficulties of accent and ex- 
pression , 

Halsey E. Poronto's oration, "Lib- 
erty, the American's Birthright," was 
not only fine in conception but 
well given. His claim* that liberty is 
the greatest blessing that man enjoys, 
that freedom is the American's inheri- 
tance from his Saxon ancestors, that 
Americans had lost none of their 
birthrights, and that patriotism is the 
leading principle of civilization, found 
enthusiastic echoes in the hearts of all 
present. 

Following Poronto's oration Miss 
Lillian Heath presented her essay, "A 
Plea for the Classics." She claimed 
that the dead languages were in reality 
still ali ^3, though iir varied forms per- 
haps, in the English language. She 
Claimed that a good education is es- 
sential to success, but considered it 
improved when reinforced by a knowl- 
edge of the classics Miss Heath was 
the valedictorian of the class and she 
Spoke feelingly to the class, the teach- 
ers, the Board of Education and the 
I n <-nds of the class 

President Temple gave a short ad- 
dress. He spoke enthusiastically of 
the need of a new hall in Rutland 
that should be the properly of the dis- 
trict and made a strong plea in favor 
of fitting up the large room in the 
Church street building for such pur- 
poses. After complimenting the class 



upon its position and the teachers on 
their creditable work, Jic presented the 
diplomas and certificates and the exer- 
cises ended with the pronunciation of 
the benediction by Rev. Gibbs Braislin. 

The Junior Orchestra deservedly re- 
ceived many congratulations on their 
magnificent playing. The entire audi- 
ence were unanimous in their compli- 
mentary remarks. 

EVENING RECEPTION. 

The skies fav6red us again, as ever 
a kindly Providence seems to smile on 
the crowning moments when our sweet 
graduation ceremonies come round. 
The scene in the Opera House was in- 
deed to be long remembered. The 
charm of light and brilliant color, 
Sowers with their delightful suggestion 
of purity and truth, music that 
came and went at intervals, the ani- 
mated faces of friends, the delicious 
pleasure visible everywhere, the cordial 
grasp of friendly hands as we were so 
graciously received at the door, — all 
contributed to make a scene such as 
comes to us but seldom, and can never 
be forgotten. 

After a slight necessary delay the ex - 
ercises began by a promenade selection 
by Brehmer"s Junior orchestra. At the 
rising of the curtain the audience saw 
on the stage President Poronto, Prin- 
cipal Ellsworth and the various speak* 
ers for the evening. A few words from 
the President and the poet of the class, 
Miss Caddie Sleeper, began in her clear, 
earnest way to read. The poem needs 
no comment of mine; it was, as all 
agree, fine and finely rendered, and the 
eager interest of the audience through 
it all testified to the pleasure with 
which it was received. 

Professor Ellsworth followed with a 
few brief, but earnest words to gradu- 
ates and undergraduates to uphold the 
dignity of the R. H. S., and John 
Spaulding proceeded to illuminate and 
edify the "untrained and inexpe- 
rienced minds" of the Junior class. 

His speech was not only "scholarly" 
in tone, as his successor called it, but 
it was so well delivered that each word 
of the humorous production could be 
easily heard; and when he came to a 
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sublime climax with the thrilling mot- 
to, the audience broke into loud and 
continuous applause, and modest John 
was forced again to come to the front 
and bow his acknowledgments. 

The reply by J. H. Eggleston of the 
Junior class was none the less well 
received. All relished with a hearty 
laugh his reference to "graceful gal- 
leys** of the new intellectual navy fit- 
ted out under Admiral Ellsworth, and 
when he closed with the bright and 
witty parody from Longfellow's Hia- 
watha, the audience must needs call 
him back for a second bow. 

The class history by L. E r Campbell 
was both well written, bright, and 
very well given, and he, too, came in 
for a generous share of the enthusiasm 
which seemed to be catching. 

Like all great revealersof the future, 
Miss Lillian Howe found her witty, 
brightly conceived and nicely read 
ppiplu/cy both attentively listened to 
and heartily applauded. So far as 
known the misty unknown as she un- 
folded it to the class members was not 
only very attractive, but very cheerfully 
accepted 

Professor Wilson, who now came for- 
ward to do his part toward the even- 
ing s entertainment, met the expecta- 
tions of all in his usually bright and 
humorous, yet most happy manner of 
blending fun and solid common sense. 
When he told of the patriotic Yankee 
who so stoutly upheld the vast superi- 
ority of everything American by de- 
claring that no matter how great the 
show, our country is always ahead, and 
on being put in the catacombs of Rome 
while in a drunken stupor exclaimed 
on awaking and looking on his skeleton 
neighbors, ** O, I see how it is, the 
Day of Judgment and a Yankee the 
first man up." the audience fully ap- 
preciated the story. Professor Wil- 
son's warm plea for the public park on 
Main Street was in the form of a sin* 
cere congratulation. With the singing 
of the Class Song, written by Professor 
Colcord, the good -bys were said and the 
graduation day of the class of '91 was 
over. C.

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THE MUSICALE* 

A LARGE CROWD, A WARM EVENING AND 
A SUCCESSFUL ENTERTAINMENT. 

A sweltering crowd of over 400 peo- 
ple gathered in Baxter hall Monday 
evening, June 15, to enjoy the second 
annual High School Musicale. The 
atmosphere was something terrible in 
its heated intensity, and life was hard- 
ly worth the living. 

The musicale was a true success, 
ami Miss Mary A. Phinney deserves 
great credit for her painstaking drill- 
ing, and to her the pleasant musical 
features of the evening were in a great 
measure due. 

The entire programme was rendered 
in a pleasing manner. The work of 
Brehmer's Junior Orchestra was de- 
serving of much praise. Their first 
programme number, Battegcr's "En* 
couragement" overture, perhaps showed 
thetr most successful efforts, their in- 
terpretation of the light and shade 
passages in this piece being especially 
fine. In the selection from Hermon's 
"Diodem" their supporting accom- 
paniment to I load ley's well executed 
cornet solo showed the results of care- 
ful preparation. 

The chorus sang with good taste t 
and although the basses and tenors 
were small in number, they w r cre well 
voiced and effectively balanced the 
more numerous sopranos and altos. In 
the chorus "To Thee; O Country," by 
Eiehberg, their most powerful and 
pleasing singing was noticeable* Lit- 
tle criticism can be given upon the 
other choruses, except perhaps more 
expression might have been given to 
the grand Peace Jubilee chorus, the 
* 'American Hymn," by Keller. 

The piano duet by Misses Silliman 
and Sawyer was well executed. The 
piece itself, the "Norwegisehe Tanze, 1 ' 



by Grieg, is one in which the leading 
air is repeated again and again, each 
time with different supporting har- 
mony, and to give its best rendition 
much attention must be paid to the 
expression. As rendered but little 
could be desired by the most exacting 
critic. 

The " 'or Quartette" appeared in 
two programme numbers, In the first 
selection, "Tell Me, Flora," by Pinsuti, 
they did not sing to the best advan- 
tage. The piece was one requiring 
the closest harmony and for young 
singers was rather difficult. But in 
the beautiful "Peasants* Wedding 
March" they well redeemed themselves. 
The closing measures, beginning with 
a stacatto "Hark! Hark!" with all 
parts in harmony and suddenly chang- 
ing into a duet by the soprano and 
alto with accompaniment by the bass 
and tenor, gradually decreasing from 
the medium to the softest possible 
tones, gave the singers a chance to 
show their capabilities and the result 
was an enthusiastic encore. The quar- 
tette responded with Cramer's humor- 
ous waltz song, "Jack and Jill,*' and in 
this piece scored their best work of the 
evening. 

The <*ArieI Glee Club" of yqung la- 
dies sang pleasantly. The parts were 
well balanced and the voices harmon- 
ized nicely. Their first number was 
not a piece so taking and easily sung 
as their second selection, <l Cradle 
Song" by Taubert.

EXCHANGES. 

Brethren of the quill, with this issue 
we leave you to your fate or your for- 
tune, as the case may be. With next 
year's Notes a new editor will push the 
pen of criticism and it is but fair to 
trust that his wailings will be as pa* 
tiently received as were ours. 

The exchange column of any school 
paper, while not as interesting to local 
readers as other departments, is never- 
theless in our estimation one of the 
most beneficial. We have in our ex- 
perience found many points from the 
criticisms of our exchanges that have 
assisted materially in our work. Still 
it must be admitted that unless an ex- 
change editor is remarkably good na- 
tured he sometimes encounters splendid 
opportunities to lose his temper and 
vent his spite upon some unfortunate 
exchange. And this fact detracts 
somewhat from the efficiency of an ex- 
change department. With this hint 
to the new editors we will drop the 
ink-spreader and abandon a pleasant 
duty of school routine. 

The University Courant has an especi- 
ally fine article upon tk The Balance of 
Power in Europe/' This question, as 
the writer says, has been in such close 
analogy with history that it must be 
treated as such.

Gray, in a long list of botanical 
terms, describes the daisy as a member 
of the composite family, of the chrys- 
anthemum variety, subdivided and 
elassed_as the chrysanthemum leuean- 
themum, or leucan them urn vulgare. 
He continues his botanical wail by say- 
that it is commonly called the ox- 
eyed daisy; that it is too numerous for 
his fancy; that it has stems nearly 
simple and erect from the creeping 
base or root-stock, bearing cut-toothed 
or slightly pinnatifid leaves below

description of the flower. But we deem 
it a privilege to add something to his 
Httlc botanical story. It may be well, 
however, to remark in the first, that 
we have no authority except our im- 
agination for the myth we will give 
you.

GEHMAN STUDENT LIFE 

The town of Heidelberg nestles in 
one of the loveliest valleys of Europe. 
The Neekar river flows past it, wind- 
ing between high and thickly wooded 
hills. 

It is among such scenes that the 
famous Heidelberg University is situ- 
ated, where several hundred Our man 
students are gathered to pursue their 
studies. The university itself seems 
very insignificant compared with Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, and our American 
colleges of Harvard and Yale. The 
buildings occupy a cheerless square 
near the eenter of the quaint German 
town. They are very plain. The lec- 
ure rooms are on one side of the 



square; in the rear are the museum 
and reading room, while opposite is a 
row of jewelry, clothing, confection- 
ery and other shops. 

The students and their ways are 
very interesting. On entering the 
town and passing up the main street, 
you spy groups of them here and there, 
and you are at once struck with the 
contrast of their appearance with that 
of American or English students. 

The average Heidelberg student is 
a rather large, heavy looking fellow, 
with round face, broad shoulders, and 
a very awkward gait. His hair is eut 
close, and on one side of his head he 
wears a little round cap, too small to 
cover it, as caps generally do. This 
cap is of red, green or blue cloth, and 
is worked with fancy figures in gold 
or silver thread. On his feet are 
heavy boots, which rise outside his 
trousers nearly to his knees. He 
wears a frock-coat of green, grey or 
black As he walks the street he puffs 
a cpfier, long pipe (sometimes two or 
three feet in length), the bowl being 
made of porcelain, on which is painted 
some fancy scene, or perhaps a view 
of some grand old castle. In his hand 
he carries a cane or stick with a eu* 
riously carved figure for a handle. 

Many of the Heidelberg students 
are attended nearly everywhere they 
go, by a small, bullet-headed, blood* 
thirsty looking bull-dog, with red eyes 
and snarling mouth. You see such 
dogs everywhere with the students, 
running close to their heels, and ready 
at any time to defend their masters. 

Almost every Heidelberg student 
belongs to one of the social societies 
which are called "Verbindungs," and 
the colors of their caps show the par- 
ticular society of which they are mem- 
bers. These societies are both patri- 
otic and social. The members devote 
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themselves to "the glory of the Father- 
land," and they pledge themselves 
byoath to defend and aid each 
other. 

The students also wear colored rib* 
bons across their breasts or hung to 
their watch-chains. The pastimes of 
the Heidelberg students are almost 
entirely carried on within their "Ver- 
bindungs/' where theymeettwo nights 
in a week to sing, make funny speeches, 
and perform certain ceremonies. 

The students often make excursions 
to a beautiful spot on the Neckar, 
called ** Wolfsbrunncr," where they 
catch trout from a pond, cook them 
nicely and eat them on tables set un- 
der the trees. 

Other favorite recreations are to at- 
tend the peasant fairs in the neigh- 
boring villages, and to go to the lovely 
Svvetzingen gardens, or to the top of 
the Konigsthul hilt, back of the castle, 
from which a most beautiful view of 
the Black Forest and Harts Mountains 
with the broad valley of the Rhine 
may be seen. 

On this hill is an inn where many 
go to drink beer. But some of the 
students are too poor to enjoy the good 
times of the others, or even to live at 
the university without doing some- 
thing to support themselves. These, 
in vacation, go wandering about the 
country on foot, and singing in the 
villages, thus receiving money with 
which to pay the expenses of their 
education. 

In passing through Germany you 
often meet groups of these poor stu- 
dents, and they generally seem to be 
enjoying themselves very much. 

The favorite song of the students is 
a Latin one, entitled "Laudamus/' 
which translated means, "Let us re- 
joice/' 



TEH HIS, ANCIENT AND MODERN. 

Tennis, perhaps the oldest of all ex- 
isting ball-games, is at once the most 
difficult to learn, on account of the in- 
tricacy of its laws, and most interest - 
ing when learned, because of the great 
variety of its combinations and the 
difficulty of solving rapidly the prob- 
lems which are constantly presented to 
the player. It derives an additional 
claim to attention from numberler 
historical associations. Of the origin 
of tennis it is impossible to Speak with 
certainty, but it may confidently be as- 
sumed that it sprung from some very 
simple sport. It is not known whether 
the Greeks or Italians first played the 
game. 

The French seem to have borrowed 
it from the Italians and to have con- 
tributed some of its refinements ; and 
the English took it from the French. 
It first appeared in Europe in the mid- 
dle ages. 

It has been called both the u king of 
games" and the 14 game of kings," the 
latter because it was the pastime of 
kings and nobles, many of whom were 
experts. It was so much enjoyed by 
them that in both England and France 
edicts were published forbidding the 
common people to play, but later it 
was enjoyed by all classes. 

The name 4i tennis " is supposed to be 
derived from an exclamation used by 
the early French players, when serving 
a ball. It is clear, from the French 
name, that the ball was originally 
struck with the palm of the hand, 
which was afterwards protected by a 
glove. 

Next, strings and cross strings were 
stretched upon the glove to give it a 
greater impulse ; and finally the addi- 
tion of a short handle made an easy 
transition to the racket. 
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One of the first improvements in the 
game consisted in the building of 
closed courts, first with walls and then 
by the addition of roofs. 

The ancient game was \*ery different 
from the modern game of tennis ; the 
ball was knocked against the wall so as 
to rebound over the net, while in the 
latter the ball is simply knocked over 
the net. 

Lawn tennis is a modern adaptation 
to a ball-game 'played on grass or dirt 
with rackets. 

?To game of ball has achieved such 
rapid popularity in America as the field 
and court game of tennis has within 
the last ten years. 

It is now the pet society game at all 
the watering places and at every fash- 
ionable summer resort in the country. 
The present variety of the game was 
first introduced in a form which was 
soon shown to be impracticable, about 
the year 1874. It was then taken up 
by the All England club, at Wimble- 
don, which, in 1877, remodeled the 
laws, the size and shape of the courts 
and altered somewhat the system of 
scoring. 

Since then the code of laws has been 
amended only in a few details. The 
game cannot be very intelligible to 
those who never played. The score, 
especially, is very confusing, as, for 
instance, a young lady, while watching 
a game of tennis, heard the score given 
as 44 vantage-in,° and understanding 
it as w Dandy Jim/' called it so until 
informed that she was wrong. 

Lithenessof limb and activity of mo- 
tion are of great value in lawn tennis, 
though there isTootn for much skillful 
playing in placing the ball in corners 
with hard, low strokes, and in inter- 
cepting and returning the ball, by the 
volley, and, in fact, by all kinds of 
strategic play. The service is the 



most important and difficult feature of 
the game ; as a general rule the server 
has the game in his hands. 

A steadily served ball over the net 
at the first stroke is better than to risk 
a fancy one. There are three styles of 
serving known to experts — the simple 
toss, the swift service and the twist. 
The former should be an exceptional 
stroke ; the most useful for general 
use being the swift stroke which sends 
the ball just over the net. 

Steady playing is what wins in the 
long run, rather than swift and wild 
returns. The surer a server is at his 
stroke the more easily will he be able 
to 44 place " the ball, and to 44 place" 
the ball is the key to effective service. 
Watch your opponent closely, find out 
his weak points and score accordingly. 
A good server is generally a good 
"strikcr-out," but there is one rule 
which should be remembered, viz. : it 
is easier to run forward for a ball than 
to run back to get behind it Tem- 
J0£ endurance and quickness of move- 1 
ment count a great deal. 

Certainly, lawn tennis is one of the 
most interesting and fascinating of 
games, s. G. L.

A TRIP TO CANADA. 

It was about eleven o'clock on a 
lovely morning in early September 
that a party, consisting of a gentleman 
and three girls, stood on the platform 
at the Rutland station, waiting for the 
Delaware tit Hudson train. 

One of the girls was myself, the 
other two were my cousins, Margaret 
and Helen Putnam; and it was their 
father ^^o invited us three to go with 
him to Montreal, by way of Niagara* 
as a grand end-up for our summer va- 
cation. We were to go first to Troy, 
then to Niagara and down the St. Law- 
rence to Montreal. 

We had not waited long before the 
train came in and we got on board. The 
car was nearly full, but we managed to 
secure seats together and then settled 
down to enjoy ourselves. Mr. Putnam 
soon went off and left us, but three 
girls who are cousins and great friends 
generally find plenty to talk about, and 
we were no exception. 

We amused ourselves by trying to 
see the names of the places as we 
rushed by, for the train being a fast one, 
stopped only at a few stations. Anoth- 
er amusement was making up stories 
about the people in the car. Before 
very long we began to feel hungry. 
We had taken luncheon with us, as we 
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were goin^ straight through to Niag- 
ara on the sleeper. So taking out our j 
basket we satisfied our hunger and 
then looked around for some other en- 
tertainment. We soon found it in the 
persons of four children who were sit- 
ting just behind us, with their mother. 
After we had made some advances in 
the shape of caramels dropped over the 
back of the seat, we asked if the 
youngest one, who was only a baby 
and who was growing very tired of sit- 
ting still, might come over and sit with 
us for awhile. She was a cunning lit- 
tle thing and told us some very in- 
teresting stories about a white kitten 
of hers which she was taking with her 
to see her papa, who was a professor 
at Ann Arbor.

said tl Yes M to both questions, for, $a 
we reached Niagara not long after 
midnight, we thought it best to get all 
the sleep we could during the first part 
of the time. So the porter proceeded 
to let down the berths and make up 
the beds. We arranged our valises 
under one of the lower berths and then 
attempted to get as much sleep as pos- 
sible. Oh how hot it was behind those 
thick curtains, with the window closed ! 
And if you opened the window, how 
fast the cinders sifted into the berth! 
However, I was tired and soon forgot 
all discomforts in sleep. It seemed to 
me that I had not been in bed ten min- 
utes before I heard Helen saying, 
" Wake up. We are near Niagara." 
Very sleepily I sat up and saw lights 
glimmering in front. Just then the 
train stopped. I put on my hat, stum- 
bled down from my berth and with 
satchel and umbrella in one hand, fol- 
lowed the rest out of the car into the 
station. We took a hack for a hotel 
and were soon asleep again ; this time 
in real beds. We started out in the 
morning, after breakfast, to see the 
Falls. Wc went first to Goat Island, 
passing through the town, with its 
stores, where hardly anything but In* 
dian bead-work and Niagara mementoes 
are sold, and its multitude of hack 
drivers, many of whom, of course, be- 
set us. We refused them all, prefer- 
ring to walk on such a lovely day. At 
last we reached the bridge leading to 
the island. In the middle we stopped 
to look up and down the river as it 
swept along in foaming rapids. The 
noise of the falls and the rapids com- 
bined seemed almost to deafen us, and 
we were glad to hurry on to the beau- 
tiful island beyond. Though the isl- 
and looks very wild and secluded, it is 
not, Everwhere you meet people 
walking about or sitting on the bench- 
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es, of which there are a great many. 
We went entirely around the island, 
visiting" the Three Sisters Isles, going 
up into the Terrapin Tower and down to 
the Cave of the Winds. Then we went 
to the hotel for dinner; after which 
we walked down to Suspension Bridge 
and crossed to the Canadian side. Mr, 
Putnam did not go with us this time 
and when we came back we foimd him 
studying time-tables. "Well, girls,* 1 
he said, "we shall have to leave to- 
night. There is no morning train 
making connections with the Char- 
lotte boats. We shall have just time 
to go to the Whirlpool." So to the 
Whirlpool we went, and three hours 
after found ourselves on the Charlotte 
boat. We had supper on board the 
boat, then sat on deck for a while, and 
very early in the evening went to our 
staterooms. A little after daybreak 
the steamer stopped at Kingston. A 
great many people got on here. We 
had risen early purposely to see this 
place. It is a very handsome city. 
Most of the buildings are of stone. 
All around the river shores are beau- 
tifully wooded, and it is at this point 
that the Thousand Islands begin. The 
scenery was so lovely that we could 
hardly leave the deck for breakfast. 
At Prescott we were transferred to an- 
other and less comfortable boat. We 
had a horrible dinner, and soon after 
Mr. Putnam told us that we were ap- 
proaching the Long Sault Rapids. 
Looking ahead we saw the foaming, 
flashing water. The passengers seemed 
to like going down these rapids better 
than the captain, who sat smoking his 
pipe solemnly and shouting orders to 
the man at the wheel. I didn't wonder 
much that he was anxious when I 
looked back and saw the mass of toss- 
ing water behind, that seemed to me 
fully as dangerous to descend as Niag- 
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ara. Between the Long Sault and 
Coteau rapids is a stretch of level wa- 
ter. I think we were all sorry when 
it was passed, it looked so safe. Then 
we went down the Coteau Rapids, the 
Cedars and the Cascades. As we ap- 
proached the La Chine Rapids the cap- 
tain asked us all to remain just 
where we were when we made the de- 
scent, as it was important to keep the 
boat steady. It was almost six o'clock 
when the boat stopped at the Indian 
village just above the rapids, to take on 
a pilot, Down we went, from rock to 
rock, in the leaping waves. I was very 
glad when it was over and beautiful 
Montreal lay full in sight on the green 
hill just before us, with the Victoria 
bridge stretched across the river, look- 
ing as if it was so near the water that 
we couldn't possibly go under it. The 
Victoria bridge is what is known as 
a tubular iron bridge. It is one of 
the largest of its kind and cost $7,000,- 
000. It takes six minutes to go through 
it, a distance of about a mile and throe 
quarters. There is no light in the 
bridge but what comes in through 
twenty- five openings in the sides. 

We steamed under this bridge and 
up to the wharf. All was noise and 
confusion. Hackmen were shouting, 
hotel porters were calling in both 
French and English, and people were 
hurrying about ; but we managed to find 
our way out of it all, and when we 
were at last established in a hack, 
driving to the Hotel St, Clair, we felt 
as if our visit to Montreal had really 
begun.

5^ question often asked of late is 
Jgjjp! ** Does our High School fit boys 
and girls for college?" There is but 
one answer. Emphatically, yes. Up 
to the present year our course has been 
somewhat deficient, but with the ad- 
dition of French, Latin prose and ad- 
vanced Algebra we have a very com- 
plete preparatory course, 

The trouble in the past has been 
very largely with the pupils. It mat- 
ters little how complete the course 
may be, or how efficient theinstruc- 1 
tion, unless there be earnestness and 
faithfulness on the part of each pupil. 



Very often parents do not co-operate 
with teachers in insisting that their 
children shall do their work faithfully 
and well. It is absolutely impossible 
for a boy or girl to do well the ork 
required in the High School wi nout 
spending some time out of school in 
study. 

Frequently home matters, social 
pleasures, or church duties are al- 
lowed to absorb the greater part of the 
pupil's spare time. For this very rea- 
son many people think it advisable to 
send their children away to school. 

It is certainly very gratifying to see 
a wonderful improvement in the char- 
acter of the work being done. Those 
pupils who do well the whole work of 
our classical course as it now stands 
will be adequately fitted to enter any 
New England college. 



Jtt7mk entertainment furnished by the 
s^s Senior class Friday afternoon 
proves beyond a doubt that the plan 
under which it was organized is far 
superior to the old method. The dif- 
ferent members of the class acted as 
if they had some interest in the suc- 
cess of the entertainment. 

Formerly the Friday afternoons were 
a sort of dreaded event, one being 
forced to listen to prosy declamations 
and essays, with here and there a 
gleam of variety caused by sundry ac- 
cidents such as a slip of the tongue, 
foot or memory. 
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The music introduced into the Se- 
niors' programme helped very much 
to relieve the sameness which must 
burden literary programmes composed 
only of selections upon a sedate sub* 
jeet.

the noble art of debating, which is as- 
suredly an essential in the education 
of any man, 

Raleigh's Part in Ihe Colonization of 
America 

Sir Walter Raleigh, the great pio- 
neer of American colonization, by his 
chivalrotis conduct, by his victories in 
Ireland and over the Spaniards his 
most bitter enemies, became Queen 
Elizabeth's greatest friend. He used 
her favor to good advantage. He ob- 
tained from her the right to establish 
colonies in any region in America not 
already colonized and to have the ab- 
solute government of such colonies as 
he might plant. 

In 1583, with the aid of his half- 
brother, Sir Humphrey Gilbert, he 
fitted out a fleet of five vessels for 
founding a colony in Newfoundland. 
Raleigh was prevented from going and 
it was well that he was, for Sir Hum- 
phrey and some of the ships were 
never seen again. 

The next year he sent two vessels 
to explore the coast of the Carol inas, 
which brought back glowing accounts 
of the country which they had visited. 
The description which Raleigh gave 
the queen of this expedition so de- 
lighted her that she named the eoun- 
y Virginia and helped him to fit out 



vessels for the purpose of founding 
a colony there. A fleet of seven 
ships with one hundred colonists on 
board, to each of whom five hundred 
acres of land in the new country had 
been promised, set, sail in April, 1585, 
under the command of Sir Richard 
Grenville and Ralph Lane. Grenville 
treated the natives very unkindly, and 
after a serious quarrel with Lane, set 
sail for England, 

Lane and his comrades now set to 
work to establish a settlement on the 
Island of Roanoake. They built a fort, 
but neglected to build houses and plant 
crops. They seemed to think that 
they could live on the wild fruits of the 
earth and they imagined that Virginia 
was the true Eldorado, and instead of 
settling down to farming they spent 
their time in scouring the main land 
in search of gold mines. Finally their 
stock of provisions was nearly ex- 
hausted, sickness broke out and they 
were threatened with actual starvation 
when a fleet commanded by Sir Fran- 
cis Drake, appeared off the coast of 
Roanoake Island. The colonists beg- 
ged to be taken back to England and 
accordingly all hands set sail. One of 
these men brought back the tobacco 
plant to England. 

They had not been gone very long 
when Grenville, who had been sent 
back by Raleigh, arrived at the island, 
only to find it deserted, He left fif- 
teen of his men with provisions for 
two years and returned to England* 
The next spring Raleigh sent out one 
hundred and fifty colonists under the 
command of Captain John Smith, who 
found that the fifteen men left by 
Grenville had perished by the attacks 
of the Indians. Smith came back to 
England when the ships returned for 
more colonists, but Raleigh was too 
much taken up with other affairs to 
lend him the aid for which he had 
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oaks and sumachs in dark crimson, 
and the other leaves in different hues. 
That evening they all went to the 
party. On 'account of their beautiful 
dresses they were quite the belles of 
the occasion, and had a fine time. But 
before many days had passed they be- 
gan to feel ill and when winter came 
they all lay, brown and withered, on 
the ground. But the hem lock, pine, 
spruce and fir trees, who were so small 
that they did not attend the party, 
were bright and green all winter. The 
next spring new leaves appeared, but 
in October they all changed their 
dresses as before, and then fell to the 
ground and withered. 

It has been the same ever since, and 
the foolish leaves have been well pun- 
ished for being so very vain.

degraded in the eyes of the world and 
of his Creator. 

No boy or girl can look into the fu- 
ture and wish to be of this stamp. Air 
castles are built on a foundation of 
truth and greatness. Now, while m 
school, a great motto to take is, » To 
thine own self be true/' If you arc 
true to yourself you can but be true 
toothers. Please bear one thing in 
mind that all those little dishonorable 
acts 'which are committed hurt the 
actor more than they do any one else. 
tn own its a great temptation when 
the teacher's attention is called some- 
where else or he is out of the room, to 
do something which is not strictly in 
keeping with the requirements of good 
order. Well, good, honest fun is cer- 
tainly honorable, and I wouldn't give 
much for a young person who couldn't 
depart from the paths of Puritanic pro- 
priety once in a while, but, I wish to 
mphasize this strongly, don't do any 



of those little, low tricks which are so 
disgusting to those around you. Yet 
it is not for the sake of your compan- 
ions that I ask this, but for yourself. 
It does no harm to your teacher, it does 
no particular harm to those around 
you ; it just harms you and no other. 

Be loyal always. Never mind if, 
once in a while, your companions put 
your name along with that class of 
people who are commonly called prigs. 
Better be called a prig than a coward, 
m For loyalty is still the same, 
Whether it win or lose the game." 



The William Cullen Bryant Homestead 

Few poets are fortunate in possess- 
ing as many residences as Bryant— the 
one at New York City, a country house 
called Cedarmere at Roslyn, R. L, and 
the old family hom%*ad at Cummmg- 
ton The last is seldom referred to 
in print, but is far the most interest, 
ing Some years ago this summer I 
was fortunate in visiting the place, and 
many happy reminiscences of favorite 
spots were poured into my ears by a 
personal friend residing on the place. 

More than a mile from Cummington 
Village, at the summit of a beautiful 
bill, reached by a winding road, lined 
on either side with grand sugar maples, 
is the site of the poet's birthplace. The 
present house is the original one, re- 
modeled, but the little room where he 
wrote " Thanatopsis " remains nearly 
the same, and the window from which he 
composed the "Rivulet " is untouched. 
The architecture of the house is very 
plain, but the vines climbing in abun- 
dance add a picturesque air. 

Passing through the front entrance, 
my attention was called to dozens of 
sticks thrown under the porch. Mr. 
Bryant's custom was to cut and carve 
his walking cane when starting out for 
a stroll, and on the return, deposit it 
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upon the pile. A simple act like this 
was so revered that not a stick has 
been allowed to be removed. 

The library contains cabinets of the 
standard authors, including his own 
works- In the center is the table at 
which he translated portions of the 
"Illiacl "and lt Odyssey," and the time- 
honored chair. A certain number of 
hours in the morning were devoted to 
writing. A pet dog, of winch he was 
very fond, used to sit by him, and, 
from long continued habit, knew 
just when it was time to stop for a 
romp. If Mr. Bryant overran the 
time the dog was a faithful monitor 
and would jump upon the table, scat- 
tering the books and papers till his 
master could work no longer. 

From the library windows is to be 
seen a most expansive and varied view. 
It was just after sunset, and I could 
easily imagine haw* the muse might 
play upon the poet's fertile imagina- 
tion. I could fancy how he might 
hear the whispers of the breeze, the 
voices of the birds, distinguish the 
fragrance of the flowers, the strength 
of the "everlasting hills," and I did 
not wonder that such a lovely region 
produced America's greatest poet of 
nature. 

In the dining room stands an an- 
cient timepiece, specially valuable, as 
the case is of beautiful inlaid work. 
In Mr. Bryant's chamber are two sets 
of dumbbells and the stretcher over 
the closet door, with all of which he 
took vigorous exercise, even to the 
last. 

At the rear of the house is the dairy, 
often mistaken by visitors for a family 
chapel, A few steps further on is the 
" rivulet, ,T where the visitors love to 
linger. 

This bouse is owned by Mr. Bryant's 
maiden da ugh ter, Julia, Another house, 



known as the Upper Bryant place, is 
at a short distance, the poet's gift to 
another daughter, the wife of Parke 
Godwin, the historian. 

He erected and gave to the town of 
Cummington a substantial library 
building. This is filled with a fine 
collection of books, a fitting monument 
to his memory and the just pride of 
the people. 

The poet was excessively fond of 
children, and used often to frolic and 
romp with them and toss them in the 
air with evident delight. He would 
take 'a child on his lap and compose 
many a rhyme, as fast as he could talk. 
The Sabbath school was often ad- 
dressed on temperance and other 
themes, and among that people he has 
left an endearing name. 

During the hot summer months his 
family came here for cool and quiet. I 
remember, when a child, meeting them 
out for a drive, and I shall never for- 
get the dignity of the face, the nobili- 
ty of the brow, the hoary he A and 
beard, and, as another bard 1 \ ex- 
pressed it, * 1 The million wrinl: s that 
carved his skin." That graceful and 
reverential bow has often come to 
mind. 

Bryant's last years lacked much of 
the geniality of some of the poets, but 
this may be accounted for in the death 
of his wife, which was a severe blow. 
In the biography of himself, which 
his friends compelled him to begin 
during declining years, he speaks of 
his own personal character as a reflec- 
tion, in great part, from his mother, 
of whom he writes in the highest 
terms.

When do we take the step from 
childhood to womanhood? Is there 
any fixed moment? No, it comes at' 
different times to every one of us. 
We are never mistaken, though, as to 
when we pass the border line. We 
may not know it at the time, but some 
yhance thing brings it to our notice 
and we realize that we have left the 
fair fields of childhood behind and are 
wandering on in pastures new. Our 
childhood may or may not have been 
very lovely to us, yet there is a pang 
in our hearts when we know we have 
passed it forever by. 

The road we are on will often be 
very lovely, and the scenes, many of 
them, beautiful, but they are unknown, 
and we have left something very sweet 
and tender behind. Who is it that 
says, il Standing with reluctant feet 
where the brook and river meet"? 
Isn't it Longfellow ? And is not that 
just the feeling that comes over us 
when we stand there and look first for* 
ward and then backward, with a yearn- 
ing look ? Some people carry their 
childhood into womanhood. There is 
a look in their faces as of being rudely 
awakened from some pleasant dream. 
Now and then we see persons who have 
never lost this look but carry it with 
them always. Our love goes out to 
them without a thought and they are 
usually worthy of it. 

Womanhood is an awakening, I 
think, in more than one way. Before 
we come to this cross-road, where the 
path grows wider, we go sauntering on 
in a dream -like way, taking life as a 
beautiful story and not asking for rea- 
sons ; but when we reach this point 
we find out that we are not in the 
world just to enjoy ourselves. We 
have more than this to do, and we 
must each find our place and help to 



make life what it should be. What a 
responsibility for us! And still there 
must be in us power to do our part or 
we should never have had it assigned 
to us. If we are set to work in rough 
places, that is no reason why we should 
become hardened or the least bit coarse. 
Let us keep pure whatever we do. We 
must have our womanhood with us, 
with its crowning type, gentleness. 
Let us never lose it or put it one side, 
but carry it everywhere. There is no 
place where it may not enter and be 
respected. L. D. C.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

The rumors from Europe, indicating 
the possibility of a war between Rus- 
sia and Turkey, while they may not 
denote any very dangerous prospect 
in the near future, are at least suffi- 
ciently interesting to call the attention 
of the entire outside world to the con- 
dition of European affairs. It is not 
very probable that there will beany 
war at present, but the powers of the 
continent are decidedly uneasy and 
any reliable prophecy is impossible. 
The situation of European affairs has 
for the past centuries been intensely 
interesting and well worthy of study, 
but it is doubtful if ever there has 
been so much prospect of a complete 
upsetting of the continental checker- 
board as at the present time. The old 
longing for t+ universal power" which 
first found expression in the Medo- 
Pcrsian empire, and the question of 
the "balance of power" which has 
since the dark ages largely influenced 
the movements of all nations, are both 
prominent factors in the present dif- 
ficulty. There are certain phases, 
however, in this difficulty which are 
well worth at least a moment's atten- 
tion. The present Dreibund includes 
Germany, Austria and Italy, with a 
total population, in the three countries, 
of i 15,000,000 people, and armies ag- 
gregating 3, 1 71,280 soldiers. 

Against this league are now France 
with her 38,000,000 inhabitants and 
1,392,200 soldiers, and Russia whose 
population is 104,000,000 and whose 
army numbers 2,300,000 men. 



Now it is proposed to join Servia, 
Sweden, Montenegro, Denmark and 
Greece, with their 695,000 soldiers to 
those of Ru ssia and France, and this 
league will be able to place in the field 
an army numbering 4,387,200 men as 
the fighting power of 148,200,000 
people. 

If this league is formed it will in 
some respects seriously change the out- 
look of affairs, and, so nearly balanc- 
ing as it does the power of the Drei- 
bund, the interesting question of the 
day will be the attitude that England 
will take. It is a question if she re* 
mains neutral, and in the event of the 
Russian-Turkish war it is possible that 
she may assist Turkey to some extent. 
But of course it is mere conjecture, 
and circumstances will largely deter- 
mine the case. But none of the powers 
of Europe can well afford a war, and 
this fact somewhat lightens up the 
future. 

France has an immense debt upon 
her hands, a debt that is constant^ 
ly growing larger and larger. 
She has also an increasing tax list, al- 
ready largely disproportionate to the 
ability of her citizens to meet its de- 
mands, and the expense of maintain- 
ing her immense army by no means 
lightens the burden. It is question- 
able if the insane desire for revenge 
against Germany for her seizure of 
the Rhenish provinces can much longer 
be nourished on an empty treasury. 
At present it would ijeem that France, 
at least, should not be in a warlike 
mood. 

But Russia is as bad off if not worse 
than her ally. The exacting demands 
of a heavy national debt and of a heavy 
loan are little likely to be pleasantly 
responded to by a people who are al- 
ready trodden under the heel of a 
cruel tyrant and whose main source 
of livelihood has this year been denied 
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them by fickle nature. The failure of 
the Russian government to negotiate 
another loan of the French financiers 
is significant and may show how little 
dangerous are the recent roarings of 
the Russian lion. 

The Dreibund is perhaps a little bet- 
ter prepared for war than are Russia 
and France, but it is doubtful if it will 
be the aggressor, 

Turkey will in some respects play 
an important part in the game. To her 
perhaps the war will mean as much, if 
not more, than to any other nation in 
Europe. 

It is well known that she is the 
representative of Mohammedanism, a 
religion that is opposed to all rules of 
Christian decency and common sense. 
If a war breaks out it is not unlikely 
that she will lose her place in the 
world, and sink into comparative in- 
significance. She is weak compared 
with her surrounding foes, and with- 
out help from outside powers she may 
be almost wiped from the face of the 
earth. 

To Armenia, whose people Turkey 
with a despotic hand has kept in the 
vilest state of dependency, the war 
may mean freedom and a national in- 
dependence. The Armenians, as de- 
scendants of the first people that ac- 
cepted Christianity, have for centuries 
been held in Turkey's cruel tyranny, 
in a bondage so close that all expres- 
sion? of national prospects are forbid- 
den The very name "Armenia" has 
an unknown sound to the captives of 
the oppressive Turk. They are treated 
as little better than dogs, and their 
lives are worth less in the eyes of the 
Mussulman than those of the lowest 
animal. But it is to be hoped that 
their future may be brighter than their 
past, and that some day Armenia will 
resume her stand among the nations 
of the world. 



While the war may not come in the 
present century, it is certain that it 
must come, sooner or later, as the only 
means of clearing up the difficulties 
and adjusting the disputes with which 
Europe has for along time been afflict- 
ed. It will be a struggle that for death 
and carnage will find no equal on any 
page of the world's history. The aim 
of man since his creation has been to 
perfect new methods and implements 
of warfare each more destructive than 
the last, until at the present day war 
has resolved itself into a wholesale 
murder; every battle, however, acting 
as a lesson in the course of instruction 
by which mankind is to learn of the 
unity of humility and the advantages 
of peaceful living. 

RABBIT HUNT. 

Early in the morning of a fine Satur- 
day in November, two young gentle* 
men, scholars from the R. H. B: t start- 
ed out hunting. 

They had borrowed a horse from a 
friend, and a long-legged, strong- 
voiced hound. The horse was some- 
what lame, but by diligent application 
of the whip he attained a high rate of 
speed. 

They had started from Rutland be- 
fore sunrise, and as they drove on past 
fields and patches of woods, gaining 
finally the mountain road, the early 
morning showed its beautiful sights 
which are granted only to him who 
seeks them at such an early hour. The 
merry warblers had long since flown 
to their winter homes in the Sunny 
South, and the silence among the leaf- 
less trees was now broken only by the 
musical tinkle of the brook, thinly 
covered with winter's first coat of ice, 
and the occasional rustle of some win- 
ter-birds busily searching for seeds.

RUTLAND 
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jE$|HE incendiary fires which have 
been prevailing in different por- 
tions of Vermont, of late, bring to 
mind the time when Rutland was vis- 
ited by the same kind of an occasion 
At that time fires occurred almost daily, 
and the services of a detective were 
required to ttnravel the mystery of 
their origin and arrest the offenders. 
The vacant space between Mr. Ross* 
house and the old Porter block still re- 
mains as an ugly reminder of the work 
of the fire fiends. Rutland has thus 
far failed to build up this burnt area, 
which was, at that time, the business 
part of the village. People in busi- 
ness wanted to be as near the railroad as 



possible, therefore the center of trade 
moved M down town." It is the opinion 
of the Notes that now is the time to build 
and fill up this vacancy. Right now, 
while we are considering a plan for 
beautifying our town for the attraction 
of summer ^visitors, this place comes 
foremost in our minds as the most suit- 
able situation where a beginning 
should commence. Of course, people 
who come here to enjoy a short so- 
journ wish to have a quiet place near 
to railroad facilities, trade, and church. 
Where can a better place be found in 
Rutland for such a purpose? Every- 
thing that a boarder could wish is near 
at hand. The horse cars go past every 
half hour, and those who wished to go 
shopping could be carried to the very 
door of the store which they wished to 
visit, if they preferred to ride. The 
park in front would then be utilized 
as a pi ay -ground for children instead 
of the vantage ground for loafers. Im- 
provements would be made in its ap- 
pearance, also, which, we are sorry to 
say, it needs very sadly. When wc 
consider the feasibility of the plan we 
are more and more struck with wonder 
at the tardiness of Rutland business 
men to seize this golden opportunity. 
It must be evident to everybody that a 
fine hotel or some substantial blocks 
would be much more acceptable to look 
at than the high, weather-beaten board 
fence which at present obstructs all the 
view westward. 
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^t^iip; system introduced by Mr. Ells- 
^pf worth, which has been in force 
this term, has shown excellent results. 
Very few of the scholars will take ex- 
aminations, and the marks of most of 
these approached very near the limit. 
Such a scheme is the surest way to 
spur on ambitious pupils, to their best 
efforts, just as the spirit of friendly 
rivalry between classes in the matter 
of rhetoricals is doing. The Cs pro- 
gramme, | Friday, shows most clearly 
the effects of this. All unhesitatingly 
pronounce it the best one yet present- 
ed, and to this the Notes adds its 
hearty approval. 
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From Vancouver to Winnipeg on the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Hailway. 

In the early part of July of the pres- 
ent year I was journeying eastward on 
the Canadian Pacific railroad between 
Vancouver, B. C, and Winnipeg, Man. 
The scenery and everything else about 
the trip was a succession of surprises, 

From Vancouver for some distance 
the road is quite level and runs through 
a newly -settled country, for the devel- 
opment of which the railroad is large- 
ly responsible. Hut soon the Cascade 
Range has to be crossed, and the road 
winds along the most natural and con- 
venient path, the valley, or rather 
canon, of the Fraser River. The course 
followed by the railroad is most re- 
markable. As De Lesseps said of an- 
other road in America: 44 It is a most 
audacious piece of engineering/' On 
one side is a precipice, on the other 
side is the turbulent, green Fraser. 
Often the train seems about to pitch 
forward into the river, when, with a 
sharp curve, it rushes into a tun- 
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nel cut through a rocky promontory. 
After keeping the course of the river 
for about one hundred and forty miles, 
the railway crosses the plateau be- 
tween the Cascades and the Selkirks. 
The ascent to the Glacier House, which 
is two miles west of the summit of the 
Selkirks, is made by a long, snaky, 
triple loop, from the highest curve of 
which four tracks can be seen. After 
leaving the Selkirks the Rocky Moun- 
tains are crossed, and then comes the 
long, gradual slope of prairie from the 
Rockies to Winnipeg. Through the 
mountain divisions of this railroad 
there are miles and miles of snow-sheds 
and other snow barricades, around 
most of which summer tracks are pro- 
vided, so that passengers may lose no 
glimpse of the ever-changing scenery. 

The natural beauties on this line are 
far too many to enumerate here. I 
shall name only a few that I recall very 
vividly. The first landscape that im- 
pressed me was Shu swap Lake, in the 
Cascade Range, a headwater of the 
Thompson River, This sheet of water, 
which is so clear and has such vivid re- 
flections that it is almost the same either 
side up, stretches in among the moun- 
tains with many arms, like an octopus. 
Steep promontories are between these 
arms and the beach is only a few feet 
wide. This lake is full of salmon and 
during 'the fishing season the shores 
are dotted with Indian tepees. 

The Albert Canon is a remarkable 
river-bed. It is a deep fissure, in 
which, three hundred feet below the 
track, the Illiciwaet river boils and 
roars along in its narrow course. The 
width of the gorge at the top is very 
deceptive. 1 saw no one who could 
throw a stone across it, though it 
looked very narrow, and I doubt 
whether the Father of his Country 
could have thrown so far. At the b&jt- 
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torn, however, it is barely twenty feet 
wide. 

The Great Glacier of the Selkirks is 
another impressive sight. It seems 
just above the station at Glacier House, 
and, in fact, is but a short distance 
away. It is a vast plateau of light 
-reen ice, larger, it is said, than all 
the glaciers of Switzerland combined. 
The melting of this glacier feeds the 

Illiciwaet. 

The scenery about Banff, in the Cana- 
dian National Park, is grand in the 
extreme. This portion of the govern- 
ment reserve is in a particularly wild 
and rugged part of the Rocky Moun* 
tains. Tall, bare peaks tower on all 
sides, most of which are pyramidal in 
structure. The park contains many 
glacier streams and lakes, and also sul- 
phur springs, said to possess wonder- 
ful curative properties. 

After leaving Banff and proceeding 
eastward, the mountains are soon left 
behind and the traveler is treated to a 
long stretch of sage-brush country. 
The fauna of that region consists prin- 
cipally of gophers, prairie dogs and 
rabbits with a sprinkling of tame bears, 
and mounted police. The ride across 
the plains has little to vary its monot- 
ony, and it is rather a relief to reach 
Winnipeg, 

It is impossible in so short a space 
to enlarge on the wonders along this 
new railroad, especially as they are so 
numerous as to be confusing. Proba- 
bly the ones in which I was interested 
would not attract the attention of oth- 
ers. But, at any rate, I should recom- 
mend this route of travel to the Pacific 
coast as by far the most beautiful in 
natural scenery. 

Hereafter, even if a scholar attains 
a high standing in his class, and is ab- 
sent one-tenth of his recitations in any 
study, he must take an examination in 
that study, 



The Corn Palace at Sioux City, Iowa. 

Sioux City is a typical western place, 
having about 50,000 inhabitants and a 
great deal of Western enterprise; and 
for several years it has built each 
autumn a Corn Palace, all the towns 
and counties around assisting. The 
inhabitants of the city would scorn 
the idea that everyone did not know 
all about their palace, but neverthe- 
less, since Vermont is so far away, 
perhaps an account of the one built 
this year, which I was fortunate 
enough to see, would be interesting. 

Of course I had no definite idea 
what it was like and was very much 
surprised at its siste the first time I 
saw it. 

It is arched across a street, so as not 
to interfere with the travel, and ex* 
tends one block on each side of it. 

The framework of the building was 
of wood but was entirely covered both, 
inside and out, with corn and other 
grains in all sorts of beautiful designs. 
1 hi the top of -l tower which was in 
the centre of the building was a large 
horn of plenty, made of corn. Outside, 
sitting on the ground eating their kin- 
luncheon, 04* watching the passers-by, 
you would see crowds of Indian braves, 
squaws and papooses. Just across the 
Missouri river is a reservation, and 
there are always a great many Indians 
in the city. Inside the building, on 
the first floor, were the two main rooms. 
In one there was a large platform, 
where a band played all the time. 
Here they had dances and masquerade 
balls in the evening. Here, also, the 
merchants and business firms of the 
city and some of the neighboring coun- 
ties had booths. One of the prettiest 
of these was that decorated by the 
Electric Light Company, There were 
several figures made of corn, and in 
their hair tiny lights that flashed like 
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diamonds, and above was a very large 
diamond of the lights. There were 
some very beautiful petrified mosses 
and leaves in this room. 

In the other large room, down stairs, 
were curiosities brought from all parts 
of the United States. Up-stairs were 
the booths decorated by different soci- 
eties or individuals of the city. Some 
of these were very beautiful. The first 
one I saw was a representation of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin. This was a little 
house built and furnished with corn. 
In the little yard outside was a well 
where you could draw water, and near 
it sat a negro playing on a banjo. Cleo- 
patra was there in her barge, sur- 
rounded by her boatmen. The group 
which took the first prize was called 
the Origin of Com. This consisted of 
illustrations from Hiawatha. The fig- 
ures were quite small, and underneath, 
in letters of corn, were the lines which 
the different figures were intended to 
represent. Among the other groups 
were Romeo and Juliet and Cupid in 
his chariot. There was a library, a 
study, a bedroom and a drawing room, 
furnished appropriately, in corn. The 
furniture of the bedroom was present- 
ed, when the palace closed, to a couple 
who were married in one of the rooms. 
There was a grotto made of corn and 
grasses and lighted with electric lights, 
as, indeed, the whole building was. 
On the closing day two farewell eon* 
certs were held, then the building was 
put up at auction and sold to the high- 
est bidder. He pulled it down and 
sold the lumber and corn. 

The privileges were restored last 
week, just in time to be again taken 
away. Does it not seem as though 
there was too much nonsense in the 
High School room? Certainly, all the

TIME KEEPERS. 

The watch and the clock are the 
most recent invention for measuring 
time. Before the making of these, 
time was computed in many different 
ways. Probably the first was by the 
movements of the heavenly bodies. 
The Egyptians computed one day from 
one sunrise to another, the Greeks and 
Italians from one sunrise to another. 
The astronomers of to-day begin at 
noon. The day> uf" all of these were 
composed of twenty-four hours. The 
Chinese day was twelve hours, one 
hour twice as long as our hours, 

These were only unsatisfactory meth- 
ods ; and the people soon found out 
that they needed something more accu- 
rate* They have invented numerous 
instruments, among which the sun- 
dial, the clepsydra, the hour-glass and 
the ancient clock are the best known. 

The sun-dials were probably the first 
used, or at least the first we have any 
record of It is not known by whom 
it was invented, but it was probably 
about 660 B. C. The first mention of 
it is found in the Bible, in both the 
book of id Kings and Isaiah: "And 
Isaiah the prophet cried unto the Lord; 
and he brought the shadow ten degrees 



back, by which it had gone down in 
the dial of Altai," (which allowed He- 
zekiah to live longer when he was 
sick unto death.) 

It consisted of a style or pin, placed 
in the center of a plate of some hard 
material or metal on which it cast its 
diadow On ihis plate were marked 
the hours, so when the shadow of the 
style reached a certain point they 
knew it to be so late. There were also 
moon-dials. But as the sun-dials were 
worthless at night or on a cloudy day, 
another time keeper was much needed, 
although after the clepsydra was in- 
vented sun-dials were used. They are 
sometimes seen even now in rustic 
gardens and old church yards. 

The elepsydra is said by some au- 
thors to be as old if not older than the 
sun-dial. One kind was a tube or 
transparent vase, on the sides of which 
were marked the names of the hours 
of the day, and through a hole in the 
end water was allowed to drain out 
slowly. They were used entirely in 
Egypt at the time of the Ptolemys' 
reign. Another was invented soon 
after, which was a great improvement 
on this one* It consisted of a tube 
marked exactly as the one before men* 
tioned, having a figure which by the 
pressure of the water arose and point- 
ed to the hour. They are mentioned 
by all the greatest of ancient writers 
somewhere in their works; very much 
as the sands of the hour glass are re- 
ferred to by many of the more modern 
I ones. About the time of the fall of 
Rome these hour-glasses were intro- 
duced in Europe, where soon afterward 
they came into common use, but were 
abandoned for pendulum clocks, which 
were a great improvement on them. 
They were still in use in the 18th cen- 
tury, 

Sand-glasses are the most recent of 
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all these ancient inventions. They 
consist of a glass tube which contains 
some sand. If this is overturned, the 
sand will empty into the other end in 
the time of 'one hour. Almost every 
one has seen them, as they are very 
common now as curiosities. They are 
also called hour-glasses. Almost every 
one of the last generation has seen 
them, for they were used in New Eng- 
land in Puritan time. 

Thus has progressed the art of keep- 
ing time by the different instruments, 
until now it seems to be as near per- 
fection as possible,

Stickney and Vail then followed, 
and after the principals had answered 
some arguments of their opponents, 
the judges retired. While they were 
out Mr. Ellsworth made a few remarks 
on education in different countries and 
also on the question debated. The 
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judges brought in a decision of three 
to two in favor of the affirmative, and 
the club adjourned. 



A Day in Quebec- 

In the summer of 1889, the writer, 
in company with several others, had 
occasion to visit the quaint old city of 
Quebec. 

We left Montreal by boat in the 
evening and were up early the next 
morning admiring the grand and beau- 
tiful scenery of the St. Lawrence, not 
forgetting to keep an eye open for the 
city we were about to visit. 

When we came in view of the city 
the sight was sublime and imposing. 

On the left was the city of Quebec, 
situated on a promontory 300 feet high 
and jutting out into the broad St. 
Lawrence, while on the right was Point 
Levis, a city ranking third in commer- 
cial importance in the Dominion. 

Straight down the river was the 
beautiful Isle of Orleans, which Car- 
tier christened the Isle of Bacchus 
on account of its rich wines. As we 
approached the city, the steep preci- 
pice where Wolfe and his army scaled 
the heights on that memorable day, 
when he defeated the French under 
Montcalm (and thus changed the his- 
tory of the whole continent) was point- 
ed out to us. 

This was of interest to me as my 
great great-grandfather fought in that 
battle under Wolfe. A little farther 
on we saw the place where Montgom- 
ery fell in his gallant assault on the 
British block house. 

As we stood upon the dock, above 
us was the Dufferin Terrace, a broad 
promenade overlooking the Lower 
Town and the surrounding country 



forming part of the massive wall which 
surrounds the city. 

Dufferin Terrace was built by Lord 
Dufferin while he was governor-gen- 
eral of Canada, and occupies in part 
the site of the t Chateau St Louis, the 
palace of the old French governors. 

A score of vociferous cabmen pressed 
around us, and selecting the most 
reasonable of them, w r e entrusted our- 
selves to his care, and passed through 
the Lower Town on our way to Beau- 
port and the Falls of Montmorenci. 

The streets of the Lower Town are 
narrow and crooked and the houses 
very old and quaint, reminding one of 
the pictures of the streets of Boston 
one hundred and fifty years ago. 

The drive to the Falls of Montmor- 
enci is a most picturesque one. Cross- 
ing the St. Charles river, we passed 
by numerous cottages inhabited by the 
Norman French, who retain the cus- 
toms, annals and superstitions of their 
ancestors. 

Their houses are plastered on the 
outside, with thick w T alls T huge chim- 
neys boxed with wood, and their roofs 
reaching within a few feet of the 
ground. We met French market wo- 
men, with their two- wheeled carts and 
chubby horses, going to market with 
their vegetables and now and then we 
came across curious vehicles called 
caliches. 

These are wonderfully shabby and 
rickety two- wheeled carriages, with 
the driver perched upon a narrow seat 
in front of the passengers, and urging 
on his little horse with frequent cries 
of " marche doru!" We came to the 
ruins of an old chateau, at one time the 
headquarters of Montcalm. 

Alighting from the carriage, we ex- 
amined the ruins of the old palace 
and found the cellar to be constructed 
of a succession of arches, in one of 
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which we found an old Canadian sleigh 
which was a curiosity to our eyes* 
The Falls of Montmorenci are formed 
by the Montmorenci River rushing 
over a steep precipice 251 feet high 
just before its confluence with the St. 
Lawrence. 

The view of these falls is grand and 
sublime; a sight that will not easily 
be forgotten. 

Most of the water rushing over this 
steep precipice dissolves into a fine 
spray before reaching the bottom, pro- 
ducing a most beautiful effect. After 
returning to the city we drove to the 
Plains of Abraham, where that import- 
ant battle between the French and 
English took place. A monument 
bears the proud inscription: "Here 
died Wolfe, victorious. Sept, 13, 1759.'' 
(In the way to the Plains of Abraham, 
we passed the house in which General 
Montgomery's body was laid after the 
battle of December 31st, 1775. The 
citadel was the nest place of interest 
visited. This is much higher than the 
Upper Town, being 345 feet above the 
St. Lawrence river. The entrance to 
the citadel is guarded by a stone en- 
cased road, passing a curious chain 
gate, a moat and a triangular space 
frowning with guns. 

Within are guns, barracks, maga- 
zines and other paraphernalia of a 1 
fortress. 

The flagstaff bastion commands one 
of the finest views in the world, being 
the highest point of the promontory on 
which Quebec is situated. The guide 
showed us a small cannon taken by the 
British at the battle of Bunker Hill. 
An American tourist, visiting the cita- 
del, on being shown this cannon and 
very conceitedly told its history, said: 
41 Ah, yes, you have the cannon and 
we have Bunker Hill." The last point 
of especial interest visited was the old 



French Basilica, over 200 years old, 
the most sacred of the Roman Catho- 
lic edifices of Canada. The bones of 
Champlain, the great explorer who 
founded Quebec in 1608, lie in this 
cathedral. 

There are a great many points of 
interest about Quebec that we could 
not visit, for lack of time, but when 
we repaired to the boat, we felt that 
we had spent the day very pleasantly 
and profitably witnessing the sights of 
Quebec, and one that would never be 
forgotten. A. H. K,

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UP KILLINGTON IN WINTER. 

It was four o'clock in the morning 
of February third, with the thermome- 
ter registering ten degrees above zero, 
that we started from Rutland for a 
trip up Killington Peak. 

We were very warmly clad, wearing 
pontiacs, fur gloves, and reefers, or 
peajackets, in the place of overcoats, 
as they were fully as warm and much 
less cumbersome. We had no gun, 
but each carried a revolver stuck in 
his belt to be used for firing signals in 
case of separation, 

The stars were shining brightly as 
we started up Green street, and the 
invigorating air stimulated our nerves 
as we walked rapidly on our way. At 
5.30 we had gained the top of the 
"Notch,** and, although we were some- 
what impeded by darkness and an icy 
road, we arrived at * 'Brewer's" about 
seven. Going in we asked the host to 
sell us a glass of milk, but he would 
hear of nothing but thatjpwe must stay 
to breakfast, which was just being put 
on the table. We were only too ready 
to comply, for although we had eaten 
a hearty breakfast before starting, the 
bracing air had whetted a keen edge 
on our appetites, so we gladly sat down 
before the smoking bacon and fragrant 
coffee, and talked of our intended 
climb, which commenced almost at the 
house. But our host gravely shook his 
head, saying that some "Rutland 
sports" had tried to go up on snow 
shoes the week before and had to 
give it up after going two-thirds of the 
way. We told him, however, that we 
relied on the crust, and if it held out 
we should gain the top with a little 
hard climbing. 

At 7.30 we left the house with a 
hearty farewell from our entertainer, 



and an invitation to stop on our way 
back for a cup of his delicious coffee. 
As we left the doorway the sun was 
just rising in all his glory over the 
top of Killington, tinting the whitened 
forest with every hue of crimson from 
dark to light, and beautifying the few 
S I rata of clouds that lay stretched along 
the horizon. Will that moment ever 
be forgotten? There on our right 
stood Shrewsbury, alone against the 
the sky, on our left rose the dome 
shaped Pico, and before us; grandest 
of all, was forest clad Killington, 
whose vesture of winter was not re- 
lieved even by the rocky summit which 
decked the proud head lifting itself 
twenty feet above its tallest Green 
Mountain brothers. 

Amid the surrounding stillness, 
broken only by the harsh cry of a 
desolate blue jay from some tall forest 
spruce, we began our ascent. The 
crust bore us admirably and our hopes 
rose as we ascended, now rapidly, now 
more slowly, as the nature of the 
ground permitted, enlivening the way 
with jokes and stories, with an occa- 
sional snap shot at a rabbit, as he 
darted out from beneath some brush 
pile, startled into flight by our ap- 
proach. 

Soon we found the snow about two 
feet deep, and becoming deeper the 
farther we went, making the path 
more and more obscure. Our tramp 
began to be accompanied by the 
crunching sound of the breaking crust 
as one or the other of us repeatedly 
sank in, a trifling thing in itself, yet 
showing us that unless it had been 
colder in proportion at the summit 
than at the base, we could not expect 
the crust to hold out to the top. 

At nine o'clock we stopped with a 
wonderful sight before us. We were 
just on the upper edge of the hard

wood belt, beyond which none of the 
hard woods, but the sturdy ash and a 
few scrubby birches can thrive. In 
front of us'st retched the forest of bal- 
sam and spruce, every branch of which 
was laden with from four to six inches 
of snow and ice, which glittered in the 
sun like diamonds of the purest water, 
presenting one of the most dazzling 
spectacles of nature. 

Here we measured and found the 
snow fully six feet deep, the top foot 
being light and feathery, and covering 
the crust upon which we were depend- 
ing for a footing. This top layer 
gradually deepened as we ascended. 
Though we were quite familiar with 
the mountain, we now considered it 
safer to proceed by compass than to 
trust all to tte road, which the large 
drifts from time to time rendered en- 
tirely indistinguishable. It was 9.45 
when we reached the old tree which 
told our gladdened eyes we had only 
one more mile ahead of us. But that 
one mile, how much it meant! The 
sky which had been clear only thirty 
minutes before, was now of a leaden 
hue. A few fine, subtle flakes of snow 
came fluttering down upon us, to be 
brushed away, but not unheeded, for 
they surely^prophesied a coming storm. 

We pushed on as fast as possible 
now, but by the time we had gone one- 
fourth of the way it was snowing hard, 
and the snow of the night before now 
lay three feet on the top of the crust, 
while in some places it w r as drifted in 
rifts and winrows, which were more 
easily tunnelled than surmounted. In 
one place, where the wind had blown 
theloose snow from the crust, we found 
a grouse, which had probably taken 
retuge from the cold in the feather 
blanket of snow, and the weather 
warming up in the night had formed 
a crust over him, so that he, un- 



able to free himself, was buried 
alive. We examined him only long 
enough to assure ourselves that no 
i'ntal Miare had helped to imprison him, 
and then hurried on, for the summit 
must be reached by noon if at all. We 
li:ul nuw reai hed the quarter mile tree, 
having been just one hour coming the 
last three-quarters. The snow was up 
to our armpits in places, and was fast 
sifting down, preventing our seeing 
more than five rods in front of us. 
Once we lost the trail and it was only 
with great difficulty and much loss of 
time that we retraced our steps and 
found it. Still on we went, sometimes 
tunnelling, sometimes sinking out of 
Sight, but with all our fatigue we were 
a merry couple, when at last, at just 
11.30, we reached the house. There 
the storm was raging in all its fury, 
heaping the snow up to the eaves on 
the Rutland side and more than two 
feet on the other. Although we knew 
there was a barn only a few feet from 
the house, we could not see even the 
suggestion of it. Above the house the 
snow had drifted in among the rocks 
till it was as smooth as a floor, and so 
soft that a climb to the flag staff would 
have been impossible, even had we 
wished it. We hunted about and 
found a sheltered place to eat our 
lunch, and after chipping off a few 
pieces of clapboards for mementoes, 
began the descent. Already the snow 
had covered up our foot prints, so that 
we were again obliged to go by com- 
pass, but going down was comparative- 
ly easy, and after various experiences 
we reached the foot at three, had our 
hot coffee at "Brewer's" and related 
our trip beside a cozy fire. After rest- 
ing an hour we started home, reaching 
there at a quarter to eight, thus end- 
ing, on February third, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-one, my hirst and last 
trip to Killington in winter. E,

DEBATING CLUB.

SCHOOL LIFE. 

What better proof do we need that 
our country has made great progress 
than a comparison of the schools of 
the present time and those of fifty 
years ago. 

The district school houses of the 
past were small, unpainted wooden 
buildings with no bell except perhaps 
a tea bell rung by the teacher to call 
the scholars from the play ground. 
The interior of the building would 
seem to some more modern eyes to be 
suitable for anything rather than 
school. One wooden black-board, no 
pictures or decorations^ a small box 
stove, and rough plank seats arranged 
in tiers, each row being somewhat 
higher than the one preceding it, and 
the teacher expounding his wisdom 
from a box-like structure, the desk. 

In schools like these many of our 
most eminent men began their educa- 
tion, plodding through the heat of 
summer and cold of winter, one, two 
and even three miles to these temples 
of learning. 



The branches of study were few, as 
a person's education was often regard- 
ed as completed if he possessed a 
knowledge of spelling, reading, writ- 
ing, ciphering, and geography. The 
work was monotonous, being the same 
day after day, which perhaps served 
as an excuse for the pranks in which 
our grandfathers and grandmothers 
engaged. They whispered, missed in 
their lessons, turned the hands of the 
clock forward, filled the chimney with 
paper till the stove smoked so that 
school was dismissed, sawed the legs 
of the teacher's chair so that he fell 
on the floor when trying to sit down, 
and did other evil deeds. But they 
were punished for their love of mis- 
chief, as their master in turn threat- 
ened, scolded and whipped, till it is 
not strange that in such a school they 
were not all brilliant scholars. 

Happy was that studious youth who 
went to college to learn, though many 
of the boys of to-day seem to think it 
a chance to learn a little, enjoy them- 
selves very mtuh, and gain the prestige 
which clings to the name of a college 
graduate. 

The schools of the present time are 
very different. 

The buildings erected at an expense 
of thousands of dollars quite make us 
forget the small, one-story school * 
houses of the past, and the great bells, 
black-boards, patent seats, and numer- 
ous other provisions for our comfort* 
make our many studies as easy as the 
few of fifty years ago. Perhaps easier, 
for was it not some one of those schol- 
ars who composed the rhyme which so 
well expresses our sentiments: 

"Multiplication is a vexation, 

Division is as bad ; 
The Rule of Three doth puzzle me, 

And Fractions drive me mad/'

Whf. coming joint debate between 
sf§ the Minervans and the R. H. S. 
D. C. promises to be full of interest. 
The subject chosen for discussion 
reads : Resolved, that poverty is a 
greater cause of crime than wealth. 
This is a well chosen subject and will 
give each side a chance to show its de- 
bative skill. As both clubs are deter- 
mined to secure the victory the (wordy) 
battle will undoubtedly be a severe 
one. The young men chosen to repre- 
sent the Debating Club are especially 
celebrated for the length and quick- 
ness of their tongues (that was deemed 
the important requisite), and as their 
tongues are not hung in the middle, 
they will have to use that weapon with 
redoubled energy in consequence of 
their aforementioned impediment. 
The negatives wish every one to ob- 
serve closely whether the judges are 
influenced by the beauty of their op- 
ponents, or their own profound argu- 
ments. They acknowledge that wealth 
(of beauty) in this instance, might 
possibly cause a crime by influencing 
the judges to decide against them, but 
they trust that persons chosen for such 
important positions will be impregna- 
ble to such vain and worldly matters. 



Although the regular meetings of 
the clubs were postponed one week, the 
Debating Club held a business meet- 
ing this afternoon and elected officers 
for next term. 
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RUTLAND'S IMPROVEMENTS. 

At last there really seems to be a 
spirit of public improvement among 
the citizens of Rutland. A new depot, 
a much needed tunnel, a foot bridge 
across the track south of the depot, a 
new round-house and a committee to 
look after the condition of the streets 
are the changes which promise future 
beauty, celebrity and convenience for 
our town and townspeople. 

A person arriving in Rutland is im- 
mediately impressed with the dingi- 
ncss and shabby aspect of the depot. 
Every train that has entered the build- 
ing has poured its smoke and steam 
against the interior until it has the 
appearance of a huge smoke house. 
Grease and dust are found everywhere, 
making it anything but pleasant to 
enter its precincts. The restaurant is 
removed from the car-room by but a 
single door, and on account of the poor 
ventilation the smoke often finds its 
way into it. These are some of the 
most important facts which make a 
new depot seem indispensable. 

The tunnel is something the need 
, of which a number of deaths were 
necessary to convince Rutlanders. The 
last one occurring in broad daylight 
showed plainly the ineffectuality of 
even two flagmen at a crossing so fre- 
quently used. 

Although the flagmen have exon- 
erated themselves in this last instance, 
the facts of the case are not changed. 
If men are fool-hardy and careless 
about such matters, they must be pro- 
tected from self-destruction* If they 
wilt allow themselves to be run over at 
the crossing they must be obliged to 
go through the tunnel, where they will 
be out of harm's way* 

The foot-bridge will be a great ac- 
commodation to business men and the 
residents of "Nebraska/' making a 
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direct route from there to the depot, 
thus eliminating the hazardous neces- 
sity of crossing the tracks at a place 
where switching is constantly carried 
on. 

If Rutland wishes to become a sum- 
mer resort, and present indications 
point that way, she is taking the proper 
course to secure that end. One of the 
first requisites for such a place is a 
healthy location ; Rutland certainly 
has this. If you look carefully on the 
temperature map you will find that 
the region round about our village has 
a very exceptional atmosphere and 
climate. The next subjects of import- 
ance are the conveniences and scenery. 
We certainly have the conveniences in 
the shape of horse-cars, hotels, li%*eries, 
private boarding houses, churches and 
stores; as for the scenery, it is unsur- 
passed in Vermont. Speaking of horse 
cars reminds us that their fame for 
accommodation has extended to Bos- 
ton. A person from that place wrote 
recently that they were perfection for 
the comfort of their passengers; stop- 
ping and waiting for them tq do trad- 
ing, carrying bundles, and in fact 
making themselves generally useful, 

A committee to oversee the beau- 
tifying of the streets will supply a long 
felt want. The condition of the side- 
walks and roadways at some points 
during the spring is the only objection 
that can be offered agaigst Rutland as 
a paradise for summer visitors. This 
committee will have such things in 
charge, thus securing a certainty of 
having many defects corrected which 
the street commissioner and his men 
could not find time to do. 

When all these things have been ac- 
complished and Rutland shall have 
become a CITY, then, and not until 
then, can we hope for success in at- 
tracting visitors to our locality. 
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~~~~~ A~GH0ST STORY- 

In the upper part of the State of 
Alabama, very close to the line, in the 
midst of what was once a considerable 
clearing, stands a deserted old cabin; 
near by, enclosed by a clump of small 
pines, are the ruins of a blacksmith's 
forge. The country round about is 
forest-clad and rolling, being occupied 
by the foot-hills of the southern part 
of the great Alleghany range. Ex- 
cellent hunting is to be found in the 
surrounding forests, and it is owing 
to this fact that this story was written. 

A Northern sportsman wandering 
with a guide through the second- 
growth which surrounds the cabin, 
came suddenly upon it. The desolate 
and wild aspect of the cabin and its 
surroundings, together with the al- 
most supernatural atmosphere which 
seemed to pervade its interior as he 
peeped in at the door, made a peculiar- 
ly lasting impression upon him. 

That night during that delicious 
period of rest which follows a good 
supper after a long tramp, when stories 
are the order of the evening, the old 
cabin and its weird surroundings occur- 
red to him again. Upon inquiry the 
following story was related to him : 

The cabin was once the residence of 
a colored man who was building up a 
prosperous business among the freed 
slaves who lived in the vicinity ; the 
"poor" whites also patronized him, 
and being naturally outspoken he 
soon became the leader of the neigh- 
boring darkies. The whites regarded 
him as a "dangerous nigger/' 

The Ku Klux Klan (those knights 
errant of humanity) could not allow 
a negro of Nick Fisher's frank nature 
to remain long unnoticed. He received 
several messages signed "K, K, K., ft 
commanding him to leave the country. 



Not doing so, he was taken from his 
bed one night, carried to a convenient 
tree and given a severe whipping. 
Having convinced the darkey in this 
unmistakable manner that they meant 
business, these representatives of 
Southern chivalry were content to de- 
part, after informing their victim that 
he would have just three days to 
4 'make himself scarce. 0 Nick went 
back to his dwelling, swearing and 
throwing stones at the masked maraud- 
ers, who replied by pistol shots, but 
failed to do any execution, owing to 
the darkness. 

In spite of this rough handling 
Fisher refused to comply with their 
commands and prepared to defend his 
home. He bought a shotgun and some 
ammunition, and after securing the 
doors and windows he felt tolerably 
safe. The Klan kept their word and 
attacked him the fourth night after 
the whipping. Fisher's plan was to 
shoot the first ones that opened the 
front door and then in the confusion 
to escape by the rear door. This was 
not the height of strategy, and conse- 
quently did not wholly succeed. To 
be sure he let loose the contents of 
both barrels upon the foremost of the 
attacking party, but when he attempt- 
ed to escape by the back door he was 
captured by those of the enemy who 
were surrounding the house. There 
was a brief struggle, during which a 
rope was dropped over his head and 
drawn taut around his neck. As he 
was led around the house to a large 
apple tree which stood in front of it, 
he passed four masked bodies, the re- 
suit of the shooting. No words were 
wasted; the end of th^ rope was 
thrown over a limb, and he was swung 
into eternity. The next day some- 
body cut the body down and buried it 
beneath the floor of the cabin. Ever 
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crousness in a way that cannot be pro

He did not have to 
wait long; almost simultaneously with 
the expected knock he flung back the 
door and fired into the darkness. The 
lurid flash revealed the ghastly figure 
of a man with a rope around his neck. 
The door was hastily shut without any 
parley and strongly bolted. Every- 
body had seen the apparition, and 
the next day the whole party had ur- 
gent business in the North.

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J3$he last meeting of the Debating 
$4 Club was the stormiest ever held, 
and the first at which any formidable 
opposition has been made in the elec- 
tion of officers. The difficulty arose 
from the action taken by the C class, 
who, considering themselves shut out 
at the last elect Ion, determined to 
elect one of their number president at 
this meeting* There is no clause in 
the by-laws which touches upon the 
subject relating to class elections. The 
Club was organized on a school prin- 
ciple a.Wl the word class has been as 
carefully omitted from its constitu- 
tion as the word slave from the constitu- 
tion of the United States. It has always 
been understood, however, that the 



president was to come from the A class, 
the vice-president frcm the B class, 
and the secretary from the C class. 
Tins was the established order of 
lb in- sand has always been followed 
with one or two exceptions. This 
fault was with no one but the C's 
themselves, who made no attempt to 
elect one of their number; they did 
not even nominate one of their members 
for any office; their only nomination 
being for a member of one of the other 
classes. This they claim was because 
they did not understand their privi- 
lege, but it seems that they un- 
derstood that they had the prhri^ 
lege to nominate, therefore, why not 
have the right to nominate one of 
their own members for one of the of- 
fices as well as the others. On the 
i.:ikt hand it now appears that they 
again misunderstood the privilege, for 
when they came to use it they appear 
to have gotten it into their heads that 
as they have the greatest number they 
could elect all the officers. As it was 
they took only the principal offices and 
left the vice-president for some one 
else. There is no doubt that the class 
of the occupant of each chair should 
have been fixed in the beginning, but 
as we have said before, class rivalry 
had not then been considered. The 
articles of organization read, that the 
officers shall consist of a president, 
vice-president and secretary to be 
elected from the school. There is 
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nothing to indicate the least suspicion 
of anything but a school club. Class 
rivalry is a good thing; it gives life 
and zest to the school, and in the end 
produces a higher standard of excel- 
lence in every department. It is work- 
ing well in regard to rhetoricals; it 
will work well in the debating club if 
it is not carried far enough to excite 
individual animosity. When a person 
is angry he is not in a condition to 
conduct himself creditably in any 
business. This rivalry should only 
be encouraged in so far as it stimulates 
a friendly ambition tor a superior 
scholarship or debate, which ultimate- 
ly would end in a better condition of 
the school, club, and all things con- 
cerned. But when, as in the last 
meeting, it is carried to such an ex- 
treme as to excite ill feeling, then it 
becomes an impediment to all trans- 
action of business, an obstacle in the 
way of progress, and a subject of un- 
lKtpptness to all. 

he meeting of the Minervans held 
April ist, opened with the roll 
call, after which the report of the last 
meeting was read and accepted and 
the critic's report given. A motion 
was made and seconded that the part 
of the constitution pertaining to the 
election of officers be amended, and 
they be elected by informal ballot. A 
critic was appointed for the next meet- 
ing* after which the debate opened.

APRIL FOOL'S DAY, 

The origin of April Fool's Day is 
not known, but possibly it may be a 
relic of an old heathen custom. It is 
almost universal throughout Europe, 
and of its popularity in this country 
no mention is needed. The Hindoos 
have a festival known as Hule, similar 
to April Fool's Day, which occurs on ! 
the 31st of March. In France the per* 
son ft 10 led is called ;m April fi; h, and in 
Scotland a gowk, which is the Scotch 
for a cuckoo, and also a foolish per- 
son* 

There are many tricks which can be 
played on April Fool's Day, but the 
worst which I know of is to place an 
old hat filled with bricks on the side- 
walk after dark, but in a. place just 
light enough to be s^en well. There 
is an almost irresistible desire on the 
part of everyone to kick an old h it, 
and when he kicks one fixed in this 
way he gets both fooled and hurt. 
The first mention .we have in literature 
of April Fool's Day is by an English 
writer about 1700 A. D. t who says it 
originated in France. However, the 
custom of fooling is somewhat going 
out of custom except among the juve- 
nile class. S. L, 



SIGHTS IN CALCUTTA. 

As the city of Calcutta is approached 
from the river, one is strongly iWH 
pressed by the imposing grandeur of 
the scene and the magnificence of its 
buildings, although only a compara- 
tively small part of the city may be 
seen, as it is situated on a plain. On 
the right is a spacious dockyard, where 
are found innumerable ships and ves- 
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sels, and on the left great buildings 
tower above, the whole presenting a 
dazzling picture. 

The streets are very wide and often 
extend miles in length, lined on both 
sides with handsome residences. 
Tamed hi ids are often seen on the 
street, and a fine is imposed on a per- 
son who wilfully kills one of them. 

The government houses of Calcutta 
are all built of brick and richly stuc- 
coed. Among them is a female orphan 
institution, w T here the girls remain un- 
til they are either married or some 
eligible match is found for them. 

There is a great difference between 
the European and native quarters. The 
former consists of handsome structures 
surrounded by well kept lawns and 
gardens, while the hitter, known as 
"Black Town." is composed mostly 
of hovels and ill built houses* 

In the principal part of the city, 
along the bank of the liver, is a large, 
open space called the Maidan or Es- 
planade, where the people of society 
drive at certain times of the day, 
when the park is filled with the palan- 
quins and equipages of the better class. 

Kineteen-twentieths of the people 
seen on the street during the greater 
part of the day are men, and the 
Women, only those of the lower classes; 
the wealthier portion spend most of 
their time at home. The young wo- 
men are considered very pretty until 
they reach the age of twenty-five, 
when their beauty begins to fade.

^ Mention might be made of the na- 
tive water carriers of Calcutta, who 
seldom earn over twenty-five cents a 
day. They are employed to sprinkle 



the street and furnish those houses 
which do not have the running water. 
The water is carried m the skin of a 
pig or a goat {usually the former) 
which is carefully sewed up, with the 
exception of the neck, which is left 
open to receive the water. There are 
altogether many curious sights in 
Calcutta, and for its many grand and 
beautiful buildings, it may well be 
called the "city of palaces/'

FROM CHICAGO TO PORTLAND. 

On the evening of the 2 2d of June, 
iSor, a party of nine, "quorum pars 
magna fui" as -^Eneas modestly states, 
left Chicago for the West. Late in the 
evening we crossed the Mississippi, 
and it looked very picturesque by 
moonlight, with a few twinkling lights 
dotting its unruffled surface. As we 
then retired we saw only a little of 
Iowa, and that on the next morning. 
After stopping in Council Bluffs for a 
few minutes, the Union Pacific Rail- 
way, which owns the bridge across the 
Missouri here, took the train across 
into Omaha, There we made a stop 
during most of the day, and saw the 
sights, chiefly from electric cars. The 
city is built on sloping bluffs, with the 
Missouri at their foot The place justly 
possessesa "boom/' for within ten years 
the population has increased ten fold. 
The inhabitants now number 150,000, 
more or less, depending on the real 
estate agent that talks to you. Omaha 
is well built, with many fine buildings 
and business blocks. 

We started on again in the evening, 
and before "turning in lp spent a long 
time watching curious cloud forma- 
tions and intermittent lightnings far 
behind us. When we next procured 
newspapers we learned that a great part 
of Iowa was flooded and many lives 
lost on that very night, as the readers 
of this paper may remember. 

The next morning we found our- 
selves traveling across dreary sage- 



brush land. Gopher holes and their 
inmates were seen, and sage, daisies, 
and some peculiar grasses were plucked 
by the botanicaUy inclined members 
of the party. We passed through 
Cheyenne, Wyoming's capital, getting 
a glimpse of the State House, up on a 
hill. The Rockies were in sighc here 
and during the rest of the day. Rocks 
were seen that had very fantastic 
shapes, and the camera was kept busy 
taking pictures of towns and landscapes. 
Snow fences and sheds decorated the 
side-hills and cuts. Late in the day 
we went through Green River, Wyo- 
ming, a town at the foot of a high rock, 
which, in the gloaming, as we saw it, 
looked very much like a cistle. This 
part of Wyoming is very arid and un- 
productive. 

When the next day dawned upon us 
we discovered that we were in Salt 
Lake City, As soon as possible I 
walked out to get first impressions of 
the town. Little streams of melted 
snow from the mountains run in the 
gutters beside all the streets sloping 
toward the lake. In one place an In- 
dian family, gaudily dressed in red 
and yellow, from pater familias down t 
was cooking its breakfast at the road- 
side. Later we engaged a capacious 
carriage and set out to •* do " the city, t 
The driver was talkative, and also a 
Mormon. The first house he pointed out 
was one occupied by Brigham Young's 
nineteenth wife. We visited the fa- 
mous Tabernacle, an immense, oval, 
dome-roofed building, made entirely of 
material found in Utah, or Deseret, as 
the Mormons choose to call it. The 
main audience room is a splendid audi- 
torium. A pin dropped from a height 
of four inches can be heard by a lis-j 
tener two hundred feet away. The 
home-made organ was played for a few 
minutes, and the effect was grand and 
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majestic in the extreme. Near the Tab- 
ernacle is the Teriiple, now nearly com- 
pleted, after thirty-eight years 1 work. 
This building is tall, square, and of a 
very composite order of architecture, 
adorned with emblems, such as the sun, 
the moon, the dipper, and the All-see- 
ing Eye. After seeing the rest of the 
sights, including Brigham Young's 
grave and the homes of a few of his 
nineteen or more wives, we drove 
through a United States army fort, 
from which can be seen Emigrant Gap, 
where the first Mormon pilgrims en- 
tered the land which they hoped td 
govern to suit themselves. Later in 
the day we tried to swim in Great Salt 
Lake, but we found that the water was 
too buoyant for comfortable swimming, 
and came out feeling like Lot's wife, 
as the salt clung to all parts of us, 
making an unpleasant incrustation. 

In the evening we again resumed our 
westward course, spending two nights 
and a day passing through Idaho and 
Oregon. The region is an unfruitful 
plateau, some of which, when intelli- 
gently irrigated, produces good crops. 
As we approached Portland, following 
the course of the Columbia, our eager- 
ness to see the famous Dalles Rapids 
caused us to see many things that oth- 
erwise we would have missed, and 
Multnomah Falls was one of these. 
The fall looks something like the 
*' Bridal Veil," as it drops several 
hundred feet with the spray blowing 
about like fog. It is only a cascade, 
but on account of its own beauty and 
the wildnessand picturesqueness of its 
surroundings, it is pleasanter to look 
at than even mighty Niagara. 

As it was the beginning of the sal- 
mon fishing season, we saw many 
modes of catching the fish that is so 
plentiful at present. The commonest 
method is the revolving net, which is , 



anchored in a rapid current, to catch 
up-going fish. 

We arrived at Portland in the morn- 
ing of June 27, and made sight-seeing 
expeditions all day. Portland is a 
pleasant city, with a settled, prosper- 
ous appearance that reminds one of 
some Eastern cities. The streets are 
shady and broad, and the city is well 
provided with street cars. We made 
two trips to get views of Mt Hood and 
Ml. St. Helen's, but could not see the 
tops of the peaks either time, because 
they were covered with mist. 

Portland has a Chinese quarter, 
which we visited. We saw many curi- 
ous articles of food in the Chinamen's 
market, and noticed that opium was 
advertised as a "provision." A liule 
Chinese boy, clothed in silk and much 
gravity, was introduced to us by his 
proud parent. This boy is one of the 
two or three Chinese children in the 
United States. After seeing many 
other sights of minor interest, we took 
the cars for the north, to see Tacoma 
and Seattle. r 5

CONCORD. 

Concord, Massachusetts, is a ve 
interesting place for a person to visi 
if he is at all fond of history. He 
the famous battle of Concord w 
fought, and in addition to this it is, < 
has been, the home of several per so 
more or less famous in the litera J 
world. It is a very pretty little place 
about twenty miles from Boston, wi 
broad, quiet streets, shaded by beaiiti 
ful trees. Perhaps the first place o 
interest, as you drive up the princi 
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street of the town from the station, is 
Wright's Tavern, It was here that 
Major Pitcairn, so many years ago, 
stirred his toddy with his finger and 
vowed to make the blood of the regu- 
lars boil before morning. This is now 
a rather dilapidated-looking building, 
which is used as a dwelling house. 
Keeping on up the street, your atten- 
tion is attracted by an apparently very 
ancient white house with an old-fash- 
ioned well-sweep on one side, and over 
the door a queer sign announcing that 
antiquarian collections are within. If 
you enter you will find yourself 
in a small hall literally crammed 
with all sorts of curious old things. 
The proprietor of the establishment 
looks nearly as old as his treasures, but 
he knows all about them, and will 
gladly impart his knowledge to any 
one who will listen. Among those 
things which I thought particularly in- 
teresting were a napkin woven by 
Queen Anne, the desk which Thoreau 
had with him in his hut at Walden, the 
inkstand and pen which he used to 
carry with him in the woods, a spinet 
played upon by Queen Elizabeth, and 
one of the lanterns hung by Paul Re- 
vere in the old North Church. 

Still further up the street is Emer- 
son's old home, where his widow and 
daughter now live. It is a white house 
with green blinds, and old-fashioned 
fluted pillars in front. Farther on is 
Hawthorne's home, the "Wayside," 
and near by, the house where Miss Al- 
cott lived with her father when she 
wrote " Little Women." 

Retracing your steps and turning to- 
ward the river, you come to the battle 
ground. The spot is marked by two 
monuments — one of granite, the other 
a bronze minute-man, made from a 
cannon used during the Revolution. 



The latter is mounted on a granite ped- 
estal on which is this inscription \ 
11 By the rude bridge that spanned the 
flood, 

Their flag to April's breeze unfurled, 
Here once the embattled farmer? stood, 
And fired the shot heard round the 
world." 

Beside the places which have been 
mentioned, there are many more quite 
near Concord which are often visited 
by tourists. At Sudbury, which is 
only a few miles away, is the Wayside 
Inn, made so famous by Longfellow. 

At Lexington the battle of that name 
was fought, and Walden, where Tho- 
reau lived in his cabin and cultivated 
enough beans for himself — and the 
wood chucks also — is very near. 

Altogether, a few days spent in vis- 
iting Concord and the surrounding 
country will not only furnish a great 
deal of pleasure, but also considerable 
instruction to any one who is so fortu- 
nate as to go there.

AN INTERESTING WILL, 

Nestled in a green valley, close be- 
side a stream which murmurs and 
sparkles all day long, in the very heart 
of the Green Mountains, is a neat little 
mill that presents a scene of great 
activity all the year round. It is di- 
vided into four departments, viz. : grist, 
saw, shingle and cider mill. In the 
winter the farmers fell their trees, cut 
them up into logs, and haul them 
here to be sawed up into lumber or 
shingles. 

It is a novel experience to stand be- 
side the great saw and hear it screech 
and whizz through the logs of sweet 
smelling hemlock or spruce. 

The rattle and shake of the machin- 
ery and building, together with the 
unearthly wail of the saw, produces at 
first a peculiar sensation which it is 
impossible to portray. 

The shingle and grist mill depart- 
ments are interesting in their way; 
especially the latter, when you can 
sec the golden grain heaped up in the 
commodious hopper, which holds sever- 
al bushels, and imagine and conjecture 
the number of kernels there might 
be there until you finally appreciate 
the force of the familiar stor^about 
the birds and the wheat: 44 and then 
there came a little bird and took away 
another grain." Or you can watch the 
seemingly tireless grain elevator as its 
little cups keep going up past the small 
slot through which you are looking, 
each with its heaping load of grain or 
meal. At first it appears as though 
each cup was a new one, but upon 
drawing nearer and marking some 
peculiarity about one of them and 
waiting a few seconds it again appears 
from below and you discover that the 
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whole number arc arranged upon an 
endless belt; thus each cup after dump- 
ing its load above, goes down and 
dips itself full again. 

But the subjects of greatest interest 
were the cider and apple-seed depart- 
ments. They average 75 barrels of 
cider here a day; and the owner in- 
formed me that once during a "drive" 
he got out 100 barrels. A mill in which 
this amount of work can be accom- 
plished is worthy of our attention. 
Let us go in and see how they do it. 
Tn front of the mil J yon nmke a large 
bin in which are several thousand 
bushels of apples; following the road 
which leads around to the rear we 
come immediately upon the scene of 
action. There is the miller, just start- 
ing the machinery , See the apples 
coming down that large spout that 
leads from the big bin we saw above! 
They fall immediately into a grater, 
and are quickly converted into a juicy 
mass of pomace, which in turn falls in 
a box beneath. While this has been 
going on his assistant has placed a 
rack, or frame of wood upon the large 
platform with the grooves cut around 
it. Covering this with a large piece 
of strong jute, he shovels a large heap 
of pomace upon it. After spreading 
and leveling this sufficiently he throws 
up the cloth around it; then he lays on 
another frame and cloth, and the pro- 
cess is repeated until four or five pack- 
ages have been collected. This is 
called 44 laying up the cheese/' Upon 
the last frame several large pieces of 
timber are placed. Immediately above 
the "cheese" is a large frame- work 
which at the proper time commences 
to descend. It does not stop when it 
reaches the timbers, but keeps right 
on in its irresistible descent forcing 
the timbers beneath it. There is a 
bulging out of the cloths of the 
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"cheese." Little streams commence 
to run down its sides, which increase 
as the iron press descends ; these col- 
lect, run along the grooves in the plat- 
form, come together at one of the 
corners and form an amber stream 
which falls into the vat waiting to re- 
ceive it 

Let's try it and see how it tastes 
Ah! delicious. 

We sip it as we watch the brown 
tide rise in the oaken vat. Previously 
we have noticed a pipe running from 
this vat through a force pump and 
terminating in a still larger vat situ- 
ated about four feet from the ground. 

Suddenly, as the enclosed liquid 
reaches a certain height, the pump 
starts as 1 hough by magic and we can 
hear the cider falling into the vat 
above, making a sputtering noise at 
first that gradually changes into a liq- 
uid gurgle as the aqua regia gains 
depth and volume. 

Then comes a man with a team, 
having several empty barrels in his 
wagon. With a dexterity secured by 
long practice he quickly backs his team 
to the particular spot at which the 
loading is done, and rolling one of his 
barrels to the mill-owner who connects 
it with the elevated tank by means 
of a rubber hose, soon has a large 
stream of cider running into it. This 
barrel filled another takes its place, 
and so on until all are filled. 

After watching the filling of the 
barrels we turn our attention to the 
press again. In the meantime this 
constrictive engine has been descend- 
ing slowly, but surely, converting the 
grated apples into a compact mass, the 
shape of the cloth that surrounds it. 
The flush streams which occupied the 
groves around the press have now 
nearly disappeared, and the silent 
stream, the offspring of their union, 
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that ran sparkling into the vat below, 
has now dwindled to a little jet that 
breaks into large drops before reach- 
ing its destination; these drops follow- 
ing each other in quick succession, 
give forth an indescribably sweet little 
musical pu-r-r-r, " growing smaller by 
degrees and beautifully less, 1 ' as the 
supply from the press is exhausted. 
The pump stops working in the same 
magical manner that it started, and 
now that great iron torment, the 
press, ceases its persecutions and is 
drawn upward to its first position. 
One cannot help being reminded of 
the rack, in watching the potent work- 
ing of this powerful machine, for it 
was in very much the same manner 
that the Spaniards of the M Inquisi- 
tion " squeezed the very spirits out of 
their victims." 

The men now undo the first cloth 
and disclose the pomace in such a hard 
and solid mass that it is possible to cut 
it into sections; these are loaded into 
wheelbarrows or baskets, and carried 
out and dumped into a peculiar look- 
ing tank located on the bank of the 
brook. After each cheese has been 
served in this way, we are invited to 
come out and watch the last process to 
which these much vexed apples are 
obliged to submit. 

The tank is evidently about fifteen 
feet long and four feet high, having 
its interior divided into three com- 
partments, making, practically, three 
vats of it. There are alternate open- 
ings in the upper portions of the inte- 
rior partitions and the end board, ar- 
ranged in such a manner as to give a 
revolving motion to the water in each 
division, the latter being supplied 
from a small flume, connected with 
the larger mill flume. The water 
comes racing down the flume, enters 
the first division with a rush, whirls 



up the mass of pomace, and rises rota- 
ting rapidly towards the opening in 
the first wall As the water reaches 
the opening the matter that has risen 
with it is carried into vat No. 2. As 
it disappears we are able to perceive 
a dark mass of tiny objects circling 
around at the bottom of vat No. 1. 

We soon recognize these; they are 
nothing more or less than apple seeds. 
The action in the second and third 
vats is simi3ar to that in the first, after 
which the waste is carried into the 
brook. By this method the seeds car- 
ried from the first vat are secured in 
the second or third. 

As soon as the Mris has disappeared 
the water is shut off and the seeds 
shoveled out and placed on screens in 
a little house made particularly for 
this purpose. 

It is ingeniously arranged w it h a view 
to securing the greatest drying facili- 
ties, and under its sunny influences the 
seeds are soon ready for market. They 
are put up in sacks and shipped to the 
nurserymen. 

By this simple process Mr. S. is able 
to secure a surprisingly large quantity 
of apple seeds; one firm in particular 
sending him an order for seventy-five 
bushels* 

Who shall say this is not a triumph 
of Yankee ingenuity over the seem- 
ingly insurmountable difficulties of 
nature ?

We do not wish to criticise them in the 
artistic sense, yet when looking at 
these elaborate prints we cannot help 
but think that the postal authorities 
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supposed everybody owned high-power 
magnifying glasses. The stamps give 
reproductions of the historical pictures 
so finely, that it is impossible to see 
them to very good advantage without 
the aid of some sort of a magnifier. 



O students and those interested in 
educational purposes, the advis- 
ability of young men and women at- 
tending college is always more or less 
under discussion. Some have an idea 
that the average school or college grad- 
uate should be presented to the world 
with a mind stored so full of facts as 
to be regarded as a " walking encyclo- 
pedia/' This, however, is not true, 
for the education received in our insti- 
tutions, however broad it may seem, 
is but a beginning, and is mainly val- 
uable in so far as it trains us to the 
habit of continuous application, after 
a definite plan and system. To thor- 
oughly study the classics, particularly 
the long conjugations and declensions, 
requires the entire diversion of the 
mind from all outside affairs, thus 
necessitating great patience and per- 
severance. This continuous study aids 
greatly in developing the mental re- 
sources, and if for no other reason, is 
of great value to the student. Indeed, 
it is admitted that most young men 
leave college incapable of defining the 
rules of the English language, but does 
that prove that they are unfitted to 
hold the high positions marked out for 
them in life ? 

If one wishes to be self-conceited, 
obtaining merely superficial knowledge 
on a few general topics of current in- 
terest, a college is just the place for 
him to accomplish this object; but, on 
the contrary, if he wishes to acquire 
good, valuable information and train 
his mind to think and reason logically, 
a college is just the place for him to 



accomplish this object. If many col- 
lege graduates have failed to make 
life the success which they desired* it 
does not follow that the institution 
and teachers from whom he acquired 
his education are the cause of his fail- 
ure. It is not so much ivhat one learns 
in the course of study as htm he applies 
what he has learned. Therefore, he 
who is determined to make the best of 
life and can accustom himself to ac- 
quire knowledge by the active exertion 
of his own faculties, is urged to under- 
take a college course, 



fflHE First Annual Joint Debate be- 
gjt tween the Debating Clubs of the 
Rutland High School and the Rutland 
English and Classical Institute has 
at last come and gone. How much 
is expressed in those simple words 
**at last;" for it is generally under- 
stood that it required much contro- 
versy and discussion before arrange- 
ments were favorably settled. Indeed 
it was sometimes feared that on account 
of the endless points raised in argu- 
ment the debute cuukl not be held; 
but owing to the consideration and 
indomitable will of some of our most 
active members the desired object was 
finally brought about. During the 
whole event great fairness prevailed, 
and had our debaters been less lenient 
the opposing party would have been 
often called to order; since the foun- 
dation of their arguments was high 
license instead of prohibition. We do 
not think it oughfto be regretted that 
the executive committee adhered to 
the rules of Harvard; that is, had no 
judges. From the many opinions ex- 
pressed, most of which were highly 
favorable for our representatives, we 
are confident that the peoplehavc judged 
fairly, and that the hoys have displayed 
i t he " metal ,T of the R. H. S. We are 
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proud of them. However, in spite of 
the usual difficulties attending such an 
affair it is earnestly hoped that a joint 
debate may be held annually, since it 
1 S so greatly beneficial to both clubs. 



T£E QUESTION. 

In regard to the question ; We are 
sorry that a subject which seems to 
have aroused so strong partisan feeling 
on both sides, in our city, was under 
discussion. But as the question was 
brought forward and introduced by the 
Institute executive committee, of 
which Prof. Perry was a member, and 
as they chose the affirmative side, th* 
High School does not feel responsible 
for the result. 

We have been assured by our repre- 
sentatives in the debate that had they 
ktken the affirmative of the question 
they could have prepared a much more 
brilliant and effective argument than 
was possible to do on the negative side. 
They hatVe frankly told us that none 
more clearly understand the weak 
points in their own arguments than 
our debaters themselves. They had 
canvassed both sides of the question 
and pretty well understood which 
points their opponents possessed for 
effective, not to say unanswerable, re- 
plies to their central position. 

For instance, our debaters tell us 
that their main reliance for success on 
their side was to debate the question 
almost wholly from the standpoint of 
the city of Rutland as an object lesson, 
and of a popular illustration of how 
the law works in actual practice. This 
was the stronghold of their side of the 
debate. They could and did chiefly 
put forward the city of Rutland as 
a clincher to their arguments. This 
course was popular, because they could 
appeal to the audience to support every 
one of the facts they presented. They 



| knew they were true and admitted it. 
i But now, if we may be pardoned for 
seeming to show our opponents h*>\v 
easily they might have met this artful 
piece of argument, how simple a thing 
it would have been for the affirmative 
to respond with ten facts to the nega- 
tive's one. They might have said: 
** Yes, you make a very pretty showing 
with your poor little misgoverned 
| town of Rutland, but you don't say a 
| word about the rest of the towns in 
, the State, of which there are over two 
hundred and forty. You bring up one 
I town and say, * see how your boasted 
i law works V But, gentlemen, forever) 
one you bring forward on the neg- 
ative we can bring up over twenty at 
least where this law has been a success. 
We know that Rutland hasn't caught 
up with the millenium yet, but how is 
it with Brandon, Middlebury, Benning- 
ton, Brattleboro, Windsor and hosts of 
smaller towns in which liquor has imt 
been openly sold, almost within the 
memory of the oldest inhabitants ?" 

The debaters on the negative tore* 
saw this whole position of their oppo- 
nents and were conscious of its gre&t 
strength, and had dune their best to 
meet it, though they had no little fear 
for the result. 

How great, then, was the relief, not 
to say delight, when, instead of taking 
this brilliant chance, the affirmative 
wandered clear outside of the ques- 
tion, something which they had no 
right to do, and brought in the subject 
of high license to piece out their de- 
bate. This, to our High School de- 
baters, gave rise to a mixture of sen- 
sations. There was naturally some 
pleasure to think that the affirmative 
had made the battle such a simple - Tie 
to fight with success. There was, too, 
a strong sense of sympathy, not to say 
pity, for the debaters on the affirma- 
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tive, when it was seen how unfortunate 
their position must seem to the minds 
of the audience. And then, of course, 
there was a littte serenity as they sur- 
veyed the outcome of the contest. 

The debate was a good illustration 
of the two ways of preparing an argu- 
ment. The first, adopted by the affirm- 
ative, is to write out and learn as an 
oration a set of arguments against 
those you think your opponents will 
present. This is all very well in the- 
ory, but disastrous in practice, as has 
been proven in this debate. If the op- 
posing party digress from the supposed 
course, the points cannot be brought 
to bear with equal force unless the de- 
bater is much used to the platform. 
Then there are many points best left 
out that cannot be cut upon the spur 
of the moment. The other way, 
adopted by the negative, has no such 
hazardous chances connected with it. 
It is simply to take a certain number 
of topics, enough to cover the whole 
field, and arrange them interchange- 
ably, then learn them, thus bringing 
them to bear with force. 

We are sorry that our opponents 
branched from the question and debated 
upon high license, for, besides being 
contrary to parliamentary proceedings, 
it proved as unfortunate to the affirma- 
tive as did the expressions of discourte- 
sy of which they were guilty. We hope 
that no such thing will happen in the 
next joint debate, for it is the wish of 
the High School, at least, that their pat- 
rons receive that for which they pay. 

Shortly before the debate, Judge 
Robbins, the presiding officer, was 
asked whether or not the affirmative 
could be called to order it" they intro- 
duced high license into their argu- 
ments. He said : "If the affirmative 
introduce high license they may be 
calle 1 to order every time the subject is men- 



tioned \ as there is no provision for stieh a di- 
gression staled in the question." But the 
High School is proud of the fact that, 
while their representatives could have 
called their opponents to order repeat- 
edly and the debate practically stopped, 
the negative maintained the chivalrous 
reputation of the school by allowing 
them to proceed without interruption, 
as an act of courtesy. The debates 
of the negative were prepared solely 
by the boys of the High School. Neither 
did they leave the stage during the de- 
bate. The High School rejoices in 
these facts and is proud, moreover, that 
Its representatives proved themselves 
to be gentlemen at a very trying time 
in the debate.

JOINT DEBATE. 

The first annual joint delate between 
the It fit. S. D. C\ and Me R- E C. 
t L- took place in the City Hall on 
the evening of Jan. iS. The question 
for discussion was: Resolved, ''That 

| the prohibitory law is for the best in- 
terests of the people of Vermont," 
The great interest of the citizens in 
the subject was manifested by the 
lur-e audience pres^m . The entire 
hall was handsomely decorated in the 
national colors, while either half of 
the stage was trimmed respectively in 
the colors of the schools represented, 
together with evergreens and ferns. 

The supporters of the affirmative 
were G. B. Horton and Edwin Cong- 
don of the Institute; tho^eof the neg- 

' ative were J. B. Stearns and E. V. N. 
Harwood of the High School. Judge 
Robbins, being the presiding officer, 

I first expressed his gratification at see- 
ing so large an audience, after which 
Misses Childs and Carpenter rendered, 



with truly artistic skill, a piano duet 
from Schubert, 

Horton opened the debate for the 
affirmative, and sai* "The object of 
our discussion to solve an impor- 
tant question, one of no recent ori- 
gin, since several centuries ago the 
liquor traffic was prohibited in 
China. Maine was the first State to 
pass a prohibitory law and Vermont 
the next License violates the funda- 
mental principles of law. Prohibition 
is written upon every chapter of di- 
vine law. The opposing speakers will 
advocate a high /ieense law. Will less' 
liquor be sold if there are fewer sa- 
loons ? If Vermont is compared with 
other States in the Union, you will find 
the rati^ of its prisoners, according to 
its population, is less than any other. 
Why, if the law does not prohibit, is 
it kept upon the statute books of Ver- 
mont and Maine ? U does not prohibit. 
One benefit of prohibition against high 
license is that it keeps down rum even 
in polities. Look at the rum power in 
New York State in the election of Sen- 
ator Murphy at Albany. That is the 
restilt of high license.'* 

Stearns, principal on the negative, 
siad: "We have just listened to curi- 
ous arguments. My opponent has ar- 
gued high license, local option, talked 
on politics, white blackbirds and many 
other things, but as yet has failed to 
discuss the real question. We are here 
to debate the prohibitory law. A law, 
to be for the best interests of a people 
must be a law of the people, for the 
people and by the people, not a law of 
a few, for a few and by a few . A law, 
to be for the best interests of a people, 
must, above all things, be enforced. 
No law which is not or cannot be en- 
forced, no law that is held up to ridi- 
cule by the people of this or any other 



State, can be for the best interests of 
the people of Vermont. 

1 ' A law to be f ( > r t h c be st i n t crests 
of a people must not discriminate. It 
is a poor law indeed that sends a poor, 
defenceless woman to the workhouse 
and allows the wealthy saloon -keeper 
to walk the streets unmolested. I will 
say that, as representatives of the Rut- 
land High School t we are here to ar- 
gue, not, as many suppose, on the side 
of high license, but on the side of 
temperance and right. We want a law 
that will restrict the rum traffic in 
practice as well as in theory. 

0 You have heard a great deal about 
this wonderful law. Suppose I read a 
few sections of it, and let us see how it 
is enforced. It is rather dry reading, I 
will admit. One of our foremost law- 
yers once said: 4 The Vermont prohib- 
itory law is nothing but a lot of non- 
sense bound in green calf for other 
green calves to make money out of. ' u 

Stearns read several sections, and 
went on to prove that the law was nat 
enforced. Pie said; 4 'Several months 
ago we read of a man being brought 
up for renting his building for liquor- 
selling purposes. It was proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the 
building was rented for that purpose, 
yet the jury failed to convict him. 
Why? I will tell you. A merchant 
in high standing in this community 
said; 4 1 couldn't vote against that 
man on social reasons.* What kind 
of a man is it who puts social above 
lei^al reasons ? We want a law that 
can be enforced without making per- 
jurers of our citizens. These are facts. 
I didn't pi t<> Montpelier to get them, 
cither, «y 

- My opponent quotes Governor Ful- 
ler as saving he thought the prohibito- 
rv law was for the best interests of the 
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people, Of course he would say so, 
Do you believe the highest State offi- 
cial would siy on e »if our laws was not 
for tfta best interests of the people ? 
This is an age of progression* The 
world moves; we move. The Prohi- 
bitionists must move, whether they 
wish fed or not. Language changes; 
customs change ; the Bihh has to be re- 
vised. Is the prohibitory law so much 
superior to all these that it must not 
be changed ? 

14 The engine is coming; clear the 
track. Its name is Progress. At the 
throttle stands the young man. Get 
out of the way. Don't oppose it or 
you will be run over and be ground to 
pieces. 11 

Here a banjo duet by Miss Peabody 
and Hamilton, with Miss SpafTord as 
accompanist, took place, and was so 
well received by theaudience that they 
were obliged to respond to an em\nr t 

The affirmative was then resumed 
by Congdon, who said: "It is not 
true that the prohibitory law is a fail- 
u re in Vermont. Whenever liquor is 
sol d i t i s beh i nd el osed d oo r s . W i 1 1 h ig h 
license restrict the sale of liquor ? The 
prohibitory law makes illegal the busi- 
ness, and is less apt to be violated than 
the license law. My opponent puts 
nothing in place of the prohibitory-* 
law." 

He then gave the opinions of influ- 
ential men from States where the law 
is enforced and who maintain it is for 
the general good After speaking of 
drink as a destroyer of national pros- 
perity, he said: 41 It is a wrong prin- 
ciple to bring a law into contempt that 
has been enacted for the welfare of so- 
ciety, and this is just what men do 
who are opposed to prohibition. High 
license would not be any better." 

In closing, he said: "We know the 
prohibitory law does not prohibit, but 



it is not the fault of the Prohibition- , 
ists that it cannot be enforced. It is a 
benefit to the State. 11 

E. V. N. Harwood, second on the 
negative, came forward and said, in 
part : 4t My opponents have stood here 
and debated on high license, a thing 
they have no right to do. There is no 
provision for such a digression in the 
question. And their arguments have 
been against high license and nothing 
els*. T hey t h ough t that the Mi gh 
School would come out for high license, 
and prepared their arguments with that 
point in view. They are mistaken. 1 
am sorry for them. They say we have 
put no law in the place of the prohibi- 
tory law. That is not what we are 
here for. There is no provision for 
that either in the question. 

H My opponents claim there is no 
liquor sold in this town or State. They 
claim their statistics in regard to it are 
correct but they cannot prove that 
their figures are a true representation 
of the amount of liquor sold in Ver- 
mont. Why ? Because they get their 
statistics* from liquor agents, and n 
where else. They don't know how 
much liquor is sold contrary to law. 
This is the way they get their statis- 
ties, and they have no hesitancy in say- 
ing they represent the total amount of 
liquor consumed. 

" The people send men to the Legis- 
lature to make laws, and they have 
made one that is not respected or 
obeyed. But since they have enacted 
them they should see them enforced, 
and not leave them for a few men to 
get rich by blackmail and perjury. 

** They should look into any law that 
they make. If they would take one 
night in looking into this law of theirs, 
they would see sights that would make 
them see the fallacy of their doctrines, 
1 have looked into this law since I was 



asked to take this debate, I should like 
to tell you all I have seen, but under the 
technicalities of the law, I am unable 
to do so. This much I can say, that, 
standing on one of your principal 
streets. I looked into a bar-room with- 
out leaving the sidewalk, and saw fifty 
men come up and drink within thirty 
minutes. In three more I saw the 
same sight, and was informed there 
were eight more places within a stone's 
throw* You ask what kind of men 
they were? They were men of all 
classes, from prominent business and 
professional men to clerks and labor- 
t.T\ Young men, too, were there, 
drinking, and all under the prohibition 
laws of Vermont, that soul-saving doc- 
ument that M cuts off the liquor traffic, 
root and branch."' There are thirty 
places where rum is sold in this town. 
I can prove it, for the officers occa- 
sionally bleed them for fines. 

" No law is of benefit when it is not 
enforced. It has been proven that this 
law cannot be enforced. They tried 
last summer; they made one grand at- 
tempt; they employed spies and went 
out upon a crusade, and how has it 
come out ? I do not need to tell you. 
You know already that it ended in a 
mob, and the leaders, frightened, dared 
not proceed. How is this going to af- 
fect the young men? Are they going 
to obey a law, when they are men, that 
they were taught to wink at in their 
youth ? No man can respect a law 
that upholds the rich and crushes the 
poor. The law r s are a farce of the low- 
est order, literally permitting the sale of 
the liquor they so assiduously prohibit, 
and all under the n;ime of the Al- 
mighty, 

! % This movement has been before the 
public forty years, flow man v Stages d<» 
they hold ? Four. At that rate, they 
will convince the people that corrup- 



tion is right four hundred years from 
now, or in 2293 A. D. If it is so very 
beneficial to Vermont, why don't they 
introduce it into other States? 

44 We want a law that will be upheld 
by public sentiment, a law that will 
pro/tiki the selling of liquor, and not 
a law that will allow thirty drunks 
in this hall at one time, as I saw here 
last election night, and the officers 
walking about among them. We want 
a \:rv that will prohibit, but we do not 
expect that the Prohibition party can 
make or enforce one. They are too 
radical. But we do expect that some 
time in the future a timpcrathf party 
will arise out of the chaos and make a 
law that will be respected and obeyed. ' 

A violin solo by Charles Phelps was 
well rendered at this point, 

Horton, on the affirmative, then 
came forward to reply, and was imme- 
diately called to order by Stearns, of 
the negative, for introducing new ar- 
guments. He seemed astonished and 
said: 41 1 did not know that that was 
in the agreement. " The chair then in- 
formed him that it was according to 
parliamentary rules, and he could not 
use new arguments, Horton then said: 
41 My opponents have torn down the 
law and have left nothing in its place. 
They have given me no chance to re- 
ply ; there is nothing to say. 

" The second gentleman on thenega- 
tive said that he has seen people sell- 
ing liquor; we have had no occasion to 
do so ourselves/* 

Stearns, in replying, said; "It has 
always been the custom of the High 
School Debating Club to treat its op- 
p nents, no matter where they were 
from, in a gentlemanly manner, I did 
not come here to exchange insults, and 
whatever may be the etiquette of places 
outside of Rutland, I shall continue to 
treat my opponents as gentlemen. My 
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opponent has evaded the question. He 
says " the law is for the best interests of 
the people/ 1 and then admits it cannot 
be enforced. All he has debated upon 
is high license. Hi-hi-hi-lieense is all 
we have heard. Then, again, he says 
the law is enforced. There is one 
body of people in Rutland who have 
done more for the cause of temperance 
than all the Prohibitionists on the face 
of the earth, and I should think that 
that noble body of women, the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Union, 
would p\it the men to shame. My op- 
ponent says we went to the liquor deal- 
ers to get our facts. Yes, we did, and 
perhaps he went to the cider manufac- 
turers to get his, " 

Mollis Smith closed the evening's en- 
tertainment by a vocal solo, which was 
sung with good effect. 

THE BANQUET. 

At midnight the Bard well House 
parlors were thronged with a gay 
party of banqueters, assembled to do 
justice to the excellent menu prepared 
by Landlord Carpenter for the First 
Annual Banquet of the Rutland High 
School Debating Club. 

At 12:15 tne dining room doors were 
thrown open to the Debating Society 
with its many friends, while the 
Alumni, the Board of Education and 
many members of the R. E. C. [, 
L. swelled the number to seventy-five. 

The tables were decked with hi-h 
school colors, while enm-m :m:l white 
carnations adorned the board ia pro- 
fusfcm. The menu was also printed in 
the emblematic colors of the school. 

After discussing the many savory 
dishes and amply satisfying the inner 
man, J . B. Stearns, toast master, called 
the meeting to order, and welcomed 
the assembly in a witty and appropri- 
ate manner. He expressed regret that 
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one who had been most active in arrang- 
ing the banquet, one upon whom the 
success largely depended, was unable to 
be present on account of sickness. He 
then called upon Prof, Colcord to re- 
spond to the toast, 11 The High School." 
He said in part : * 1 You ask me to speak 
for the high school. It has spoken for 
itself. He spoke of the great progress 
in the school in the last two years, and 
of the great boom in high school mat- 
ters just now. To speak of nothing 
more than the high school is to 
speak of a most important institution, 
and thanks to the Yankee it is taking 
the lead in education. Not only on 
these grounds has the school taken 
high rank, but it takes the first place 
in New England in moral standing. 
This moral reform is indeed a thing 
to be proud of, a step that will bring 
the school great success. The school 
is progressing rapidly and will take 
the foremost place in educational 
matters in the future. This occasion 
has proved a success, and I am glad 
that your friends have so well re- 
sponded to your invitations, and I sin- 
cerely hope that the occasion will be 
repeated/' 

Mr. E. L. Temple responded to the 
toast/* The Alumni." He said: "Boys, 
I can go back to 1861 when I attended 
the high school, and the pleasant mem- 
ories are very precious to me. My 
memory takes me back to the later 
forties, when there w r as only one street 
and that is the one upon which I now 
live. The house in which I reside 
formed one extremity and the old 
Morse homestead the ether. The high 
school was held at that time in an old 
brick building, and there were none of 
the modern conveniences of our school 
houses of the present clay. Instead of 
furnaces stoves were used, and slate 
I blackboards were a thing unheard of. 
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The examinations were oral at that 
time, and the system of marking dif- 
ferent from that now employed ; in fact 
the primary scholars of to-day would 
rebel against putting up w r ith the con- 
veniences of that period." 

E. V. N. Harwood responded to the 
togst, "The Debate." After quoting 
from Chauuccy M, Depew on the great 
advantages of debating, he said in 
part: We welcome in the first an- 
nual debate between the principal pub- 
lic and private schools of this city, 
and we hope that they may be contin- 
ued. Perhaps the discussion was a 
little radical, but we cannot blameour- 
selves, as it was proposed by the Insti- 
tute. Boys, we have established a 
precedent to-night, and let it be the 
duty of every undergraduate to see 
that it is lived up to and improved on in 
future years." 

The toast, " The Banquet," was re- 
sponded to by H. M. Bates, Jr , who 
said: "We welcome you to the first 
banquet of the Debating Society, and 
we all hope that this is only the open- 
ing of a series of annual banquets. I 
know that you have amply digested the 
fruitful knowledge derived from the 
debate, as well as this most excellent 
supper, or dinner, as we should call a 
midnight meal. I hope you may profit 
by the one as you nave enjoyed the 
other. May the occasion be often re- 
peated*" 

T L. Drury ably responded to the 
toast, "The Press/' He said in part: 
**I am glad to be "present with the 
members of the High School to-night, 
and it gives me great pleasure as a 
representative of the public press to 
know that Rutland can boast of such a 
society as the High School Debating 
Club. 

The press supports the public insti- 
tutions and is a factor in public and 



not in private life. It is the aim to 
support the public and not the private 
schools. In a way the press is a pub" 
lie and not a private concern, entering 
into all phases of public life, and I am 
happy to say can enter into such pro- 
ceedings as these. I do not mean by 
this that the press does not coin- 
cide with private institutions, but that 
its first aim is for the public. 

I am a high school graduate mvself, 
and caft appreciate your great success 
this evening. I have no ill feeling 
towards the private school you so 
thoroughly out-did. bm 1 was -lad to 
see the product of a public institution 
wax the product of a private institu- 
tion to-night." 

Mr. Keyes responded to the toast, 
41 The Notes/' He gave a review or the 
work done in this important branch of 
high school work. He said the paper 
was started in 1889, and had steadily 
improved ever since. This year the 
size was doubled and the paper was 
issued monthly instead of bi-weekly 
as heretofore. The many humorous 
stories brought out in a very original 
manner were well calculated to hit the 
mark, and received the applause thev 
merited. 

Mr. Oilman responded to the toast, 
*' The Athletic Association. " He gave 
a review of the forming of the club, 
and said its history was noted more for 
inactivity than anything else. This 
could be accounted for, however, he 
said, by the fact that the club was or- 
ganized late in the fall and had had no 
time for active work. He also spoke 
of the field day that it is proposed to 
have next spring. 

Mr. Harwood Egglest on/9 2, respond- 
ed to the toast, "The Class of 92." 
He spoke of the good old times in 
school, and said that though he h«d 
called them "old times," it seemed as 
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though they had come and gone but 
yesterday, so pleasant were the mem* 
ories. He also told in a humorous and 
heart-rending manner how the four 
boys had to walk several miles around 
town to get the twenty young ladies 
safely home after class sociables. 

The toast, " Fae Tot it m Bene/' was 
ably responded to by J. Earle Clauson, 
'<)z. He explained the motto of the 
class, and depicted in an interesting 
manner, worthy of the class of '92, the 
grievous trials that said class had un- 
dergone in selecting their motto. He 
said that though the motto was more 
for ornament than any thing else* 
he was sure it was a help to the class 
in a moral way. He closed by suggest- 
ing that the toast-master p .n t | in 
the toast.

Let truth be sought for truth's sake, 
and knowledge for the sake of knowl- 
edge. 

HAWTHORNE IN THE OLD MANSE 

The school had closed and the vaca- 
tion for rest and recreation had com- 
menced* A few of the schoolmates 
planned to take a carriage drive to 
Concord, Mass., to visit the 4 4 Old 
Manse/* formerly occupied by Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne ' ; 

On June 25th, a party of seven T in- 
eluding the driver, started from Rut- 
land, well equipped with everything 
necessary for a long journey. We 
stopped at all interesting places on our 
route, arriving at Concord, Mass., 
July 3. After refreshing ourselves 
from our long journey, we started for 
the M Old Manse," which is situated a 
little out from the city. The first 
thing we saw of the homestead was 
two tall gate-posts of rough hewn 
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stone, between which the grey front of 
the "Old Manse" might be seen, It 
had rained before we arrived at Con- 
cord, so the unpainted shingles were 
blaek with moisture and the moss upon 
the house looked green and fresh. The 
whole land surface had a water-soaked 
appearance. As this made it very un- 
pleasant, we. visited the interior of the 
house first. I will only describe the 
rooms that seemed most interesting to 
the party. In the rear of the house 
was a delightful place of study, where 
Emerson wrote kt Nature," for he was 
then an inhabitant of the Manse. 

A cheerful coat of paint and golden 
tinted paper hangings lighted up the 
.small apartment, and a willow tree 
cast its shadows into the room. 

On the walls was the lovely head of 
Raphael's Madonna and t-wo little pic- 
tures of the Lake of Como. A few 
books stood in order about the room, 
which were seldom disturbed. This 
beautiful study had three windows, set 
with small, old-fashioned panes of 
glass, each with a crack across it. 

From the two windows on the west- 
ern side you could look down into the 
orchard and catch a glimpse of the 
river through the trees. The third 
window faced north, commanding a 
broader view of the river at a spot that 
gleams forth into the light of history. 
It was at this window that the clergy- 
man (who first dwelt in this house) 
stood watch iug the outbreak of a 
long struggle between two nations. 
Next we visited the garret. Anyone 
ought to be happy to have the 
pleasure of visiting a huge garret, 
stored like that of the Manse, with 
lumber that each generation had left 
behind, from a period before the revo. 
lution. It was A hall dimly lighted 
through small, dusty windows, and the 
■ rude masonry of the chimneys made 
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the room look crude and uncivilized. 
On one side was a little whitewashed 
apartment which bore the title of 
Saints* Chamber, because holy men in 
their youth slept, studied and prayed 
there. 

The wall was covered with names of 
former visitors, consequently we add- 
ed ours to the list. 

The- mi tuivist- dried the ground we 
took a stroll around the premises arid 
went to the river, on both sides of 
which was a broad expanse of level 
ground. Near the wall which sepa- 
rated the two tracts of land were two 
stones, which stood at the head of the 
graves of two British soldiers, Zach* 
ariah Brown and Thomas Davis. There 
seemed to be a wilder interest in a 
tract of land — one hundred yards in 
breadth — between the battlefield and 
the house. Here, in some unknown 
age before the white man came, stood 
an Indian village. " The site is iden- 
tified by the spear, arrow heads, eh is- 
els and other implements of war, which 
the plough turns up from the sop," 
Here we fotmd many relics to bring 
home. There are many more interest- 
ing features about the "Old Manse " 
and its surroundings that I have not 
time to mention. We returned home 
in time to commence another year's 
work of study, well paid for our trip 
to the "Old Manse." k. h.

ii SstffeLL is fair in love and war/* 
gjSji runs the old adage, and it may 
be truthfully applied to modern poli- 
tics. Less than one month from now 
Grover Cleveland will take his seat in 
the presidential chair, and in a short 
time thousands of government officers 
will be obliged to vacate their comfort- 
ably salaried offices in favor of the 
party they deposed four years ago. 
But with government clerks, employed 
under the present civil service laws, it 
is entirely different They will retain 
their positions without fear or favor, 
irrespective of party or platform, and 
only removed by reason of neglect or 
inefficiency in judicial capacity. And 
in case of removal their places will be 
filled, not by individuals who have a 
"pull" upon the * l powers that be," 
but by persons whose competency has 
been thoroughly tested by rigid exam- 
ination. It was only a few years ago 
that these clerks were unceremoniously 
dismissed upon the advent of a new 
party, as goverment officers are to-day, 
and the party attaining power deemed 
it a duty to apologize for leaving in of- 
fice a few backwoods postmasters, sue* 
cessors i<> whom were unattainable. 
The civil service reform that applies 



to clerks should apply to officers also, 
and undoubtedly will in the near fu- 
ture, when people open their eyes more 
fully to the corruption attending of- 
fice seeking; and they will demand the 
reform as a right when they realize 
that there is no rational reason against 
its use. 



HE trouble caused by the revolu- 
tion in Hawaii is constantly in- 
creasing, and the inhabitants of the 
islands have asked for annexation to 
the United States. The embarrass- 
ment of our government in relation to 
the affair has grown greatly out cf the 
limitations of the Constitution, which 
takes no account of additions to our 
territory. As the matter now stands, 
there seems to be no difficulty in ob- 
taining possession of the islands, but 
how to govern them when once ob- 
tained is a question of perplexity to 
our government. With the control of 
these islands in the central Pacific, the 
United States will exalt herself, and 
thus detract from the importance of 
other leading nations of the world. 
Great Britain, perhaps, is the only 
country that would be moved to raise 
any contention on this subject. For 
centuries she has had experience in 
building up the power of foreign na- 
tions, while the United States, on the 
other hand, has not cared to burden 
herself with a foreign people who could 
not thoroughly understand our insti- 
tutions and political ideas. One author 
says that foreign commerce is this 
crown to national greatness, To have 
this we must not only exchange goods 
with foreign nations, but should also 
increase our naval powers in all parts 
of the world. Confined, as our vessels 
have been, mostly to our own coast 
trade» the government has seen fit 
to maintain but few specially armed

THE MIKERVANS. 

The regular meeting of the Miner- 
vans, held Friday, Feb. io f opened with 
the roll-call, after which the report of 
the last meeting was read and accept- 
ed.

It was 
George Washington's ambition that 
did so much for his country." 

Miss Woodiin for the affirmathe 
spoke of the vrong done by England, 
on account of her ambition, and al^o 
said that the civil war was in a meas- 
ure begun by the ambitious slavehold- 
ers. Miss Page then pictured what 
won hi p n-hably be the condition of 
our homes if our forefathers had been 
unambitious. She told of Phillips 
Brooks' ambition to overcome his dif- 
ficulty in speaking distinctly and all 
the good that came from his Hfe. 

The judges, Misses Dun ton, Hig- 
gins, Butler, Gilson and Norton, de- 
cided tli roc to two in favor of the 
negative. After the debate the semi- 
annual election of officers took place. 

The following officers were elected 
for the remainder of the school year: 
President, Miss Dunton; Vice-Presi- 
dent, Miss Norton ; Secretary, Miss 
Toohey. The club then adjourned. 



DEBATING CLUB. 

A meeting of the Debating Club for 
the purpose of having more practice 
with parliamentary rules than is ob- 
tained at its ordinary meetings, was 
held on Thursday night, Feb. 9.

HISTORIC SPOTS ABOUT BOSTON. 

During the summers of 1890 and of 
1892, it was my pleasure to visit many 
of the historical spots about Boston, 
which not only interest the inhabitants 
of Boston alone, but of all New Eng- 
land, since Boston has been the cradle 
from which all New England has 
sprung. 

Among the places of most interest 
visited was the old Faneuil Hall, the 
cradle of American Liberty, presented to 
Boston by Peter Faneuil, a wealthy 
merchant, in 1742, as a market and 
public halh Here the foremost ora- 
tors of the country have been heard, 
and it was here that the spirited ad- 
dresses were delivered against the 
en.wn from 1765 to 1775, and which 
aroused the people to the successful 
revolution which followed. 

The lower part of the building is 
used as a market, while the upper part 



contains the old hall, whose walls, sur- 
rounded by a balcony, are hung with 
famous portraits of Washington, Peter 
Faneuil, Webster and others. 

Near by is the old State House, built 
in 1 713, and used for many years by 
the old Provincial council, afterward 
^or an exchange, a postoffiee, an en- 
gine house, barracks for British troops 
and a eapitol, in which the State legis- 
lature met for fifteen years. Accord- 
ing to John Adams, " Independence 
was born here/' and it was here that 
Generals Howe, Clinton and Gage held 
a council of war before the battle of 
Bunker Hill, and a year later the Dec- 
laration of Independence was read 
from the balcony to the crowds of re- 
joicing soldiers and people below. 

Tn this place the Constitution of 
Massachusetts was drawn up, and 
Washington reviewed the militia from 
its balcony. The building is noted for 
its quaint architectural peculiarities ( 
having gilded figures of the lion and 
unicorn, symbolic of the British power, 
on its outside walls, and an oddly 
constructed steeple which, however, 
has been partly removed in late 
years. 

The old legislative halls are now oc- 
cupied by valuable collections of an- 
cient relics, among the most interest- 
ing of which is Benjamin Franklin *s 
priuting press. Advancing up Wash- 
ington street weeome to the Old South 
l lunch, a plain brick building painted 
in a light color, with a tall spire and 
the belfry- surrounded by a gallery. 
This church, which is an old historical 
landmark, is now abandoned as a 
place of worship and is used for a his- 
torical museum of rare old colonial 
antiqu i ties. 

The first church erected on this site 
was by the Congregational society in 
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1669, which was replaced in 1729 by 
the present structure. 

Within its walls Benjamin Franklin 
was baptized; Whitefield preached; 
Warren and other patriotic speakers 
stirred up the people against British 
oppression ; the 11 tea party N was also 
organized here. In 1775 the British 
soldiers used the church for a riding 
school. 

Much could be said about this inter- 
esting structure, but we must hasten 
on. 

Crossing over to Tremont street we 
come to Kind's Chapel, the first Epis- 
copal church in New England. The 
first church erected was in 1689, and 
the present structure was built in 175 4. 
In the adjoining cemetery, two hun- 
dred and thirty years old t are buried 
John Winthrop, the first governor of 
Massachusetts, and other colonial gov* 
ernors and many noted personages, 
while a short walk takes us to the Old 
Granary burying-grotfnd where are 
buried nine governors of Massachu- 
setts, two signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, six famous divines, 
the victims of the Boston Massacre, 
John Hancock, Samuel Adams, Peter 
Faneuil, Paul Revere, the parents of 
Benjamin Franklin, and many other 
aotable persons. 

The headstones are of a brownish 
color, which time ha*s decorated with 
moss. It certainly seems very queer 
to see a cemetery two hundred and 
thirty years old, in the heart of a 
densely populated city. 

The bustle and excitement outside 
the cemetery compared with the still 
and quiet within, presents a marked 
contrast and leads one to think of the 
old saying, that "Men may come and 
men may go, but the world moves on 
forever. *' 



We will now visit the most ancient 
part of the city, the North End, which 
in olden times was the aristocratic por- 
tion of the town, but is now populated 
by the foreign element. 

Proceeding up old Salem street, 
which is in the Jewish quarter, and one 
would know this without being told, 
judging from the quantities of second- 
hand clothing displayed upon the out* 
side of the buildings and the numerous 
Hebrew signs, we pass one of the old- 
est houses in the city, erected in 1660, 

Farther up the street we come to 
Christ church, or the 14 Old North M 
church, as it is often called. This is 
the oldest church in the city. It was 
erected in 1723 by the Episcopalians 
and contains a chime of eight bells, 
the oldest in America, cast in England 
and imported to America in 1724, 
which it was my pleasure to hear, being 
in church at noon, July 4th, when the 
bells of the city are always rung. The 
bible, prayer-books and silver service 
used in the church were presented by 
George II. in 1733. In the vaults 
below was buried the valiant Major 
Pitfcairn, who distingue he J himself at 
the battle of Bunker Hill. The tower 
above accurately represents the one 
blown down in 1S04, from which was 
hung the lantern which notified Paul 
Uevere of the coming of the British. 
The first Sunday school in New Eng. 
land, and the first known to exist in 
America, was established in connection 
w T ith this church in 1815. As we stand 
near the church we cannot help but 
think of the changes which time has 
wrought in this section of the city. The 
crowds of foreign bred people which 
pour themselves into the street on Sun- 
day have taken the places of the gentry 
on their way to church ; the black-eyed 
Jewesses in the windows have taken the 



places of the pretty colonial* dames; 
the Christian church has gWen w T ay to 
the Jewish tabernacle near by, whose 
members exceed in numbers those of 
the "Old North." 

Everything is changed except the 
old houses and the same blue sky over- 
head. It was my good fortune to have 
a chance to visit the Jewish tal^r- 
naele, which is a large brifcfc building, 
painted brown, and beautifully finish- 
ed inside in mahogany, while the veil- 
ing is handsomely decorated. 

Close by the 11 Old North," rising 
about twenty feet above the surround- 
ing streets, is Copp's Hill burying 
ground, the second burial place in 
the city (Kings Chapel being the first). 
The first interments werepiade in 1660. 
The headstones are very quaint, some 
of them having representations of the 
M skull and cross-bones," the "scythe 
of time/* weeping wi!low r s g the hour- 
glass and the 4 4 Angel of Death," de- 
vised to impress upon the mind of the 
observer the transitory nature of this 
mortal life. Coats of arms are en- 
graved upon others, while all the in- 
scriptions are in "old style " English, 
The oldest stone is dated 1661, while 
the cemetery contains a stone dated 
1625, which is sacred to the memory of 
■ JUL 1 whose remains were transferred 
from Plymouth in 1759. 

The last mentioned stone is supposed 
to be the oldest in New England. 

The cemetery contains the resting 
place of the noted Puritan minister, 
Cotton Mather. 

Some of the stones were used as tar- 
gets by the British soldiers during the 
Revolution, and the marks which the 
bullets made may be seen to-day. Over 
one grave the famous Napoleon willow, 
grown from a slip from the tree over 
Napoleon's grave at St Helena, 
pread s its branches. 



The lead of the Indian's bullet which 
killed one brave captain in the colo- 
nial army, was melted and run into a 
slit in the stone which marks his grave, 
as a curious reminder of his ill fate, 
and is pointed out to visitors of to-day. 
On one stone may be seen the fol- 
lowing epitaph : 

11 Stop here, my friend, and cast an eye, 
As you are now, >o once was I; 
As I am now, so you must be — 
Prepare P r djath and follow me." 

A saucy boy has added these lines 
in chalk : 

" To follow you Pm not content, 
Unless 1 know which way you went." 

Leaving the cemetery and passing 
down Hull street we pass the Gailoupr 
House, the headquarters of Gen. Gage 
during the battle of Bunker Hill, while 
other houses in the vicinity were occu 
pied by the British soldiers, and a bat- 
tery was located in the cemetery.

COMMENCEMENT. 



Most Successful Exercises Ever Held. 

A FINE DAY, A LAKC.K CROWD AND A 
inc. RECKPTiON IN THE EVENING, 

The graduation exercises of tjie High 
School were held at the Opera House 
Friday, June 16, and w^ere rightly ad- 
judged the most successful ever held 
hy the Rutland High School, 

There was not a hitch or delay in 
either the afternoon or evening pro- 
gramme, nor has there ever been such 
an array of well delivered essays as 
those given. The usual sweltering 
heat that sends the thermometer up 
into the nineties and the audience to 
vigorously using their fans f was re- 
placed by a moderately cool atmos- 
phere that was wont to keep even the 
tN croakers M fa the best of humor, and 
the speakers in a comparatively cool 
position upon the elevated stage. 
Never before has there been a larger 
crowd. The aisles were filled with 
chairs and many stood upon the limit- 
ed space allowed at the doors and 
pushed and shoved about in an endeav- 
or to obtain a better view of the stage, 
while even the window seats were 
filled with boys and men to make 
standing room for ladies in the north 
aisle. 

Banks of ferns and flowers, conspic- 
uous among which was the class 
flower, the buttercup, adorned the 
sides of the stage, while the front was 
festooned with yellow bunting strewn 
with maiden -hair ferns and flowers. 

Above, suspended from the flyers, 
was the class motto, in letters of olive 
and go d, giving a very pretty and 
tasty effect to the whole. Below the 
motto, Ex Vita Schol& in Sc/wlam Vita; t 
which interpreted means out of school 
life into life's school, were suspended 
the figures 93, also in the class colors. 
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Upon the stage were seated the 
graduating class, the corps of teachers 
Superintendent Temple, Trustees Tut- 
tie and Barrett, Mr. C. P. Harris. Mr. 
Jesse A. Ellsworth, a former principal 
of the school, and Kev. Dr. & W. 
Phillips of the (/ou.; relational church. 
After music by Dreamer's orchestra 
the exercises of the day were opened 
with a prayer by Dr. Phillips. Then 

ime the salutatory address, which is 
given in another column, and essay, 
** A peep at Our World in Future.*' by 
Annie Walker Humphrey, in which 
she asks some very far-reaching <]Ucs- 
tions that in our busy life we hardly 
slop to consider till they arc placed 
l»ef (ire us by some careful t bill king 
person. 

" What sort of a world will the peo- 
ple be living in that come after us?" 
This very question alone hears enough 
thought in itself, but we are asked to 
consider many more, l * Will she 
change in her fundamental laws? 
That is not to be expected, M we are 
told, but it is the revolution in her 
many inventions, customs and f *rras 
that we are asked to consider. 

The thought that the world will be 
morally perfect is too good to be real- 
fetic, but the inventions arjj d escribed 
as marvelous. 

The great natural advantages of 
Africa are brought forward and well 
discussed and are believed to be, by 
the speaker, the great controlling com- 
mercial and agricultural power of the 
next century. Many other points 
were brought out that are not fully 
realized upon momentary thought. 

The essay, *' Woman in Politics/* 
ov luha Agnes Canty, came next and 
was an earnest and well written pica 
for woman's rights, that from manner 
of composition and delivery showed 
careful thinking and conscientious) 



training. She showed that woman has 
taken high honors in all the scientific 
institutions to which she has been ad- 
mitted and that she has shown herself 
an equal of man in all branches of his 
work to which she has been allowed, 
and therefore she should have the 
right of suffrage if she so desires, and 
especially so where she has been left a 
widow or has taxable propeity. 

She very aptly quoted from that 
sage who said: 11 You educate a man 
and you educate one person, but you 
educate a woman and you are educat- 
ing a whole family/' 

The declaration was also made that 
alt the Opposition to woman 's right of 
juffrage was the fear that if woman 
takes one single step in the direction 
of progress it will place her out- 
side the sacred sphere or home, and 
all in the very face of the fact that she 
has advanced in hi r home life where- 
ever she has had a chance for outside 
improvement. 

"Otlur Worlds to Conquer" fur- 
nished the interesting subject of an 
essay by Mary Cecilia Donnelly, who 
treated the subject in a masterly way 
that deserves much credit. 

She said: "How many people do 
we know who are satisfied with well 
enough, who, contented with the ex- 
isting slate of things and their own 
successes, fail fn#m lack of further 
ambition to reach farther for more am- 
bitious results? " The unsatisfied are 
the ones that succeed. This would 
seem at fcmt neither probable, or logi- 
cally true, but what of Morse, Ildison 
antl Columbus and the hosts of invent- 
ors and scion lists that have made our 
-homes luxurious and our work light. 
Had they been satisfied with their sur- 
roundings, we might have still been 
using the stage coach and sailing ves- 
sels or the old slow means of com muni- 
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cation. Yet it is true that such people 
are not always agreeable to society that 
would rest from ambitious activity, 
but the welfare of a people is of 
more consequence than their whims, 
and the dissatisfied man is an abso- 
lute necessity. 

At this point music was rendered by 
the orchestra, after which Patrick 
Francis McDonongh came forward and 
delivered a remarkably clear and well 
written oration entitled M Democracy 
—Its Power/' The subject was well 
chosen and much credit is due to 
the writer in the handling of such 
a broad and difficult subject. It 
was treated in a somewhat differ- 
ent way than is generally the case. 
It shows the great growth of Amer- 
ica compared with foreign monarchies 
and compares France before and after 
she became a republic. That old 
American motto: <k All men are creat- 
ed free and equal/' that makes the 
heart of the foreigner leap for joy, is 
the point about which the discussion 
centers. He showed that of the greater 
nations America leads, as we are 
restricted by no rank or sect. 

Again, the great free system of 
schools furnishes an inestimable fac- 
tor in the unifying process that prac- 
tically brings the aliens into closer 
sympathy with our government, 
prompting them to fight for a land 
that they have found beneficial to 
their interests. This last fact, he 
proves, was illustrated by our last war, 
when thousands upon thousands of 
foreign-born citizens gave their life's 
blood for the land they had grown to 
love, 

Mr, McDonongh was followed by 
Miss Etta Franklin, who recited in 
a very pretty manner, *' Joan of Are," 
after which came the essay li Specula- 
tion in Futures/' by Marie Louise 



Met/ger. Miss Metzger treated this in 
a highly interesting and original man 
ner that held the closest attention of 
the audience during its delivery. 
^ The subject is taken concretely and 
1 placed before the audience in the well 
- known and pleasing style of the writer 
and delivered with characteristic ease 
and distinctness. 

Tl i e essay deals in futures from 
j a speculative standpoint and compares 
the fortunes made and lost on the stock 
exchange to the risks of everyday life. 
14 Can much be gained where small 
risks are taken?" is asked. A fitting 
illustration of a negative answer is 
aptly taken in the venture of Robert 
Give, so well known in history from 
his great risk taken at Plassey, at 
which an empire was won for Eng- 
land, and all from the courage of a man 
in a two hours" debate with himself. 
Again, she says: " Is not life a lottery 
from infancy up? A little gained in 
any direction and the gainer is sure to 
risk more in the same pursuits. Is it 
the men who sit down humbly and 
apologize for living that are heroes in 
history, or is it the men who risk life 
and fortune?" Look and see. There 
is no famous person in history who has 
made his name great except by taking 
hazards, and great ones, too. 

She concluded by saying: 11 Then do 
we look for accident to bring us into 
greatness? No! The glorious triumphs 
of life will never come to us in this 
way. We must be brave and bold to 
try, for those and those only are the 
ones that feel the prize in their grasp." 

' The Secret of Success." by Arthur 
Hawkins Keyes was an interesting and 
remarkably well composed oration and 
delivered with great clearness and 
ease, in which he shows that a man, 
to succeed must first, do something, 
as an idle man will never amount to 
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anything in our busy modern times* 
Then, secondly, a man must do one 
thing, as *' a jaek-at-all-trades is good 
at none/ 1 A man, he says, may drive 
six horses, but if he tries to attend to 
a half dozen kinds of business he 
must, unless he is a very remarkable 
person, fail. Again, every person has 
his own especial tatetn, and it is his 
business in life to find out what that 
talent is and develop it. This talent 
should not be shut up within the 
possessor, but should be used for the 
benefit of the world to the advant- 
age of the one who has it to give. 
Then, fourthly, he says: 41 A Oaatk, 
to succeed, must do /it's Inst at <w ha level ^ 
he may choose, and do it with all his^ 
might, for a half effort, no matter how 
talented the person may be, is of little 
use unless every effort is thrown into 
developing it. A person who is easily 
discouraged is not the one who is go- 
ing to be of benefit to the world, but i 
the one who has pluck to stick and hang 
to his work/' 

Keyes was followed by Mi^s Dun ton 
in her essay on "The Bpic Ideal. " She 
first compares the storms of nature to 
persona] strife and temptation that, 
though seemingly disastrous at the 
time, strengthen and mouldy the char 
acter. A very fitting illustration is 
taken in the character of Jean Valjean 
in Victor Hugo's ** Les Miserables." 
Jean Valjean *s life hope was killed by 
a pardonable crime, but he was im- 
prisoned for nineteen years. Upon 
being released he was again tempted 
and succumbed, but this time, being 
pardoned by his captor, he became a 
different man, and in the course of 
time became mayor of his city. In 
this position he one day disclosed his 
crime and past history to the people, 
as an innocent person was about to be 
imprisoned for life for one of his old 



thefts. She concludes by saying : 
41 Every life is an epic, and docs it not 
rest with us how the struggle shall 
end, whether the storms of life shall 
leave us victorious or vanquished ?" 

Adelaide Benton Schryver then ren- 
dered a recitation entitled ** Robert of 
Sicily," in a, most pleasing manner, 
She not only showed marked elocu- 
tionary ability, but great preparation 
and study. The piece is one that 
is inspiring in the extreme, and 
no one could have been chosen 
who would have given it a better dra- 
matic effect than Miss Schryver. 

Miss Taylor, in her essay, * *Yc 
Good ( >1d Times, " drawsa highly amus- 
ing, and at the same time very sensi- 
ble sketch of the old times, Taking for 
illustration the George Washington 
period, she compared the modern ways 
with those in his time, and described 
the manners, dress and customs of the 
so-called l * grand old period, ,T that we 
may never sec again, and proved that 
they were not only inferior to our 
times in learning, inventions and cul- 
ture, but aptly compared our great 
men with theirs. " We grant, she says, 
* 4 that the age had its great men, but 
that is easily explained* Those same 
men w T erc great because they shined 
in a comparatively dark age. * They 
were mostly warriors or statesmen, but 
our men of talent turned their atten- 
tion to other things and have become 
Hccehers, Bancrofts or Kmersons. M 
She then went on to describe the in- 
ventions Kr*our day as compared w r ith 
t^ose in the time of Washington, and 
concluded by saying, "Yes, the old 
times were grand, but we are obstinate 
enough to prefer our day to theirs/* 

The literary part of the exercises 
were closed by the Valedictory, which 
is given in another part of this paper. 
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Before the diplomas were given Su- 
perintendent Temple addressed the 
graduates. He said in part : M J wish to 
say a word to the friends of the public 
schools. We have not at this time the 
least idea of rendering an account of 
our stewardship in detail. What with 
prize speaking, public debates and con- 
certs, to say nothing of the immortal 
ktrmcss, it is evident that the young 
people have the floor this spring, and 
we willingly concede it to them. 

" In the new school year there will 
be many new interests to be .met by 
those having in charge the education 
of our young people. Perhaps the 
most important one is that of room; 
room in which to educate i,8oo schol- 
ars, having a corps of not less than 
forty teachers. Up to this point 
we have done oar best to further 
the interests of our schools, of 
which you have occasion to be proud. 
There is no doubt that our successors 
will do their best for the cause of edu- 
catii.m. Let me mention two things 
in which the pupils of the public 
schools are personally concerned. The 
first is the public library, which has a 
power for good in school, education 
that can scarcely be realized. Mure 
than one thousand books have been 
carefully read and digested by the pu- 
pils in the public schools of Rutland 
during the past year. Do not lose 
your grip on the public library. The 
second is the long vacation which we 
have this year concluded to extend to 
September 1 8. We have not forgotten 
that this is Columbian year, and we 
trust that it will be the good fortune 
of each and every one of you to see 
the wonders of the World's Fair, and 
come back better prepared to take up 
the duties of practical school work. 

w I will only add a word of congrat- 
ulation to the members of the gradu- 
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ating class for the achievements they 
have accomplished, and 1 sincerely 
wish t<> each one of you a long, happy 
and useful life '* 

Mr. Temple then presented the di~ 
plomas to the graduates, and Principal 
Coleord said: **$ am happy to say 
there has been an agreeable precedent 
established, which does not require the 
principal to make a speech upon an oc- 
casion of this kind. In view of the 
excessive heat ami the long time which 
you have been seated, I will simply 
congratulate the class and thank yon 
all for the kindness you have shown 
us and the patience and forbearance 
you have exhibited this afternoon." 

Music by the orchestra concluded 
the exercises.

ORATION -THE STUDY OF ENGLISH. 

KIJ.BER ALEXANDER CAM J'UI" I.J.. 

How many times have you who have 
listened to the closing exercises of our 
schools heard the classical student 
paint the beauty and excellence of the 
ancient writers? Virgil, Homer and 
Horace are set up as sort of divini- 
ties in literature, and have attained a 
ah] i me position in the thoughts of 
some which ought never to be as- 
scribed to mortal beings. 

For hundreds of years, till recently, 
it lias been assumed in the training of 
young men in school and college, that 
no education is complete which does 
not include a more or less thorough 
knowledge of certain works of the old 
Greeks and Romans. Some one has 
said that the world is ruled by the 
dead hand of the past. So it is that 
these old Greek and Roman writers 
have reached out with the dead and 
dtlSty hand of their mighty genius and 
have given direction and inspiration 
to the thoughts and feelings of the 
modern world. 

So powerful has been the swav 
w h i ch t h ey h ave c x e re i sed » > ve r the 
minds of popular educators that these 
have contended that no clergyman is 
capable to write a sermon who has not 
sat at the feet of these dead masters 
and learned how to do it; that no law- 
yer is fitted to plead a cause who has 
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not read the masterly pleadings of 
Cicero before the courts of Rome ; that 
no man is fitted to be a teacher of 
rhetoric who has not taken to pieces 
some of those awful sentences that 
have puzzled the brains of so many 
school b<\ys. 

Oh, Cicero! Polite and scholarly 
old Roman , as you were, how many 
times has that ponderous rhetoric of 
yours driven all the ideas out of the 
heads of the modern boys and girls 
who have taken your hand to help 
them climb the ladder of fame? 1 To 
your lempora ! O mores! Uhimtn gen- 
tium sumus" how many a weary school 
boy has responded with dejection, 
14 Alas! we don't know where in the 
world we are at" So it is that many 
a mind has wondered how long it 
would be before the world will reach 
that point where we can frankly con- 
fess that people of our modern times 
can think as good thoughts and write 
as good rhetoric as 14 The noblest 
Roman of them all." We have only 
to examine the works of our modern 
day to find as tine examples of rhetori- 
cal writing and as splendid works for 
the purpose of instruction as caff be 
found in any literature of the ancients. 

What can be finer in thought and 
expression than the productions of 
Shakt speare? What can be grander in 
eloquence of style and in taste of com- 
position than the wonderful epic of Mil- 
ton? Where can we find a more noble 
and thoughtful man than our late poet, 
Tennyson? Where in all the ancient 
world do we find such pure and help- 
ful thoughts, so beautifully expressed, 
as in the works of our favorite New 
England poets? The admirers of the 
oid Greek and Roman worthies are 
fond of telling us of the grandeur of 
Plato's morals and of the wonderful 
discussions of Cicero, on the ** Imnior- 
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tal Life." But Browning, Tennyson, 
Whittier and Bryant surpass by far all 
these ancients in pure morals and 
depth of thinking. Again, we claim 
that not only will our modern works 
teach ns beauty of style equally as 
well as all the boasted creations of the 
ancient world, but in all that goes to 
help us think clearer and better 
thoughts, we believe that^our modern 
English has by far the advantage. 
Where can you find a man with a 
broader conception of human life and 
one £0 competent to set forth the char- 
acters of men as our English Shake- 
speare? Shall we say that Aristotle has 
expounded the scientific facts of the 
world as well as Bacon or Newton or 
Huxley? No! Aristotle was a child 
in comparison to any one of these, » 
Can the statesmanship of Plato or that 
of Cicero be compared with that which 
we find in the w r orks of Gladstone, 
Lincoln or Blaine? We talk of the 
historical writings of Herodotus. Can 
he furnish any such models of history 
as Hume, Gibbon, Prescott and a host 
of others? We talk of the oratory of 
Greece and Rome. Demosthenes and 
Cicero were prodigies in their time; 
but how do their orations sound when 
placed beside those of Burke or Glad- 
stone, oi> those of Clay or Webster of 
our own country. 

We have studied the poetry of the 
ancients for style and inspiration. 

what shall we find nobler and 
grander than the works of a host of 
English poets whose names have be- 
come household words. 

Cannot everybody see that we have 
the best of literature in our own 
language and that it is no longer ncc- 
essary to compel the youth of to-day 
to spend from four to eight years in 
learning a dead language and to read 
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a few stories of an ancient civil iza- 
tion? Therefore let us study English/ 
and in all our school work let us give 
our own mother tongue at least out- 
first consideration, 

ADDRESS TO THE JUNIORS, 

Members of the class of '94, to me 
has fallen the duty of giving you our 
words of farewell. T presume you 
expect me to give something of aclviee 
and counsel. This is but natural upon 
yonr part. 

Next September you will commence 
your career as Seniors of the Rutland 
High School. You have found your 
pathway hitherto somewhat ro$y ami 
delightful. Kind friends have strewn 
a carpet of delicious beauty along the 
highway which your innocent feet have 
traveled. Anxious teachers have tak- 
en your little hands, led you safely 
forward and carefully pulled aside 
each naughty bramble and picked the 
rude stones from the path of life, 
so that your Httle feet might walk in 
peace and safety t 

But now you are to assume the re* 
sponsibilitics of Seniors. Now you 
will be left to find your own way over 
a road dark and dreary and as rough 
and stony as some of the streets of our 
own sweet and lovely city. Hence- 
forth you will be aided only by the un- 
certain light of the knowledge you have 
acquired in your two years previous 
[ruining. This rough road is the only 
highway that leads to the great city of 
knowledge.

brass band, far superior to Gilmore's 
of long ago, and heard that he had 
risen steadily in the musical world ever 
since his election to the leadership of 
the West Rutland band. 

June 6. — Well, here 1 am, back in 
Boston again. Just as wc stopped at 
Tuttle's house there drove up a car- 
riage containing a man whom I at 
once knew as Lewis. He told me he 
had a fine place as ticket seller with a 
large circus. He rode into town with 
Mary Donnelly, who has become a 
great milliner in New York State. I 
shall probably go to visit my old home 
in Rutland and spend the rest of the 
summer there. ^
